1. In our last Annual Beport we stated^ upon the au- 
thority of the Returns which we received from the Unions 
and parishes of England and Wales, the amount of the expen- 
diture for the relief of the poor, in the year ending at Lady- 
day, 1843; and we accompanied that statement with some 
details relative to the number and classes of paupers relieved 
during the same period. We proceed now to submit to you a 
similar statement with respect to the parochial year^ ending at 
Lady-day, 1844. 

2. The following statement exhibits the total amount of 
money levied in England and Wales under the denomination 
of poor's rate, in the parochial year 1844, together with the 
monies received from other sources in aid of the poor's rate.* 
These two sums amounted in that year to somewhat more than 
seven millions sterling. It likewise exhibits the manner in 
which this money was expended. Of the seven millions dis- 
posable as poor's rate, nearly five millions were applied to the 
relief of the poor. The payments made for the county and 
borough rate amounted to above 1,350,000/. The law charges 
incurred by Unions and parishes a little exceeded 100,000/. ; 
and the payments made, under the Parochial Assessments Act, 
for surveys and valuations of parishes, were about 30,000/, 
The expenses under the Vaccination Act were about 16,000/., 
and those under the Act for registering births, deaths, and 
marriages, were about 56,000/. The money returned to us as 
expended for *' other purposes," not comprised in the preceding

4. Both the amount received as poor's rate, and the expen- 
diture for the relief of the poor, were less in the parochial year 
1844, than in the preceding year. The amounts are as 
follows :— ^

5. The expenditure for the relief of the poor, which di- 
minished during the years 1835, 1836, 1837, began to increase 
in 1838, and continued to increase in each successive year until 
Lady-day, 1843. The parochial year 1844 is the nrst yeat 
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since 1 837, which did not exhibit an increase of expendittiTe 
over the preceding year. As compared with the expenditure 
of the year 1834, the last parochial year previous to the passing 
of the ±*oor Law Amendment Act, the following is the amount 
for 1844 :—

6. The diminution in the expenditure for the parochial year 
1844, as compared with 1843, is distributed with tolerable 
equality over all the counties. The highest rates of reduction 
are in Lancashire, Cheshire, and the West Riding of Yorkshire ; 
owing to the improvement in manufactures, which took place 
in the latter year. In some counties the expenditure of 1844 
was slightly greater than that of the preceding year. The 
principal of these are Lincolnshire, Shropshire, JOurham and 
Northumberland. The increase of expenditure in the two 
latter counties was owing to the state of employment among 
the colliers : with regard to Lincolnshire, the cause is probably 
to be sought in a circumstance to which we shall advert in the 
course of our Report (par. 51). 

7. The chief items of which the expenditure for the relief of 
the poor is composed, are shown in the following Table, which 
relates to the two last parochial years, and comprises the Unions 
and parishes under the Poor Law Amendment Act. From the 
remaining parishes we receive no such returns as furnish the 
information contained in this Table.

8. The diminution in the expenditure for the relief of the 
poor, with stationary prices of food, is naturally accompanied 
by a diminution in the number of the persons relieved. The 
following table exhibits the number of persons relieved during 
each of the Lady-day quarters in 1843 and 1844.

From tills statement it appears that the total number of 
persons relieved in the three months ending Lady-day, 1844, 
amounted to nearly a million and a-half, and were about 9^^ 
per cent, of the entire population, according to the census 
of 1841. Of the million and half persons thus relieved, a 
large proportion were permanent paupers; but the number 
of new cases in the other three-quarters may be safely estimated 
at half a million ; so that the number of persons relieved in 
England and Wales, in the course of the parochial year 1844, 
may be taken at about two millions, or nearly one-eighth part 
of the actual population. In other words, about one person 
in eight, througn the entire population, received relief from 
the poor's. rate at some time during that year. 

9. The same table shows that out of 1,477,561 paupers 
relieved in the quarter ending Lady-day, 1844, the number 
who were relieved in the workhouse was 230,818, and the 
number who received out-door relief was 1,246,743; that is to 
say, those who were relieved in the workhouse were 16 per 
cent, and those who received out-door relief were 84 per cent ; 
or, in other words, those who were relieved in the workhouse 
were to those who received out-door relief about as 1 to 5. 

10. The following table shows the number of adult able- 
bodied paupers relieved during each of the quarters ending 
Lady-day 1843 and 1844; from which it appears, that although 
the number of those who received relief, both in and out of the 
workhouse, on account of sickness or accident, was gireater in 
the second of these two periods ; the number of those who were 
relieved on other pounds was considerably less. The decrease 
in.theinumber of this class of able-bodied paupers was not less 
than' 20 per cent; a result highly gratifying, when it is re- 
memberea that the saving was not obtained by any change in 
the administration of the law, but arose solely from the 
improved state of the country.

12. It may be observed, that the variation of the expenditure 
for the five years ending at Lady-day, 1844, leads, on the 
whole, to a satisfactory view of the manner in which the 
administration of the fund for the relief of the poor has been 
conducted by the local authorities. During the early part of 
this period, particularly during the year 1841, severe distress 
prevailed in most of the manufacturing districts, including 
that important part of the country where the manufactures of 
cotton are carried on.* The depression of the manufacturing 
districts was, as a natural consequence, soon followed by distress 
in the agricultural parts of the country.f In the year ending 
Lady- day, 1844, however, the demand for labour both in the 
manufacturing and agricultural districts had revived, and the 
number of able-bodied persons incapable of obtaining employ- 
ment was not considerable, j: Owing to this state of things, the 
expenditure for the relief of the poor increased steadily m the 
parochial years 1839-1843, but diminished in the year 1844. 
This fact proves that the amount of the poor rate is not (as

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some persons have feared) governed by a law of constant and 
irresistible progression; but that, when subjected to proper 
control^ the amount of the expenditure may be adapted to the 
varying exigencies of the people ; that after having; increased 
with the augmentation of distress, it can be diminished upon 
the return of comparative prosperity. 

13. Before we dose our remarks upon the expenditure for 
the relief of the poor, we are desirous of again calling your 
attention to the ma^itude of the sums annually levied in 
England and Wales for the purposes of local taxation. The 
total amount received for the poor's rate (which includes the 
county rate and part of the borough rate, and other miscella- 
neous items), was, as we have already seen, 6,847,205/. in the 
parochial year 1844. The amount of borough rate imposed 
by the municipal boroughs (independently of the payments 
made out of the poor's-rate, and tne produce of the borough 
property and borough tolls and dues), exceeds 200,000/. per 
annum.* The entire expenditure of the municipal boroughs 
is about 1,000,000/. sterlmg a year. The annual expenditure 
of the turnpike trusts is about 1,500,000/. ; and that defrayed 
out of the highway rate is about 1,200,000/. The sums 
annually levied in towns for sewers rate, and for watching, 
lighting, and paving rates, have never been ascertained and 
returned to Parliament ; the annual amount of the former is 
about 75,000/. ; as to the latter, there is not, we believe, any 
information on which even an approximate estimate can be 
founded. The annual expenditure of the church rate appears 
to be nearly 500,000/. sterling. Adding some other branches 
of local taxation (which it is unnecessary to specify), f the total 
amount of the local taxes annually levied and expended in 
England and Wales cannot, upon the most moderate computa- 
tion, be placed at a less amount than 10,000,000/. sterling. 

14. Now the amount of the revenue of the general govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom which is expended under the 
annual control of Parliament, may be measured by the sums 
included in the Appropriation Act. In the Appropriation 
Act for the year 1844, these sums amounted to 17,719,485/. 
Of this amount five-sixths may, in round numbers, be considered 
as having been contributed by England; the remaining sixth 
being paid by Ireland and Scotland. While therefore the 
share of the expenses of the general government, under the 
annual control of Parliament, which is borne by England, does 
not exceed 15,000,000/., the sum which is annually expended 
in England out of the local taxes amounts to at least 10,000,000/. 
This comparison, we think, places in a clear light the magni-

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tude and importance of the expenditure out pf the local rates,, 
and proves the expediency oi bringing tl^eir amoupts under 
the periodical observation of Parliament. 

15. We are aware that the system of our local taxation iBl 
generally organised on the assumption that the imposition ojF 
the tax and its disbursement, as well as the audit of itsei^pen- 
diture, are committed to the discretion and control of the local 
authorities ; ^nd that their inspection is a sufficient security 
against abuse or mismanagement, without the interference of 
Parliament. Experience, however, has shown the advantage 
of ascertaining the aggregate amount of (he public income and 
expenditure of the various local bodies, and of submitting these 
accounts, properly arranged and classified, to the frequent 
review of Parliament. As an illustration of this advantage, we 
may cite the returns of the Poor Law expenditure which have 
been annu£|.Uy made to Parliament since 1813; the annual ac- 
counts of the expenditure of the turnpike trusts returned under 
the 3and4Wm. IV., c. 80, since 1834; and the accounts of the 
expenditure of the county rate, prepared from the returns of 
the county treasurers, which have for the last few years been 
annually printed for the use of the House of Commons. The 
reason of this advantage is, we think, apparent. So long as 
the local expenditure is stated exclusively for e^ch parish, 
township, or other small division, the produce of the rate is 
viewed for one of these separate portions singly ; and thus the 
afi'gregate importance of the tax is likely to be overlooked. 
Tne expense actually considered is small ; while the amount of 
the expenses incurred by all the other divisions which, taken 
together, would form an important sum, is unknown and 
perhaps unthought of. The apparent amount of some of the 
most productive of the taxes imposed by the general govern- 
ment, might be reduced by a similar process of insulation. If, 
for example, an estimate were made of the amount of the tax 
on sugar, or tea, or spirits, which is contributed by a single 
rural parish, and if this sum was looked at by itself, without 
reference to the amount levied in the rest of the country, its 
importance would seem inconsiderable. 

16. Amongst the local taxes, the fund levied under the de-r 
nomination of poor's rate stands first in magnitude. The 
monies expended from this fund have, sipce the passing of the 
Poor Law Amendment Act, been subjected to a regular audii 
by paid auditors; which will, we trust, be rendered still more 
effective by the provisions in the Poor Law Act of last session. 
The expenses for the survey and valuation of parishes, fo¥ 
vaccination, and fi)r the registration of births, deaths, and mar- 
riages, which have been created by Acts of Parliament passed 
subsequently to 1834, have been imposed upon the poors rate, 
and form a new charge upon that fund. Their aggregate 
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annual amount is a1)out 100,0007. ; and although this expen- 
diture may be justly considered as of great public utility, the 
fact of its recent creation ought not to be overlooked in com- 
paring the present amount of the poor's rate with its amount 
in former years. With respect to the law charges incurred by 
parishes and Unions (which are not included in the expenditure 
for the relief of the poor), it is to be observed that they have 
undergone a great diminution since the passing of the Poor 
Law Amendment Act. Their amount in 1834 was not less 
than 258,6047. ; in 1842 it had faUen to 68,0517. ; in 1844 it 
had risen to 105,3047., which, however, is less than half the 
amount in 1834. A further important saving due to the 
operation of the same Act is that which has taken place in the 
miscellaneous item returned to us under the unspecified head 
of " other •purposeSy'' as is shown in the following account :

The large reduction in this item must be attributed mainly 
to the exclusion of irregular and illegal expenses of a miscel- 
laneous nature which has been effected by the auditors appointed 
under the Poor Law Amendment Act. Upon this subject we refer 
to a passage contained in a Report which was made to us in the 
year 1840 by our Assistant- Commissioner, Mr. Power, when 
he was in charge of Lancashire and the West Riding of York- 
shire, and which was printed in the Appendix to our Sixth 
Annual Report.f

t '< The item entitled * other purposes,' in the Annual Parliamentary Returns, 
demands a few observations in reference to its enormous amount in the earlier years 
of the comparison, and the considerable reductions of this item effected in later years 
show the value of that part of the new system of management, whereby the expen- 
diture of 20 or 30 townships, instead of being left separately in the hands of as many 
paid assistant overseers, is broufi^ht into one focus, a clear and distinct system of 
accounting introduced, and the whole submitted to the searching and effectual ex« 
amination of an auditor every quarter. In the year 1835, no less a sum than 
64,888/. was included in the Parliamentary Returns for Lancashire, under the head 
of 'other purposes;* and the sum of 39,675/., under the same head, for the West 
Riding of York.

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17. The decrease in the expenditure for law diarges^ and in 
the miscellaneous item just mentioned^ oueht to be added to 
the decrease in the expenditure for the rehef of the poor, in 
order to obtain a complete view of the saving producea by the 
operation of the Poor Law Amendment Act.

The actual reduction in the expenditure out of the poor's 
rate, under these three heads, for the year 1 844, as compared 
with the year 1834, therefore exceeds two millions sterling. 

18. The only expenditure charged upon the poor's rate, 
which has undergone a large increase since 1834> is that for 
the county and borough rates. The payments out of the poor's 
rate for county and borough rates, wnich amounted only to 
604,203/. in the year 1837, had, in the year 1844, reached the 
sum of 1,356,457/., that is to say, they have more than doubled in 
seven years. It is not within our province to inquire into the 
causes of this increase, or to consider whether the additional 
advantages afforded to the public service do not more than 
compensate the increased expenditure. We will, Jiowever, 
remark that in consequence of the manner in which the pay- 
ments for the county and borough rates are mixed up in the 
returns made to us, and the imperfect accounts of the borough 
rate expenditure which have been laid before Parliament, it is 
impossible to make the payments for these two rates balance 
the expenditure. We have compared the sums returned from 
the Unions and parishes as paid for county and borough rates 
in the three years ending Lady-day 1840, 1841, 1842, with the 
sums acknowledged by the county treasurers to have been 
received as c«unty rate in the three years ending Michaelmas 
1840, 1841, 1842, as stated in the returns made to the House 
of Commons.* From these authorities it appears that the 
payments made for the county and borough rate during the 
above three years ending at Lady-day, amounted to 3,177,005/., 
or to an average sum of 1,059,002/. per annum ; whereas the 
sums received as county rate by the county treasurers, during 
the three years ending at Michaelmas, amounted only to 
2,376,473/., or to an average sum of 792, 158/. per annum. We 
presume, therefore, that the difference between these two sums, 
that is, about 260,000/. per annum, was paid by the overseers, 
out of the poor's rate, to the town councils in the municipal

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boroTighs. The exact amount of this payment eannot be as- 
certained from the returns of the expenditure of boroughs 
which have been presented to Parliament.* It is to be ob- 
served that the payments made from the poor'^ rate for this 
county rate are less than the county rate expenditure ; inasmuch 
as an annual contribution to certain of tne expenses charged 
upon the county rate is made by the general government. The 
sum thus allowed amounted in 1842 to 114^734/. 

19. But^ notwithstanding the recent increase in the amount 
of the county and borough rates, and the creation of new ex- 
penses charged upon the poor's rate, the sum levied as poor's 
rate in the year lo44 is less than the sum levied as poor's rate 
in 1834. Moreover, the sum levied as poor's rate in 1844 i§ 
less than the sum levied as poor's rate in any year from 1813 
to 1834, except the year 1824, when the amount was slightly 
inferior. This fact becomes the niore important when the 
great increase of population, since 1813, is taken into the 
account. The following Table shows the population, the 
amount levied as poor's rate, and the ratio which this amount 
bore to the population, in each of the four years, 1813, 1824, 
1834, and 1844.

If therefore the pressure of the sum levied as poor s rate is 
measured by the ratio of its amount to the population, its bur- 
den in 1844 would be half its burden in 1813, and only two- 
thirds of its burden in 1834. 

If it should be objected that the pressure of this tax ought 
to be estimated by its ratio to property and not to population, 
this comparison leads to an equally satisfactory result. There 
is no doubt that the yearly produce of the rateable property of 
England has undergone a very great increase since 1813; and 
that its annual progress is now rapid. The total annual value 
of real property assessed to the property tax in 1815, in England 
and Wales, was 51,898,423/.,f whereas the amount in 1843

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was 85,802,735/.* It is further to \>e observed, that the in-* 
crease in the annual value of rateable property arises, not only 
from the improved cultivation of the land, and its consequently 
increased productiveness, but also, to a* great extent, from the 
large number of new houses, and other buildings (such as manu- 
factories and warehouses), as well as railways, canals, whar&, &c., 
which are constructed from year to year. Accordingly, land, 
as such, pays a smaller proportion of the local rates in each 
successive year; and a larger proportion falls on the other sorts 
of rateable property. This fact appears from the table inserted 
in our Ninth Annual Report, par. 27, which shows, that 
whereas the proportion of the poor's rate falling upon land 
was 69 per cent., and that falling on other property was 31 
per cent, in 1826; the proportion falling on tana was only 52 
per cent., and on other property 48 per cent, in 1841. The 
following is the statement to which we refer.

20. The expenditure of the poor's rate and the county rate 
may, as it appears to us, be taken generally as affording some 
approximation to an index of the amounts of destitution and 
crime in the country; the former being applied solely to the 
relief of want, and the latter principally expended in the de- 
tection, prosecution, and punisnment of crime. Tried by this 
test, the state of the country must be considered as presenting 
a favourable aspect ; inasmuch as the ratio of this expenditure 
to population and property is at least as low as in any recent 
year, and is only half the amount at which it stood about the 
year 1813. 

21. But although the pressure of the most important of the 
local taxes in England may be less at present than in previous 
years ; it is nevertheless highly expedient that all practicable 
securities against the abuse or mismanagement of those taxes 
should be established, and that the mode and amount of their 
levy and expenditure should be brought periodically under the 
observation of Parliament. Wc have already stated that com- 
plete accounts of the expenditure of the poor's rate are annually 
presented by us to Parliament; and that similar accounts are 
presented of the county rate expenditure from the returns of

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the county treasurers. Some returns of the borough rate ex- 
penditure have likewise been made; but the information which 
they afford is not complete. Ample returns of the expenses 
of tne Turnpike Trusts are transmitted annually under the 3 
and 4 Wm. IV., c. 80, to. Sir James M'Adam, by whom they 
are digested for presentation to Parliament. We believe that 
the accounts thus obtained have been productive of much 
public benefit. On the other hand, there is no periodical 
return of the highway rate ; a rate which is liable to great 
abuse, and is, we fear, in not a few parishes converted into a 
subsidiary poor's rate for the relief of able-bodied labourers. 
No return has ever been made to Parliament of the amounts 
levied and expended for the sewers rate, or for lighting, 
watching, and paving rates. Nor is any regular return made 
of the sums expended as church rate. 

22. We have, perhaps, dwelt longer on this portion of our 
Report than was consistent with our strict duty; but we trust 
that the importance of the subject, and our official connexion 
with the poor's rate, the largest of the local taxes, as well as 
the intimate connexion which subsists between most of these 
taxes, will serve as a sufficient excuse for our venturing to 
submit to you the above remarks. We will merely state, in 
addition, that the general survey which we have taken of the 
present state of our system of local taxation seems to us to 
authorize the two following conclusions : viz., 1. That an 
account of the receipt and expenditure of all the more con- 
siders^ble local taxes ought to be annually prepared and laid 
before Parliament. 2. That the expenditure of all such taxes 
ought to undergo a strict and regular audit by competent 
auditors. 

23. We are unable, on account of the delay which occurs in 
the transmission of the annual returns to. our office, to state 
the amount of the expenditure for the parochial year ending at 
Lady-day, 1845. Indeed, the audit of the Poor Law accounts 
for tne Lady-day quarter is, in many Unions, not yet completed. 
We can, however, say generally that the year since the first of 
May, 1844, has, on the whole, been favourable to the poorer 
classes of this country. In the manufacturing districts, the 
demand for labour has been extensive and constant ; and even 
the iron and coal districts, which were the last to recover from 
the general depression, were prosperous during the last twelve 
months. The drought of last summer, and the length and se- 
verity of the cold during last winter, were unfavourable to the 
employment of agricultural labourers; but we rejoice to say 
that tne number of rural Unions in which difficulty arose from 
the application of unemployed able-bodied men was npt con- 
siderable. Amongst those in which the workhouses were filled, 
and it became necessary to give out-door relief to the able- 
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bodied^ subject to a condition of labour, we may specify the 
Caxton ana Ajrring(x)n Union in Cambridgeshire, the R^e 
Union in, Sussex, and the High worth and Swindon Union in 
Wiltshire, . llie Guardians of the latter Union have, in order 
as far' as possible to prevent a recurrence of the same state of 
things, agreed to build a new and enlarged workhouse. More- 
over, in several Unions it has been necessary to give out-door 
relief to all applicants for a time, on account of the existence 
of small-pox m.the workhouse. We have, however, the satis- 
faction of being able to state that, during the last year, the 
administration of the Poor Law, under the amended statutes 
and the regulations of the Commissioners, was conducted with 
general regularity on the part of the local authorities, and 
acquiescence on the part of the public. 

24. An important part of our proceedings, since the date of 
our last annual Report, has consisted in the execution of the 
additional duties imposed upon us by the Poor Law Act of 
last session, the statue of the 7 and 8 Vict., c. 101, and in the 
measures which we took for ffiving effect to its provisions. 

25. Our first step, after the conclusion of the session of Par- 
liament, was to place in the hands of the Guardians and 
Officers throughout the country a circular letter, calling atten- 
tion to the enactments contained in that statute. We did not 
attempt to affix an authentic interpretation to that which the 
superior courts are alone competent to interpret ; our purpose 
was to state, as plainly and as briefly as we could, any new 
duties and liabilities imposed on Guardians, Overseers^ and 
paid Officers, as well as to explain the principal changes 
effected by the recent statute. This circular letter will be 
found in the Appendix to this Report.* 

26. Our next duty appeared to be to modify any of our own 
regulations which mignt either really or apparently conflict 
with the new statute. The only order which seemed to require 
alteration on this account was that which regulates the admi- 
nistration of out-door relief. Sections 25 and 26 of the Act 
placed married women whose husbands were absent under 
certain conditions, and a peculiar class of widows^ in a position 
somewhat different from that in which they had previously 
stood. We have, therefore, so modified our regulations as to 
make them consistent with these clauses, and have re-issued 
the General Order with no other change in its provisions than 
was requisite for this purpose. The Order, as amended, will 
be found in the Appendix.f 

27. In connexion with this subject we may state that, in 
December last, we issued an Order, of considerable importance,

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with reference to the administration of relief to paupers not 
residing within the Union from which the relief is received. 
This order imposes no fresh restrictions as to the class of 
paupers to whom such relief may lawfully be given ; nor does 
it diminish, in any degree, the discretion previously exercised 
by Boards of Guardians with reference to the persons who are 
to receive relief. Its sole object is to regulate the mode in 
which the money is to be transmitted from one Union to 
another, and that in which the accounts relating to it are to be 
kept, in cases in which a Board of Guardians voluntarily 
undertakes to administer relief for another Board. 

28. It often happened that a relieving oiBcer, acting for a 
large district in a manufecturing town, had constantly passing 
through his hands large sums payable to paupers belonging to 
other Unions, which were intrusted to him by the Officers or 
Guardians of these distant Unions to pay the paupers residing 
in his district. Now, for the due administration of all money 

E laced in his hands by his own Board of Guardians, this officer 
ad given security, and he and his sureties were accountable, 
under his bond, for any fraud or misapplication ; but in respect 
to the money thus forwarded to him by Officers or Guardians 
with whom he was not officially connected, there existed no 
effectual responsibility of any kind. He was, to all intents and 
purposes, their private agent ; and although, like any other 
private agent, he was liable to the ordinary proceedmgs for 
fraud, whether civil or criminal, there could not exist the same 
security against peculation, as in the case of monies delivered 
into his hands, as a public officer, by his official superiors. 

29. These evils of agency are inseparably connected with 
any system of non-resident relief: they were not created by 
the Poor Law Amendment Act ; on the contrary, we believe 
that they have been in every respect much diminished under 
the operation of that statute. We have found, however, by 
experience, that the opportunity thus thrown in the way of 
relieving officers not unfrequently led to misapplication of 
money over which no effectual control could be exercised. An 
officer was intrusted with a considerable sum to be paid away 
in half-crowns or shillings to a number of paupers living at a 
distance from the only persons who had any direct interest in 
ascertaining that he tumlled his trust ; he was not the officer 
of those paupers, and it was optional with him whether he 
undertooK to distribute relief on their behalf. A temptation 
of this kind would often lead a man, hitherto honest, to keep 
back, at first perhaps for a short time with the intention of 
replacing it, some portion of the money in his hands ; months 
might elapse before a complaint reached the distant Board of 
Guardians, and even then it was not easy for them to ascertain 
aU the facts of the case. 
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30. These difficulties arc in a great degtee inseparable from 
a system in which the recipient lives at a distance from the 

J)ersons making the allowance. We have, so far as we could, 
rom time to time lent our aid in detecting and punishing by 
dismissal any cases of fraud brought to our notice ; but we 
became satisfied of the necessity of applying some more general 
remedy to the evils arising from this state of things. To do so 
was not easy, inasmuch as a relieving officer of one Union 
cannot be treated as the officer of another Union ; he cannot be 
the servant of two different Boards at the same time ; and a 
complete official responsibility extending to his sureties can 
only be enforced in the cases in which he misconducts himself 
in his capacity of a public servant. It followed that such a 
responsibility could only be created by causing him to distribute, 
under the authority and direction of his own Board, the relief 
originally allowed by distant Boards of Guardians; but for 
this purpose it became necessary that the former body should 
constitute themselves the agents of the authorities transmitting 
the money on account of the parish in which the pauper was 
settled. We did not conceive that we were empowered to 
compel a Board of Guardians to act aS the agents of another 
Board which requested them to do so. All we could do was to 
prohibit the officers from accepting such agency without the 
sanction of their own Board, and to regulate the mode of trans- 
mitting the money and keeping the accounts where they were 
directed to administer relief on behalf of other Unions or 
parishes. 

31. The result is, that no officer can now lawfully administer 
relief to non-settled poor as from the parish of their settlement 
without being responsible for the proper application of monies, 
in the same manner as if he were relieving paupers settled and 
residing in his own district. Our Order (as is stated in the 
Instructional Letter sent with it) does not prohibit Boards of 
Guardians from employing any other agency, if they think 
proper to run the risk ; all we have done is to regulate the 
proceedings of the Board of Guardians when the agency is 
accepted, and thus to secure the paid officers against the 
continual temptation to fraud thrown in their way by the 
extreme laxity of the system previously pursued. This Order, 
and the Instructional Letter accompanying it, will be found in 
the Appendix.* 

32. In the Poor Law Amendment Act certain powers of 
making rules and regulations respecting parish apprentices 
were intrusted to the Commissioners ; but some doubt existed 
as to the possibility of so exercising these powers as effectually

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to bind the masters who undertook the care of children thus 
situated* By the 12th section of the Act of last Session these 
doubts were removed ; and specific authority was given to the 
Commissioners to prescribe the duties of the masters, as well 
as the terms and conditions to be inserted in the indentures of 
parish apprentices. In pursuance of this section we have issued 
a General Order, which will be found in the Appendix.* 

33. In this Order we have, among other provisions, directed 
that no child shall be apprenticed until he can read and write ; 
and we have endeavoured, so &r as sudi an object can be 
attained by regulations, to protect the apprentice and to prevent 
that risk of his maltreatment which is, to a certain extent, 
inseparable from every system of parish apprenticeship. 

34. Certain provisions of this Order have been objected to 
by some parishes and Unions. These are more especially the 
limitations as to premiums for apprentices above the age of 14 

iArt. 2) : the proposed payment to be made by the master to 
is apprentice after he is 17 years of a^ (Art. 18, No. 8), and 
the prohibition of causing the boy to oe taken more than ten 
miles from the place of apprenticeship without the licence of the 
Guardians (Art. 18, No. 10). The principal ground on which 
these provisions are objected to is, that they are calculated 
seriously to impede apprenticeship, by imposing responsibilities 
on masters such as will deter a great number of persons from 
taking parish apprentices at all. 

35. We certainly entertain opinions unfavourable to that 
state of servitude which is created by the apprenticeship of 
parish children; and we should not regret to find that the 
regulations imposed by us tended ^adually to diminish the 
number of children thus dealt with. We feel satisfied that 
greater attention to the education and indu3trial training of 
poor children would more than compensate for any supposed 
inconvenience arising from an indisposition to take apprentices, 
and that the results of such an improvement would be benefi- 
cial both to the master and the child. We think we are full}' 
justified in arriving at this conclusion by the evidence embodied 
in Mr. Kay Shuttleworth's Heportf on " The improvements in 
Training of Pauper Children, an(i on Apprenticeship in the 
Metropolitan Unions." This Report will be found in the 
Appendix to that which in the year 1841 we had the honour to 
maKe to the Marquis of Normanby on the general subject of 
the training of pauper children, and we confidently refer to it 
as establishing the unsatisfactory results of pauper appren- 
ticeship with a premium. 

36. At the same time it is not our wish to inflict any great

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or sudden inconvenience on large and populous parishes by 
regulations which may appear vexatious to the future masters, 
and thereby impede the placing out of children now fit for 
service. We have, therefore, collected such information on the 
probable operation of the Order as we could readily procure ; 
we have, aiso^ received a deputation from the parish of St. 
Marylebone^ as well as one from the clerks to the Guardians 
of the Unions in the neighbourhood of London, on the subject. 
We shall proceed to consider the representations of these parties, 
whose practical experience necessarily gives great weight to any 
expression of their opinion ; and we are prepared to make such 
changes in the regulations now issued as may appear advisable. 

37« Perhaps the most important change effected by the Act 
of '7 and 8 Vict., c. 101, was that relating to bastaray. It is 
unnecessary for us to recite the various alterations in the law 
respecting the affiliation of bastard children, which had been 
made previously to the last session of Parliament. We ex« 
pressed our views with reference to further legislation on the 
subject, in a special Report which we had the honour of pre- 
senting to you on the 31st day of January, 1844. — (See Tenth 
Ann. Kep., Apj). A. No. 7.) 

38. The Legislature^ in the Act of last session, departed 
entirely from me principle on which the affiliation of bastard 
children had previously been based. In all former provisions 
on this subject, from the Act of Elizabeth downwards, the sole 
object avowed by the statutes was indemnity to the parish for 
the charge of supporting the bastard. Tins indemnity was to 
be supplied botn by the putative father and by the mother ; 
practically, it depended on the former of the two. In no Act 
had the principle been recognised that redress to the woman 
for a wrong innicted on her was the object of the Legislature. 
The fact, therefore, that the protection afforded was, in the 
eye of the law, given solely for the purpose of meeting the 
charge upon the rate-payers, necessarily connected the affili- 
ation of bastard children with the question of relief. 

39. We have always believed, and we still think, that the 
indirect use of what professed to be a remedy for the parish 
only, as a means of redressing any wrong supposed to be in- 
flicted on the woman, was in every way most mischievous and 
embarrassing in its operation. The question, how far direct 
redress in such cases could properly be given, is not one which 
we were called upon to raise. If redress were to be given at 
all, it ought, in our opinion, as we had the honour of reporting 
to you, to be direct only ; and such it was made by the statute 
of last session. The result of this enactment, therefore, has 
been that the affiliation of bastards stands altogether uncon- 
nected with the laws for the relief of the poor. Parish and

Union officers are forbidden to take part in the proceedings 
relating to it, and an entirely new principle has been established 
by the law ; that is to say, it is now admitted that the mother 
of a bastard, not the parish, is the party by whom tedress is to 
be sought from the putative father, ana to whom indemnity is 
to be awarded for the charge of maintaining the child. The 
means placed at her disposal for obtaining such redress are the 
cheapest and most accessible known to the laws of this country ; 
that IS to say, a proceeding injetty sessions. 

40. Our only duty, in this Keport,is to state in what manher 
this new principle has beeti found to work in relation to the 
laws for the relief of the poor, with the admiiiislration of which 
we are intrusted. 

41. We have beeii consulted on tarious boints df bastardy 
law, arising under the recent statiite, by Union and {latisn 
officers as well as by justices } and we have, in consideration 
of the former connexion of the subject with the Pooi* Laws, 
endeavoured to afford advice and assistance, even where it did 
not appear strictly within our province to do so. To Boards 
of Guardians we have uniformly stated that a bastard and the 
mother of a bastard were, like any other persons, entitled to 
relief when destitute ; that the fact of the latter having affi- 
liated the child did not of itself deprive her of such a right, 
although any payment made by the putative father to h^r 
necessarily formed part of those means the amount of which it 
was the duty of the Guardians to consider when they proceeded 
to decide on the fact of her destitution. We have no reason to 
think that ^ny embarrassment or difficulty of importance will 
occur in administering the laws for the relief of the pbor in the 
cases of illegitimate children or their mothers in consequence of 
the Act of last session. 

42. We were, by the Act of last session, empoweted to com- 
bine Unions and parishes, within certain limits^ for the erection 
of district schools to be used for the educsitlon of pauber 
children. We accordingly proceeded, soon after the passing 
of the Act, to consider the arrangements which it would be 
expedient to make for the purpose of giving effect to this pro- 
vision ; and we have to express much regret that we have 
hitherto been unable to declare any such district. This has 
arisen mainly from the fact that when we had caused the pro- 
bable cost of the buildings to be appropriated to such schools 
to be accurately calculated, we saw reason to fear that the limit 
imposed on the money to be raised or borrowed by the 44th 
section of the statute, viz., one-fifth of the average ahiiual 
expenditure, would in most instances, though not perhaps in all, 
preclude our obtaining such a sum as would be adequate for 
the proper construction of the building in question. 
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43. We feel bound also to state that we ilnd existiilg among 
the members of the various Boatds of Giiatdiafas In atid dbout 
the metroJ)olis considerable reluctance td avail themselves of 
the powers conferred on thetn by the Legislature. Thisindis-^ 
position, we make no doubt, would, on furthet toiisideration of 
the subject, be gteatly diinitiished, providfed the breliminaty 
obstacle of the nari-ow liniit fixed for the cOsl of tne building 
aiid site were previously elilarged by ihe authdtity of Parlik- 
meht. It is clear that this Sight easily be doniB without 
Authorizing the exjpeuditure of any feuch ^utii as would cast a 
serious burthen on the rate-payers; tod it will bfe remembered 
that the Commissioners have no powfer conferred on them to 
btder the erection of any school without tlie boilsent of the 
tiiajbrily of the feoard to be constituted for each district. 

Ai. With regard to the other cliis^ of distticts authorized by 
7 and 8 Vic, c. 101, those, namely, for the relief of casilal poor 
within thfe limits of the metropolitan Jiolice, we have framed £l 
scheme for the division bf the whole of the mettopolitto district 
in such a manner as will, we think, eiiable us to carry out the 
intention of the Legislature. In this case the cost to b^ 
actually incurred will probiably fall very far short of thai 
authorized by the Act ; khd we shall proceed tb declare tke 
districts in question at as early a period as possible. We have 
ciaused them to be arranged, as much as practicable, with 
refer(^nce to the gteat lines of road along Which mendicants and 
vagrants find their way ihto the metropolis ; and our hope is 
that they will be found such as Will enable the metropolitaU 
police to discharge, without iiiconveiiience, the duties iniposed 
upoii therii in connexion T^ith thesie asylums. 

45. Among the provisions of the Act of last session, to 
which we are reiq[uired lb give effect, some of the most 
important are those relating to the istppointment of District 
Auditors throughout England and Wales. 

46. In the Kepott to the Mdrcjiiis of Normanby oii the 
fhl'ther amendment of the Poor Laws, which the Commissioners 
hdd the honour to present in 1839, attention was called to the 
followihg recommendations of the Select Comniittee of the 
House bf Commons oil the Poor Law Amendtilfeni Act, ih 
1 838 : — 1 . That Auditors ishould not be cbtifiried to brie Uriibii, 
but should act for larsre districts. 2. That the Poor Law 

bhimissioiiers should have the powel* of dpj)bintirig District 
Auditors. 

The Commissioners, ih that Repbrt, J)rDceeded to, dwell on 
the importance of the duties of an Auditor, and on the 

Sialifications which appeared necessary for the discharge of 
ose duties. In bur Report of last year, we recurred to the 

c 2 
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defect in the existing system of audita and to the cumbrons 
nature of the proceedings to which^ in certain cases, we had 
been compelled to resort [in order to protect the rate-payers 
firom illegal expenditure of their funds. It was therefore with 
sincere satisfaction that we saw the Legislature, in the last 
session of Parliament, proceed to make such changes in the 
system of audit as will, m our opinion, secure far more eflScient 
protection against fraud and illegality in the administration of 
the poor-rate than has ever yet existed in the case of any 
local fund in this country. The authority to form districts 
was conferred on the Commissioners, the powers of District 
Auditors were fixed and settled, and the method of their 
appointment to a certain degree defined by the Act. The 
appointment, however, was not, as recommended by the Select 
Cfommittee of the House of Commons^ vested in the Com- 
missioners, but was placed in the hands of the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman of each Board of Guardians included in a 
district. We think it right to state that we entertain no doubt 
of the superior advantages of the mode of appointment selected 
by the Legislature ; and the experience of the elections which 
have taken place, though limited, has satisfied us that no 

? referable mode of appointment could have been devised, 
["he Chairmen and vice-Chairmen of Unions are usually 
fentlemen of such weight and experience in the despatch of 
usiness as to inspire a reliance on their judgment and their 
integrity. The Guardians, the rate-payers, and the officers 
must all alike feel that an Auditor, selected by such persons, 
is in the first instance entitled to public confidence. Should 
it be afterwards proved, by his misconduct or inefficiency, that 
such confidence nas been misplaced^ the Commissioners are 
empowered to remove the officer thus failing in the discharge 
of his duty. 

47. At the same time, although the nomination of the 
Auditors generally is not vested in the Commissioners, they 
were authorized to deal with certain peculiar cases in which 
Auditors were already acting for mbre than one Union. In 
these instances, the Commissioners have the^power to continue 
the existing Auditor in office, and to add to or alter his district 
as they see fit. We have considered this provision as intended 
to effect two objects : — 1. It enabled us, in the case of persons 
who had already devoted a larse part of their time to the 
performance of the duties of Auditor, and whose salary was not 
inconsiderable in amount, to secure to them a continuance of 
their present situation, provided that they had proved them- 
selves competent to perform its duties, and that the existence 
of their district was not incompatible with the main object of 
the Legislature ; that is to say, the general establishment of 
proper audit districts throughout the whole country. 2. It

enabled us at once to extend tlie services of a tried and 
meritorious officer^ acting for a small district, to one of larger 
extent, instead of exposing that officer to tlie risk of a fresh 
election, and of causing a new and perhaps inexperienced 
auditor to be elected for Unions which might properly be 
annexed to an existing district. 

48. It will be observed that this power of continuance and 
of annexation does not prejudice the right of the Chairmen 
and Vice-Chairmen to elect in the event of any future vacancy; 
and we only regret that the considerations necessarily pressing 
on us in dividing; the whole country into districts have often 
made it impossible to continue District Auditors against whom 
no complaint has been made, but whose retention of office 
would nave disturbed the general arrangements which we 
were called upon to make. In such cases we have reluctantly 
been compelled to allow the Act to take its course, and the 
services of persons so situated, as well as of the Auditors for 
single Unions, have terminated, or will necessarily terminate, 
as fresh districts are declared. With regard to the Auditors 
for single Unions, we have in some instances, in which the 
Board of Guardians have expressed confidence in them, felt 

Xcial regret at our inability to continue them. Upon the 
Le^ however, the sacrifice oi individual interest in each case 
is so trifling as to make the operation of the Act in respect of 
the Auditors for single Unions of less importance, inasmuch 
as their salary is always inconsiderable, and their duties as 
Auditor have occupied but a small portion of their time. 

49. Since the passing of the Act we have declared 24 
districts for the purpose of audit : of these, 16 are districts in 
which we have thought it right to continue the services of an 
Auditor already acting for more than one Union, and the re- 
mainder are districts in which an auditor either has been or will 
be elected by the Chairmen and Vice-Chairmen of the several 
Boards of Guardians. With regard to these latter districts^ 
we insert in the Appendix* a copy of the order directing the 
mode of election ; which we have endeavoured to frame so as 
to give the least possible trouble to the electors, and to leave 
in the hands of our Assistant Commissioner, acting as return- 
ing officer, as little discretion as is compatible with the proper 
conduct of the election. 

50. Some important amendments of the law in matters 
relating to the election of Guardians (particularly in the scale 
of voting for owners and rate-payers) were made by the Act of 
last session; and we accordingly, in January last, issued a 
general order, regulating the manner of conducting the elec-

separate parisibe^ frpm, pr annex thei^ to, existing Unions, 
without the consent of the Board of Gviardians, required by 
the Poor Law Ampndmeflt Act. In pursuance of thi^ provi- 
sioU;, we Jiaye detached j;he parishes qf Kensington and Pad- 
dington (xoxifk thp former Ke^sinsfto^ Union, and have placed 
them unfley ^pp^rate !Bo,ards oi Guardians; the other two 
parishes of the U^nian, Fulbapi and Hammersmith^ remain 
togptheif^ ^s the P^jham Union. Our attention has likewise 
been directed to other IJnipns ii^ different parts of the country, 
which appeared tp ]ie inconveniently large, or otherwise to 
require mpdifjcatipn, with a view to the exercise of the power 
just a4verted to. We hayp reasqn to believe that spme o^ the 
Unions in Lincplnshire, in jparticular, contain top large an area, 
and tjiat j;he local circumstances will in several cases admit of 
their reduction. The recent continued increase pf pauperism 
in that county has, as it apppars to u^ been partly caused by 
the diffic^ilty pf inspectioij, whic^ arises from tbe eifitent pf the 
district placpd und^ the superintendence of ^ sipgle Boa^rd of 
Guarc^ans. 

52. We have likewise exercised ^n many cases the power 
conferred upon us by the same Act (sect. 18), of altering the 
numbey ot Guardian^ elected by a parish. In general this 
alteya^ion has been ejected by authonziiig the electioji of an 
additional Guay^ian or Guardians, the. object being to remove 
slight inequalities in thp Representation, whjcl^ ha4 ei|;her 
eifistpd from tlje formatio;^ of the Ui^ipn, ox had been prod^ced 
by ^he disproportioi^ate increase of population in differe^it 
parislies. 

53. The 34tb section of the Act gave the popamissionep the 
power of consenting to the discharge by the auditor pi any 
putst^nding balance struck against an officer before the passing 
oi the Act, provided no proceedings had beeii taken fpr its 
recovery. Vye have been applied tp foy our copspnt to the 
discharge of such balances in maiiy cases, and in the mfylprity 
of them this consent has been given. In some we have felt a 
difficulty in interpjeting the w;ords which occur in the middle 
of the ^ause, and have hesitated io assume p. power respecting 
which some dpubt may exist. In one or two cases only we 
have reluctantly refused on different grounds ; that is to say, 
because it appeared that the balance dne arose fi'om illegal

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p^jnnents knowingly persevered in after notioe of their illegality. 
We have thought that it was the intention of the Legislature 
to relieve from embarrassment those officers only who nad been 
exposed to loss through inadvertence or ignorance of the law, 
not such as had intentionally violated its provisions. 

54. The powers in the Act (sections 61 and 62) for the 
appointment of collectors and assistant overseers, and the pro- 
visions witl^ respect to their duties and the security to be given 
by them, have been found very useful. Applications are 
constantly made to us from Boards of Guardians and from 
parishes to be allowed to avail themselyes of the power of 
appointment in section 6?. Although this portion of the 
administration of the Poor Laws is still encumbered with 
some difficulties, we entertain a confident hope that there wiU 
gradually be established a degree of regularity and of respon- 
sibility on the part of those officer^ such as nas not hitherto 
existed. 

55. We have only, in conclusion, to state that, with the 
exception of the points expressly mentioned above, the statute 
of the 7th apd 8th Yict., c. JOl, is now in operation, without 
having deranged, in ^ny important respect, the previous admi- 
nistration of the Poor Laws, and without any prospect, so far 
as we can see, of its provisions acting otherwise than beneficially, 
both as regards the poor and the rate-payers. 

56. In our last Annual Report we stated that the difficulties 
whic];i we had experienced in enforcing the provisions of our 
general medical order, of March, 1842, had principally arisen 
m connexion with one of the three following suWects, viz. — 1. 
The qualifications of the medical officers. 2. The maximum 
amount of th^ area ?ind population of m^dic^dl clistricts. 3. The 
rates of pg-yments for Qi^dical officers in certain surgical aud 
midwifery cases. 

57. During the l^st yeay, the size of the medical districts 
has not undergone much modification ; a few districts, in which 
the previous arrangements were susceptible of improvement, 
have been divided, or otherwise altered. The rates of the 
surgical and midwifery fees have continued in several unions 
to create objection; but these payments are now ffenerally 
acquiesced in^ since the Boards of Guardians have learnt by 
experience that the increase of expenditure, and the various 
evils, which they anticipated from the introduction of the fees 
in question, have not, m fact, been produced. The followin^p 
is the amount of the expenditure for inedical relief in each 
year since 1838 : —

58. In regulating the remuneration for medical relief, our 
object has been to secure to the medical officer such a payment 
as would enable him to discharge his duty to his pauper 
patients^ and to furnish them with proper medicines. In 
fixing this amount, however, it is necessary that we should keep 
in view the value at which the services of a medical man are 
attainable for this purpose, under the existing circumstances 
of the profession. If the Commissioners were to attempt, by 
their regulations, to fix the salaries of medical officers at a rate 
higher than that at which competent medical men are willing 
to accept the office and perform its duties, the result would be 
that the medical offices of Unions would become the subjects of 
sale, more or less concealed^ and the pauper patients would 
derive no benefit from the excessive payment. A case, which 
affords an illustration of this principle, has recently occurred in 
the South Dublin Union. It appears that upon the resignation 
of one of the medical officers for the workhouse, an arrange- 
ment was made by the retiring officer with another medical 

fentleman that the latter, if elected his successor, would pay 
im a sum of 300Z. ; the annual salary of the office being lOOL 
We insert in the Appendix* the correspondence relating to the 
case. We think that the transaction to which we now refer 
affords a sufficient proof that the mere act of fixing a higher 
salary by the Commissioners or the Guardians cannot, as a 
matter of course, bring about the result that the increase of 
salary to a medical officer will secure more attention to the 
duties of the office which he holds. The increase, instead of 
acting as a constant stimulus to the exertions of the medical 
man From day to day, with reference to the persons to be placed 
under his care, may have passed out of his pocket by anticipa- 
tion, and have gone simply to enrich his predecessor ; nay, he 
ma^ by this very payment be left encumbered with debts and 
difficulties which would rather impede than facilitate the dis- 
charge of his duties, especially if he had to provide medicines 
at his own cost. 

59. The subject of medical relief is surrounded with ereat 
practical difficulties, and it has accordingly occupied a Targe 
share of our attention. We do not, however, anticipate at 
present any serious obstacle to the administration of this 
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l)rancli of relief under the provisions of our general medical 
order. The questions which at present create tne chief embar- 
rassment in connexion with medical relief^ and which admit of 
the least satisfactory solution^ are those which arise from the 
inconvenient^ intricate^ and obscure state of the law respecting 
medical qualifications. 

60. In our last Annual Report (par. 40) we noticed the in- 
crease which had then taken place in the mortality from small- 
pox. It was with regret that we perceived from the Registrar- 
General's Quarterly Tables of Mortality, that the deaths from 
this cause continued on the increase, notwithstanding the extent 
to which vaccination was carried on throughout England and 
Wales. 

61. Towards the end of the year we caused a form of return 
to be prepared and transmitted to the clerks of the several 
Unions and parishes, calling for a statement of the numbers 
vaccinated in each during the year ending 29th September^ 
1844. We have since received returns from 542 Unions and 
parishes, an abstract from which mil be found in the Appendix 
to this Report.* The returns distinguish the number of chil- 
dren which have been successfully vaccinated; they also dis- 
tinguish the places where the parties were vaccinated. In 
order that we might the more readily judge whether vaccination 
had kept pace in each Union with the mcrease and probable 
wants of the population in that respect, we required the clerks 
to state the number of births in their respective Unions during 
the year. We also invited the remarks of the Guardians and 
pubuc vaccinators on the working of the Vaccination Extension 
Act. 

62. The births in the 542 Unions from which returns were 
received (after estimating the births for those Unions the 
returns for which were imperfect), amounted to 452,235. Of 
the childjren bom in the year 1842, 8-^ per cent, died under 
the age of three months. Assuming therefore that the ratio of 
deaths of children under that a^e in the 542 Unions during the 
year ended 29th September, 1844, was the same, 39,344 children 
died in that year before attaining the age at which vaccination 
is most usually performed. This leaves 412,891 children re- 
quiring to be vaccinated in the course of the year. By the 

^ substract of the returns referred to, it appears that there were 
290,453 persons vaccinated by the public vaccinators, leaving 
only 122,438 children to be vaccinated by private medical prac- 
titioners and at public institutions. We are aware that the 
children vaccinated were not all bom within the year ended 
29th September, 1844, indeed that many adults are included in

63. Whenever we found that the births in any Union g^afly 
exceeded the numbers vaccinated, we requested the Guardians 
to call the attention of the vaccinators to the subject, with a 
view to the further extension of vaccination ii^ their respective 
districts; ai)d wherp we found that few or none had been 
vaccinate4 at the appointed stations, we su^ested th^ t)ie 
vaccinators should be directe4i a^ oppfn-tunities offered, to visit 
the house^ of the poorer c^^eses for the purpose of vaccinating 
any unvaccinated children. We have also, where it was stated 
that great prejudice pievaded against vaccination, recom- 
mended the fjruardiaos to address circular letters to the eler- 
eyiifien witliin the Union, requesting them to co-operate with 
the public vftcci^iators in tl^e extension of v^ination ; and ye 
believ^ that the clergy have fp tp^ny instances rendered iiq- 
poT'tant servicf: in Tet^oyiqg t^ otnections of their poorer 
p^r^shicmcra. We have also t^e satistaction of knowing, fro^ 
the information supplied to us by tl^e vaccinators, that although 
niany of the more igi^orantare still averse tp th^i^ children being 
vaccinated, from the erroneous apprehension that other eruptiv^ 
a^d cutaneous diseases faay thereoybe communicated to taem, 
the prejudice does ^ot no^r preyaU to so g^^t an extent as it 
did in preyious years. 

64- The pubhc vapcinafors returp 3954 case? of smaU-poz 
attended by them during the ye^r, out of which they state ttiat 
1283 were previously vaccinated. The information which the 
^ef^rqs supply, in yespect to the deaths from amall-pox, on 
comparison with the mortality as published by the Segistrar- 
peneT£(l, proved tp bp so inaccurate tl^at w? haife altogether 
o^itte^ it from the Abstract. 

65. In the 54.3 Unions referred to there are 2614 public 
vaccinators, and the number of stations appointed is 7075, which 
number includes th^ vaccinators' residences; but, in many 
instances, the qnt-stations have been given up in consequence 
of the neglect of the people to take their children to them. In 
such cases the vaccinators perform tl^e operation either at theif 
own rt isit the parties' houses for that purpose. Qf

It is satisfactory to observe a decrease iq the mortality of 
the March quarter of ]^ 845, ^s compared witl^ the two prec^aing 
quarters ; ^nd we tru^t that t|ie steps which we have taken, 
with the yi^w of increasing the diligence of the public vacci- 
nators^ and calling public attention to the subject of vaccination, 
will have the effect; of lessening t];ie niortality &om this disease. 

The mortality from sipall-pox in Ei^gland an4 Ws^leg, during

67. The fees paid to the public vaccinators in England and 
Wales, during the year ended 25th Misirch, 1844, amounted to 
1^,694Z., being an increase of 675J. upion the amount paid in the 
previous yej^r. 

08. We regret to be compelled to state that, in some few 
Unions in Wales, and in the Todmorden and Hayfleld Unions, 
the Guardians have omitted to make provision for the gra- 
tuitous vaccination of the residents generally. We believe, 
however, that in these Unions the meaical officers vaccinate all 
poor persons who apply to them, without charge ; and are re- 
quired, in terms of their appointment, to vaccinate the children 
of all ilie paupers. In very few of the parishes which are not 
in union, or governed under the provisions of loci^l Acts, have 
the parish officers contracted expressly for vaccination. 

69. Since the date of qur l^t Annual Beport, we have issued 
our Workhouse Regulations to Chester, Southampton, Chi- 
chester, Exeter, ^nd St. Mary's Newington, all which places 
are governed by Boards of iJu^rdians appointed under the 
provisions of local Acts. We have likewise issued a general 
order tft several of the metropolitan parishes, requiring the 
clerks to make sj. weekly return of the number of paupers re- 
lieved, wd certain other partipulars, to the; Assistant Com- 
missioner of the 4istrict. We subjoin a copy of this order in 
the App^ndi^c.''' Our general order on pauper apprenticeship

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(see above^ par. 32,) was likewise issued to tlie Unions and 
parishes under local Acts; and we have included several places 
similarly situated, in districts for the audit of accounts. 

70. In all the above orders which we have issued to Unions 
and parishes under local Acts, we have, acting upon the spirit of 
the decision of the Court of Queen*s Bench in the case of the 
parish of St. Pancras, carefully abstained from interfering with 
the constitution of the Board of Guardians, and the mode of its 
appointment; Our regulations have been confined to a control 
of the powers exercisea by the local Board. We have found 
that the strict observance of this distinction, coupled with the 
explanations which we have given in our recent Annual Reports, 
has removed much of the misunderstanding whidi previously 
existed in many of the local Act Boards^ with respect to the 
extent of the powers of the Commissioners. The decision of 
the Court of Queen's Bench, in the case of the Queen v. the 
Guardians of the poor of the city of Oxford, in Easter Term, 
1844, has likewise placed out of all doubt the power of the 
Commissioners to regulate the proceeding of Boards of Guar- 
dians appointed under a local Act. In this case (of which the 
material facts are stated in our last Annual Report, par. 50), 
the Court of Queen's Bench decided, upon argument, that an 
order issued by the Poor Law Commissioners to the Oxford 
Guardians (who are elected imder a local Act), directing them 
to appoint a master of the workhouse, was valid and must be 
obeyed.* We have likewise the satisfaction of stating that the 
diiSculties to which we adverted in our last Annual Keport, as 
having arisen in the parish of Birmingham^ with respect to the 
regulations which we had issued to the Guardians^ have since 
that time been removed. 

71. The 64th section of the 7 and 8 Vic, c. 101, provides 
that whenever, under any local Act^ there is no person parti- 
cularly designated or authorized to act as chairman or vice- 
chairman, the Guardians shall appoint annually a chairman or 
vice-chairman. In consequence of this provision, we issued 
a circular to the Boards of Guardians under local Acts, inquir- 
ing whether a chairman and vice-chairman had been appointed 
accordingly, and we believe that this direction of the statute 
has generaUy been complied with. 

72. A considerable number of parishes in Derbyshire and 
Staffordshire had been left under the provisions of the 43 Eliz., 
in consequence of their vicinity to the Alstonefield Union, 
formed under Gilbert's Act. Having ascertained that many 
of the parishes which assumed to belong to this Union had not

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been included in it according to tlie forms prescribed by the 
statute^ we submitted a case to the Solicitor- General ana Mr. 
Tomlinson ; and^ upon the authority of their opinion^ we issued 
an order, dated the 4th of January last, by wnich we formed 
the Ashbourne Union, out of the two classes of parishes just 
described. We have likewise annexed to the Uttoxeter and 
Bakewell Unions some other of the parishes which claimed to 
be a part of the Alstonefield Union. Since the date of our 
order, two elections of Guardians for the Ashbourne Union 
have taken place ; and the Board have appointed their officers 
and divided the Union into districts for general and medical 
relief. We have, however, received notice on behalf of some 
of the parishes which consider themselves members of the 
Alstonefield Union, that it is their intention to apply for a writ 
of certiorari to bring up our order before the Court of Queen*s 
Bench. 

73. In the township of Leeds, containing a population of 
88,741 persons, the relief of the poor had been administered 
by a boay of Overseers, appointed under a provision in a local 
Act for hghting and cleansing the town, oy an Order, dated 
the 21st of November, 1844, we placed the administration of 
relief in that township under a Board of Guardians ; and by 
the same Order we mvided the township into wards for the 
election of Guardians, in pursuance of the powers contained in 
s. 19 of the 7 and 8 Vic, c. 101. Some questions have arisen 
in consequence of the transfer of power &om the overseers to 
the Board of Guardians ; but we have the satisfaction of stating 
that the operations of the newly appointed Board of Guardians 
have been conducted in such a manner as to lead us to antici- 
pate much benefit to this important town from the change. 

74. We have stated in former Reports that there are in 
Lancashire three Unions (viz., the Rochdale, Ashton, and Old- 
ham Unions), which were formed in the year 1837, for the pur- 
poses of the Act for registering Births, Deaths, and Marriages, 
but which had never been put in operation for the adminis- 
tration of relief to the poor. Having come to the conclusion 
that it was desirable to put an end to the anomalous state in 
which these Unions remained, we issued, in October last, an 
Order to the Rochdale Guardians, directing them to take upon 
themselves the administration of relief to the poor. As this 
order was not complied with, we caused an application to be 
made to the Court of Queen's Bench for a writ of mandamus to 
compel the Guardians to obey its directions. The mandamus 
was granted by the Court, and a return to it was made by the 
Guardians ; wnich return was traversed on the part of the Crown, 
and the issues thus framed were tried at the last assizes at Liver- 
pool. A verdict was, under the direction of the judge, given for 
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the Crown upon all thd issues. With a power to the defendants 
to move to set it aside. This inotion has sitice been made in 
Easter Term, and a rule nisi has been obtained. As soon as 
the judgment of the Court upon * thfe poinife reserved (whitiH 
relate to merely formal questions) shall have been given, W^ 
shall be ablfe to take such further stieps as may be requiisite for 
bringing the general law intd operation in this Union. 

76. The Guardians of the Royslon Uhidn have never ap- 
pointed a chaplain for their workhouse ; and complaints having 
been made to us with tespect to the attendance of Protestant 
dissenting ministers upon meiiibers of the Established Church, 
being inmates of the workhouse (whifeh complaints were after- 
wards investigated) we issued in February, and afterwards in 
April, 1842, ah Order directing that ''no child urider the Age 
of 16 years, being a pauper and an inmate of the workliouse 
of the Koyston Union, who shall be a member of the Established 
Churck, should be compl^lled, required, or penriitted to attend 
the religious service or instruction of any ministeir dissetitihg 
from the principles of such Established Church, feithet in or 
out of such workhouse." 

76. In the letter ivhifch accompaiiied otir (Gteneral Workhouse 
Order (dated Pebrudry, 1842), we made the following remarks 
in reference to the restrictions whifch wfe thought it advisable 
to place upoii the presence of mfembers of the Estdblished 
Church at the religious services of dissenting ministers iii the 
workhouse : — 

"It appears to the Commissioners that the section of the Poor Law 
Amendment Act, just quoted (is. 19), does not contemplate the ^tten- 
dancie of members of the Established Church ii the Divine service 
performed by a dissentiiig minister in a workhbuse. If aily adull nifem- 
bers of the Established Church should desire to attend the service of a 
dissenting mihister, the CommisBioners would not interfere to prevent 
their attendance, provided that no improjpel: influence was used to induce 
them to attend, although they consider it objectionable ; but the Com- 
missioners think that children^ being members of the Established Church, 
should never be permitted to attend on such occasions, and they would, 
in case of necessity, prohibit any such practice by an Order.'* 

We still think that a considerable difference exists between 
the cases of children and adults ; and we arereiuctantj withojit 
strong reasons, to interfere for the purpose of ^ controlling the 
religious discretion of adults in a worldiouse. Bi^t the peculislr 
circumstances of the Royston workhouse, and the complaints 
which ^e continued to receive after the issue of the Order to 
which we have above r^ferred^ induced us to issue a further 
Or4er to this Union in January last, extending the provisionfi 
of the former Order to all pauper inmates of the workhouise, 
without reference to their age**

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77. We Have subsequently received a memorial fronl the 
Board of Guardians, containing a strong remonstrance against 
the last-mentioned Order. The chief ground upon \vlii3i the 
Guardians rely in this memorial, is that the prohibition of adult 
inmates of a workhouse, belonging to the Established Church, 
from attendance upon the religions service of a dissenting 
minister, is an infraction of their religious liberty, tt appears 
to us, however, that no serious invasion of the religiotls liberty 
of the adult inmates of workhouses can be said to have 
taken place, so long as every such intnate Caii change his reli- 
gious profession whenever ne thinks fit, and can caiise the 
register of his religious creed to be altered upoii a simple notice 
to the Guardians. It is, moreover, necessary Ihsit, ih framing 
regulations, oh this subject, we should look to the state of things 
in the Irish as well as the English workhouses ; and we fear 
that seHoils inconveniefaces tnight arise in Irfeland^ if the adult 
inmates of a workhouse were to be permitted^ without restriction, 
sometimes to attend the religious services of thd t^rotestant and 
sometimes of the Roman Caillolic chaplain. 

78. Representations were some time ago made to us that the 
quantity of needlework executed iti the ihetropolitati work- 
houses by the paiipfer mmates was sufficient to affect the 
market price of the article, and to lower- the Wages of the 
women who were employed by the trade. We accordingly 
instructed our Assistant Commissioner, Mr. Hall, to make 
inquiry into the subjefct ; and we Itisert in thb Appehdix his 
hepott, containing the results of his investigation. It appears 
fVom his Report that the value ttf the nfeedlfewdrk performed 
ill the metropolitan workhouses is not sufficient to affect the 
general market price, inaidthhch as the total kverage value of 
such work done in the 28 metropolitan Workhouses under our 
regulations does tiot amoiint to 14L per week. JPor further details 
We refer to Mr. Hall's Report, which we inseirt in the Appendix .♦ 

79. 1?Ve likewise insert Ih the Appendixf a communication 
itirhich we received from the Guardians of the JHonitoti Union, 
ih Devonshire, containing a Report, prepared by several of the 
Guardians, of the state of the cottages inhabited by paupers in 
a portion of their Union. Mucn advat^tage wolild. We think, 
be produced by d siihilar inspection of this class of cottages in 
other Unions.

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81. Mr. Buchanan^ in his Seport on Emigration for the year 
1843^ set forth 659 emigrants as having been sent out under the 
superintendence of the Poor Law Commissioners ; while in a 
list appended to his Report for the last year, a copy of which 
has been forwarded to us by the Colonial Land and Emigration 
Commissioners, 813 persons are stated to have been sent oat 
under our orders. We do not readily trace 50 of these, accord- 
ing to the names of the ships which are given by Mr. Buchanan ; 
but we have occasionally some diflSculty in doing so where the 
contracts for the passage are not entered into with the merchants 
usually engaged in the carriage of emigrants to the colonies. 

82. In me course of last autumn one vessel was sent out to 
Australia under the directions of the Colonial Land and Emi- 
gration Commissioners as a bounty ship, and it contained many 
pauper emigrants, who were assisted by their parishes under 
our authority. Another vessel is about to sail this spring, and 
several pauper emigrants will proceed in it. 

83. We nave no knowledge of any intention on the part of 
the Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners to recom- 
mend the resumption of the bounty emigration to the Austra- 
lian Colonies; we observe, however, that though in their Fifth 
General Report which has been lately presented to Parliament, 
they state in reference to New South Wales, that there was 
still much demand for shepherds and ^^cultural labourers^ 
the following passage occurs : — '^ At Port Philip the prospect for 
single men is described as good, although the immigration of 
married people with young children was considered very un- 
advisable." As for the most part pauper emigrants consist of 
families, it is of much importance that this recommendation 
should be attended to bv persons who may be disposed to 
forward the emigration of persons of that class. 

84. There is one subject connected with the emigration of 
paupers to which we referred in our Eighth Annu^ Report, 
p. 37 (8vo. edition), and which we consider it highly desirable 
to notice again. We there described a practice of men Quitting 
England and procuring a passage to the United States, leaving 
their families to be &rwarded to that country by the parish 
officers or private individuals ; and we stated that we objected 
to sanction the emigration to the United States, and added our 
strong opinion of the great inexpediency of rendering the 
assistance to the families of persons so circumstanced, wmch it 
is the object of the parties to obtain by the desertion of their 
families. 

85. The remarks there made have been frequently supposed 
to refer simply to the emigration of parties to the United States, 
and we have been often requested to sanction the emigration of 
the wives and children of men who have deserted them and 
have emigrated to Canada. It has appeared to us, however. 
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that the strongest objections exist to defraying from the funds 
of the parish the charges of emigration for families left desti- 
tute in this country by the husband or father. If anything 
were wanting to show the importance of adiiering to a ^enersu 
rule with regard to such cases, we would refer to the foUowing 
passage in the extract from the Annual Report of the Chief 
Agent for Emigration in Canada, dated Quebec, 20th Decem- 
ber, 1844, which is printed in the Appendix to the Beport of 
the Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners above 
referred to. No. 8, p. 36 : — 

'^ There is another class of our emigrants iu almost every instance 
requiring assistance from this department on arrival. I find, on referring 
to the books of the office at this place, that 173 widows, accompanied 
by 488 children and grandchildren, came out this season to join their 
sons or daughters ; and 245 women^ having 713 children^ came out to 
join their ntisbands, all of whom received more or less assistance from 
their relatives here to enable them to reach this port.'' 

This extract gives information only as to those who have been 
sent for by their husbands and nithers, and we are left in 
ignorance as to the numbers who have been totally deserted, or 
who, in the expectation of being summoned to the colony, are 
left either in charge upon the parochial funds or their poor 
relations. 

86. In the allowances which we have sanctioned from the 
parish funds for the emigration of paupers, we have deemed 
it advisable to make an addition, to enable the Guardians to 
provide an outfit of bedding and utensils for the voyage. It 
was generally found that the emigrants arrived at the vessel 
unprovided with these requisites ; and as the shipper's contract 
did not stipulate for the providing of them, tney were to be 
purchased on the spot. Tnis purchase not being according to 
the terms of our order, often led to many irregularities. We 
might have required the shipper's contract to include these 
articles ; but as it appeared that the emigrants might frequently 
have what was wanted, it was considered inexpedient to make 
a provision which would operate universally, though not always 
required. 

o7. We deem it right to advert to the provision in the 
statute of the last Session of Parliament, contained in sec. 29, 
which enables the Guardians of the parish or Union to apply 
the money raised for the purpose of clefraying the expenses of 
emigration in such parish or in any parish in the Union. We 
have been informed that some misapprehension has arisen upon 
the effect of this clause, and that some Boards of Guardians 
have entertained an idea that they could apply any money for 
emigration purposes when it seemed fit to them to do so. It 
is however, we believe, quite clear that they have no power to 
act in this matter^ except to carry into effect the resolution of 
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the rate-payers and owners of property who agpree to the ex- 
penditure. 

Proceedings in Ireland, 

88. The administration of the law in Ireland has proceeded 
satisfactorily, upon the whole> since the date of our last 
Bepprt. 

89. The cases in which resistance to the collection of the rate 
has occurred within the last 12 months are comparatively few ; 
and but few cases have occurred in which violence has even 
been anticipated. On all those occasions the prompt attention 
afforded by IJer Majesty's Government in Ireland to every 
local application for assistanice, has permitted no difficulty of 
this kind to continue to embarrass the administration of the 
law. 

90. In the Westport Union, in the county of Mayo, the col- 
leetioji of the rate was for a time delayed, through a combina- 
tion of adverse circumstances upon which it is not necessary to 
dwell. By the persevering efforts of a stipendiary magistrate, 
Mr. KeUy, who received His Excellency the Lord-Lieutenant's 
directions to repair to that Union, and assist the local magistracy 
in asserting the law and enforcing the payment of the rate, 
every difficulty was finally overcome^ and the whole of a large 
rate made before the passing of the 6 and 7 Vic. c. 92 has been 
collected, with the exception of such arrears as might scarcely 
be considered recoverable after so great a lapse of time. 

91. In the Ballinasloe Union also^ in the counties of Ros- 
common and Galway, special assistance was applied for by the 
Guardians to enable the arrears of a rate made oefore August, 
1843, to be collected. In compliance with this requisition, the 

Sresence of a military force, and the special services of stipen- 
iary magistrates were provided by His Excellency's command ; 
and these arrangements were at opce followed by a peaceable 
and satisfactory collection of the rates, and the complete vindi- 
cation of the law. In Ballinrobe Union, situate in the counties 
of Galway and Mayo; in Castlebar Union, county of Mayo; 
and in Loiighrea Union, in the county of Galway, special 
assistance was also afforded on the application of the Guardians^ 
with, the same successful and beneficial result. 

92. The financial embarrassment which we remarked upon 
in our last Report, as one of the circumstances prejudicial to the 
workifig of the law in some Unions, has now ceased to exist in 
nearly all the Unions, the Gru£^rdians of which have not syste- 
matically opposed theipnselves to th^ introduction and progress 
of the law ; and there is reason to believe that the alteration pf 
the law, fixing the payment of rates made upon tenements at or 
under 4/. value upon the landlord, has been productive of much 
general advantage in this respect. The collection of the rates 
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wliicTi have been made under the statute 6 and 7 Vic, c. 92, 
has so far proceeded well ; and the improved financial state of 
the Unions generally must be ascribea, in some measure^ to 
the amended state of the law. By the last monthly account 
of the collection, comprising returns from 121 Unions, the 
amount collected within the month ended 31st March last was 
27,87 IZ. ; the net amount of the balances in the hands of the 
treasurers of all the 121 Unions was 32,7 14Z., and rates to the 
further amount of 145,7037. were in progress of collection. 

93. Several Unions, namely, those of Carlow, Mountmelick, 
Dungarvan, Kanturk^ Killamey, Listowel, Letterkenny, and 
Bantry, have been brought into operation during the last year; 
and effectual steps are being taken by the Guardians of Ken- 
mare, Swineford, Enniskillen, Dunfanaghy, and Lowtherstown, 
to open their respective worUiouses for the admission and relief 
of tne destitute poor. There are on the whole, at the present 
time, 118 workhouses out of the entire number, 130, open for 
the purposes of relief. Of the remaining number of workhouses 
3 are not vet declared to be ready for tne reception of inmates ; 
and in a few instances, which we shall proceed to specify, the 
Guardians still refuse or neglect to proceed duly in the admi- 
nistration of relief, althon^ the workhouses have long since 
been declared fit for the reception of inmates. 

94. The case of the Tuam Union was adverted to in our last 
Report. Since that date the Guardians, although continually 
pressed by us to proceed in the performance of their duties, 
have made so little pr(^ess that the rate signed by them on 
the 24th October, 1842, amounting to 1796Z., has not yet been 
put in course of collection. Collectors having been appointed 
to some of the electoral divisions, we urged the Guardians to 
cause the rates to be collected in those divisions ; but they 
declined giving warrants to the collectors for this purpose, until 
the appointment of all the collectors should be made and their 
securities completed, which has not yet been done. We deemed 
it our duty, under these circumstances, to apply to the Court 
of Queen's Bench for a mandamus to require the Guardians to 
proceed in this particular portion of tneir duty. No cause 
iiaving been shown against the conditional order, it was made 
absolute, and a writ of mandamus was served on the Guardians, 
returnable on the first day of Easter term. The Guardians 
have made a return to the writ, and the suit is still in progress. 

95. We can anticipate no other result than the final sub- 
mission of the Guardians of Tuam Union to the authority of the 
law. In the mean time many suits have been commenced 
against them for debts which they have not hesitated to incur, 
although neglecting to furnish themselves with any means of

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pajnnent. The first application therefore of this large rate, 
when collected, will be to defray the costs of proceedings taken 
by the creditors of the Union against the Guardians, and to 
repair the great waste of property incurred by permitting the 

foods of the Union to be seized and sold in payment of these 
ebts. Many of the destitute poor, whom these rates were in- 
tended to relieve, have been permitted in the mean while to 
become a burden on the surrounding Unions. 

96. We shall not fail to use every legal means available to 
us, of urging forward the administration of relief to the poor in 
Tuam worknouse. 

97. The Guardians of Castlerea and Westport Unions have 
not yet proceeded, as they ought to have long smce done, to open 
their respective workhouses and to commence the administration 
of relief; and the Guardians of Clifden and Cahirciveen Unions 
have not yet made any rate. We cannot, however, believe 
that a course of inaction so adverse to all interests, can be long 
persevered in by the Guardians of these Unions. 

98. In our last Annual Beport we adverted to the amended 
regulations issued by us for the guidance and government of 
the Guardians and officers of Unions in Ireland, and a copy of 
the General Begulations' Order was given in the Appendix to 
that Report.* 

99. In the month of August last, shortly after the issue of 
this order, we were requested by the Guardians of Limerick 
Union to alter the 41st article of those regulations, in such a 
manner as to vest in the Guardians the power of suspending 
the clerk of the Union from the performance of his duties. 

100. We explained, in reply to the representations of the 
Guardians, the grounds on which we doubted the propriety of 
our placing in the Union Boards, constituted under the Irish 
Poor Relief Amendment Act, the exercise of this function, re- 
ferring particularly to those provisions of the Act which vest 
in the Poor Law Commissioners the responsiblity of determining 
the continuance in office of certain of the Union officers, and to 
other provisions, which confer upon the clerk of a Union 
functions which it appeared to be mtended he should exercise 
on his own responsibility in fulfilment of the direct provisions 
of the Act. 

101. The class of provisions last mentioned are those which 
make the counter-signature of the clerk necessary to perfect a 
legal record of the proceedings of the Guardians, as provided 
in the 28th section of the original Act ; the provision in section 
43, which makes the counter-signature of the clerk essential

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to the registration of paupers^a process by which their charge- 
ability to particular electoral divisions is determined ; and to 
those may be added the section of the Irish Poor Relief Act, 
which requires the clerk to certify on the rate, before it is 
signed by the Guardians, that it is made in conformity with 
the valuation then in force. 

102. As the Guardians of the Limerick Union persisted in 
the view which they had taken of the 41st article, we deemed 
it right for our own satisfaction^ as well as for that of the 
Guardians^ to obtain legal advice as to the extent of our powers 
in reference to the point in question ; and the Limerick and 
Bathkeale Boards having determined to abandon the perform- 
ance of their duties as Guardians, we took the further advice 
of Counsel as to the applicability of the writ of mandamus to 
these cases, notwithstanding the provisions of the 26th section of 
the Belief Act, which enabled us under such circumstances to 
dissolve the Board of Guardians, and cause another Board to 
be elected. 

103. On the first of the two points above stated we were ad- 
vised by the Solicitor- General for Ireland, that the provisions 
of the Irish Poor Relief Act contained nothing which could 
prevent our legally imparting to the Board of Guardians the 
power of suspending the Clerk of the Union from the exercise 
of his duties as clerk. 

104. Two English Counsel, viz., Mr. Erie (now Mr. Justice 
Erie), and Mr. Tomlinson, advised us, on the contrary, that we 
could not legally impart to the Guardians the function which 
they claimed to exercise of suspending the clerk. We com- 
municated this opinion to the Guardians of Limerick and 
Bathkeale as soon as we received it. We were at the same 
time, advised by Mr. Erie and Mr. Tomlinson that the writ of 
mandamus was available to compel the Guardians to act in 
execution of their office, notwithstanding the provisions of the 
26th section. 

105. We accordingly applied to the Court of Queen's Bench 
in Ireland for writs of mandamus against the Guardians of 
Limerick and Bathkeale Unions, requiring them to proceed in 
the execution of their duties as Guardians, and to meet weekly 
for the purpose, which for several weeks past the Guardians of 
both Unions had ceased to do ; and we obtained conditional 
orders in both cases. Against these orders the Guardians 
showed cause, and the Court refused, after argument, to issue 
the writs, on the ground that the 26th section of the Act 
afforded another remedy for the neglect of the Guardians, by 
enabling the Poor Law Commissioners to dissolve the Union, 
and to cause another Board of Guardians to be elected. The 
Judges, at the same time, expressed their strong disapprobation 
of the course taken by the Guardians in venturing to abandon 
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the performance of their duties, and expressed their opinion that 
the Guardians could not resign their offices without the consent 
of the Poor Law Commissioners, nor cease to act in discharge of 
their duties, without exposing themselves to indictment for a 
breach of the law. 

106. After duly weighing the effect of these proceedings, and 
the observations made by the Court, the Guardians of Limerick 
and Bathkeale Unions resumed the discharge of their duties 
as Guardians of the poor. 

1 07 . During the progress of these proceedings, the Guardians 
of Limerick Union communicated their views regarding the 
41 St Article to the other Boards of Guardians in Ireland and 
thereby caused an expression of similar views on the part of a 
larg^e majority of the Unions. In reply to all the communi- 
cations which reached us on this subject, we informed the 
Guardians fuUy of the view which we ourselves had taken of 
the intentions of the Legislature, and of the advice which we 
had received from Counsel ; and we have always assured the 
Guardians of our readiness to inquire into any complaint 
against the conduct of their officers, and to afford immediate 
assistance and redress on every occasion of such complaint being 
shown to be well founded. 

108. We shall only add further, in reference to this contro- 
versy, that neither at Limerick nor elsewhere has the question 
appeared to connect itself with the existence or supposed 
existence of any practical grievance on thejpart of the Guardians. 
Where the guardians have been willing to remove their clerk, 
we have almost invariably found occasion to coincide in that 
view. The cases, in which we have differed in opinion with a 
Board of Guardians regarding the conduct of their clerk, have 
nearly always been of an opposite nature ; that is to say, when 
we have proposed to remove the clerk of a Union in Ireland 
on the ground of his unfitness for the office, we have very 
frequently found the majority of the Guardians desirous of 
retaining him. 

109. Since the date of our last Report, the Guardians of 
many additional Unions have taken steps for providing relief 
to persons suffering £com dangerous contagious disorders, under 
sections 15 and 16 of the Irish Poor Law Amendment Act. 
At the present point of time, the Guardians of 26 Unions have 
either already buUt a fever ward or have determined to do so. 
At Longford, Larne, Dundalk, Balrothery, ajod JLurgan, these 
buildings are now completed, and in nearly all the others the 
works are in progress. The Longford fever ward is open, and 
made use of for the reception and treatment of patients. 

110. In 11 other Unions, the subject of buildii:^ a fever 
ward is still under consideration. The course which we have 
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recommended and described in paragraph 154 of our last 
Beport, has invariably been adopted nitherto; that is to say, 
the building of an out-ward on a part of the workhouse site 
sufficiently distant from the main building to avoid the risk of 
infection. 

111. In a considerable number of Unions, arrangements have 
been made with the directors of fever hospitals for the reception 
and treatment of fever patients from the workhouse, under the 
provisions of section 15 of the Amendment Act; and in eight 
Unions, houses have been hired for fever hospitals, unaer 
section 16. A Return to an Order of the House of Commons 
is now in course of preparation, which will show these several 
arrangements in detail, and exhibit the number of cases alreadv 
relieved under sections 15 and 16. A Copy of this Return will 
be included in the Appendix to this Report.* 

1 12. The immediate operation of these provisions, there can 
be no doubt, has been very beneficial in many places. In 
Galway, for example, during a most severe epidemic, the 
Guardians erected a temporary hospital near the workhouse, 
and received into it, during a period of about six months, 
1096 cases, of which 995 were oischarged cured on or before 
the 14th February last. 

113. Since the date of our last Report, we have taken no 
new steps, sufficiently important to be mentioned, under those 
sections of the 6 and 7 Vict., c. 92, which relate to the valuation 
of Unions. After the report of .the Parliamentary Committee 
appointed last Session to inquire into the subject of valuations 
generally in Ireland, we have deemed it advisable to do no 
more than provide . for the immediate exigencies of those 
Unions which required valuation or revision by making arrange- 
ments for these purposes of a temporary nature only. 

114. We place in the Appendixf to this Report, returns 
which have been obtained in reference to the progress of the 
Vaccination Act in Ireland, which will show that this measure, 
although not duly carried into effect b^ the Guardians of many 
Unions, has nevertheless obtained a wide and beneficial opera- 
tion, which we trust is in course of gradual extension. 

115. The amount shown to have oeen expended for vaccina- 
tion, in the half-year ended 29th September last, according to 
the audited abstracts of 104 Unions, is 1754Z. The amount 
for the preceding half-year for 100 Unions was 2329Z. ; and 
the total amount therefore for the entire year, in all the 
Unions in Ireland, may be taken to exceed considerably the 
sum of 4000Z; the usual rate of payment being Is. on each 
successful case for the first 100 cases in the year, and 6d, on 
each successful case for the remainder.

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116. In OUT last Annual Beport we exhibited a summaTy of 
the leceipts and expenditure in 73 Unions^ for the half-year 
ended on the 29th September^ 1843; and we gave in the 
Appendix a series of Tables^ showing the details of that expen- 
diture in each of those Unions^ and showing the nature and 
amount of the particular items of which tne establishment 
charges were composed.* That statement was necessarily re* 
stricted to the Unions from which audited accounts had been 
obtained at the time the Report was framed; and we had much 
reason to regret that the state of the audits in Ireland did not 
At that time admit of a larger proportion of the whole expendi- 
ture- being thus exhibited. 

117. We are now enabled to give a similar but far more 
extended statement for the two half-years severally ended on 
the 25th March, 1844^ and the 29th September following. 
For the former half-year we have received the accounts of ITO 
Unions duly audited, and for the latter half-year the accounts 
of 104 Unions; and we give, in the Appendix,t Tables which 
exhibit a minute analysis of that expenditure in all the Unions 
for which we have received accounts duly audited. It is 
obvious that information of this kind cannot be safely given 
for Unions, the accounts of which remain unclosed or unaudited ; 
of which class we regret to say that several still remain. The 
satisfactory progress, however, which has been made in bringing 
up the arrears of the audits during the past year, gives us 
reason to hope that in our next Beport we may be enabled to 
exhibit a similar analysis of the expenditure K>r the whole of 
the 130 Unions in Ireland. 

1 18. We now subjoin for each of the two half-years above 
adverted to, a summary of the receipts and expenditure duly 
balanced, derived from the audited abstracts of the several 
Union accounts.

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119. In the first of these. half-yeaTS the receipts exceed the 
expenditure by the sum of 4858/. 1I5. A^^d. ; in the second half- 
year^ the receipts exceed the expenditure by the sum of 
1465/. 9s. 7ld. 

120. The accounts for the half-year ended 25th March, 1845, 
hare not yet been audited: but we have every reason to 
believe, from the monthly returns of the collection, and of 
the balances reported to be in the hands of the treasurers, 
that the financial improvement above indicated is proceeding 
favourably. 

121. The establishment charges for the first half-year amount 
to 35,923/. ; in the second half-year to 34,983/. In the Appendix* 
will be fouud a minute statement of the nature and amount of 
the particular items included in this part of the expenditure 
for each half-year. They will be found, on examination^ to 
consist of charges necessarily incidental to the system of relief 
established by the Irish Poor Relief Act, viz., relief afforded 
in a workhouse only. 

122. In another part of the Appendixf will be found tables 
showing the amount of the cost of maintenance and clothing 
of paupers, the number of paupers relieved in each half-year, 
and the average weekly cost per head. 

123. From a table now before us it appears that in the half- 
year ended on the 29th September, 1844, the number of 
paupers relieved in 103 Unions during the half-year was 
67,487. The average number of days during which each 
pauper was relieved exceeded 92 days, or about one quarter 
of a year. The average weekly cost per head of maintenance 
appears to have been Is. 5|rf., and the average weekly cost of 
clothing, 3irf. : total average weekly cost per head for main- 
tenance and clothing Is, 9d 

124. From a comparison of the expenditure with the net 
annual value of the property rateable in each Union we 
may safely infer that the current annual expenditure , is 
at an average rate of less than 6{/. in the £. at the present 
time. 

125. Thus, in the first half-year, theproportion of expendi- 
ture to net annual value (11,188,204/.), gives an amount 
of 2id. in the £. and a small fraction ; in the second half-year 
also 2id. in the £. and a small fraction, the net annual value 
being 11,324,511/. 

126. It should be stated, however, that there is a grpat 
arrear of instalments due on account of the building loans in 
many of the Unions ; and that very few workhouses at present 
contain the full complement of inmates which they are calcu- 
lated to receive. On both these points some increase of the

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average rate of poundage may be expected^ as well at from 
the further extension of relief to persons suffering from danger- 
ous contagious disorders. 

127, The rates of poundage above specified include the sums 
paid in repayment of the instalments of loans borrowed for 
building and fitting up the workhouses^ so far as those instal- 
ments have been paid. By a table given in the Appendix* it 
will be seen that the total amount of the sums borrowed for 
that purpose affords an average poundage on the net annual 
value of Ireland of Is. 8Jrf. in the £.; that is, a poundage of 
about \d, in the £. per annum for repayment of the capital 
sums borrowed. It will be seen, from the details given in the 
same table, that the pressure of these loans on the property 
rated varies in the different Unions in which workhouses have 
been built so much as from \s, to 9^. 4id. in the £. ; a varia- 
tion arising from the great difference in the proportions which 
the building expenditure in the several Unions Dears to their 
net annual value respectively. 

128, Up to the present point of time rates have been made 
upon 126 Unions out of the entire number of 130; the Unions 
in which no rate has yet been made are Cahirciveen, Clifden, 
Glenties, and Milford. 

129, In addition to the four Unions last mentioned^ there 
are eight Unions in which the workhouses are not yet opened 
for the relief of the destitute poor, via., Castlerea, I]iunfanaghy 
Kenmare, Lowtherstown, Swineford, Enniskillen, Westport, 
and Tuam, making a total of 12 workhouses still remaining 
unopened. 

130, We trust we. may be enabled to report next year that 
the whole of the 130 workhouses in Ireland are open for the 
reception and relief of the destitute poor, in accordance with 
the intention of Xhe Legislature, and the provisions of the 
Irish Poor Relief Act.

AMENDED GENERAL ORDERS-^Rbgulatino tbb Relief of 

Able-Bodied Poor Persons* 

To THE Guardians op the Poor of the several Unions named 

in the Schedule hereunto annexed ;

Parishes and Places comprised within the said respective 

Unions ; 
To the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty Sessions held

And to all others whom it may concern. 

We, the Poor Law Commissioners, in pursuance of the authorities 
vested in Us by an Act passed in the fifth year of the reign of his late 
Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled ** An Act for the Amend- 
ment and better Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor im 
England and Wales," do hereby rescind an Order, being a general rule; 
of the Poor Law Commissioners, bearing date the second day of August,, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eignt hundred and forty-one, except- 
so far as the same rescinds any Order or Orders theretofore issued b^^^ 
the Poor Law Commissioners. 

And we do hereby also rescind the Orders relative to the reUsf ' ofT 
able-bodied Poor Persons, issued by the Poor Law Commissioners to.the:

The Order bearing date the tenth day of January, ,one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-two, and issued ta^tbe<jiiardians of 
the Poor of the Aberystwith Union ; 

The Order bearing date the fifteenth day of April; one thousand 
eight hundred and. forty-two, and issued to-the Guardians of 
the Poor of the Ruthin Union; 
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The Order hearing date the thirtieth day of April, one thousand 
eight himdied uid forty-two, and issued to the Guardians of 
the Poor of the Llanfyllin Union ; 

The General Order hearing date the thirtieth day of July, one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-two, and issued to the 
Guardians of the Poor of the Longtown Union, the Guardians 
of the Poor of the Whitehaven Union, and the Guardians of 
the Poor of the Wigton Union ;

bodied male person, if he be a married man, and if she be resident with 
him ; save and except in the following cases :-?-.. 

Ist.-— Where such person shidl require relief on account of sudden 
and urgent necessity. 

2nd. — Where such person shall require relief on account of any 
sickness, accident, or bodily or mental in&:mity affecting such 
person, or any of his or her &mily. 

3rd.— Where such person shall require relief for tibe purpose of de- 
fraying the expenses, either wholly or in part, of the burial of 
any of his or her family. 
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4th. — Where such petson, being a widow, shall be m the first six 
months of her widowhood. 

5th. — ^Where such person shall be a widow, and have a legitimate 
child, or legitimate children dependent upon her, and inca- 
pable of earning his, her, or their livelihood, and have no 
illegitimate child bom after the commencement of her widow- 
hood. 
. 6th. — ^Where such person shall be confined in any gaol or place of 
safe custody, subject always to the regulation contained in 
Article 4. 

7th.— Where such person shall be the wife, or child, of any able- 
bodied man who shall be in the service of Her Majesty as a 
soldier, sailor, or marine. 

8th. — Where any able-bodied person, not being a soldier, sailor, or 
marine, shall not reside within the Union, but the wife, child, 
or children of such person shall reside within the same, the 
Board of Guardians of the Union, according to their discretion, 
may, subject to the regulation contained in Article 4, afford 
relief in the. Workhouse to such wife, child, or children, er 
may allow out-door relief for any such child or children being 
within the age (^ nurture, and resident with the mother within 
the Union.

Art. 2. — In every case in which out-door relief shall be given on ac- 
count of sickness, accident, or infirmity, to any able-bodied male person 
resident within any of tlie said Unions, or to any member of the family 
of any able-bodied male person, an extract from the Medical OflBcer*8 
Weekly Report (if any such officer shall have attended the case), stating 
the nature of such sickness, accident, or iiifirmity, shall be specially 
entered in the Minutes of the Proceedings of the Board of Guardians of 
the day on which the relief is ordered or subsequently allowed. 

But if the Board of Guardians shall think fit, a certificate under the 
hand of a Medical Officer of the Union, or of the Medical Practitioner 
in attendance on the party, shall be laid before the Board, stating the 
nature of such sickness, accident, or infirmity, and a copy of the same 
shall be in like manner entered in the Minutes.

3rd. -^ Where such person shall be entitled to receive relief from any 

parish in which be or she may not be resident, under any 

order which justices may by law be authorized to make, 
4th. — Where siich person being a widow, shall be in the first six 

montbs of her widowhood. 
6th. — Where such person is a widow, who has a legitimate child 

dependent on her for support, and no illegitimate child born 
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after tlie tommeneement of her widowhood, and who at the 
time of her husband's death was resident with him in some 
place other than the parish of her legal settlement, and not 
situated in the Union in which such parish may be comprised. 

6th. — Where such person shall be a child under the age of 16, 
' maintained in a workhouse or establishment for the education 
of pauper children not situate withiu the Union. 

Ith. — ^Where such person shall be the wife or child reuding within 
the Union, of some person not able-bodied, and not residing 
within the Union. 

8th. —Where such person shall have been in the receipt of relief 
from some parish in the Union from which such person seeks 
relief, at some time within the twelve calendar months next 
preceding the date of that one of the several Orders herein- 
before recited which was applicable to that Union, beine set- 
tled in such parish, and not being resident within the Union 
at the time of the allowance of the relief. 

Art. 4. — ^Where the husband of any woman is beyond the seas, or in 
Custody of the law, or in confinement in a licensed house or asylum as 
a lunatic or idiot, all relief which the Guardians shall give to his wife, 
or her child, or children, shall be given to such woman, in the same 
manner, and subject to the same conditions, as if she were a widow. 

Art. 5. — It shall not be lawful for the Guardians, or any of their 
officers, or for the Overseer or Overseers of any parish in the Union, to 
pay, wholly or in part, the rent of the house or lodging of any pauper, 
«r'to apply any portion of the relief ordered to be given to any pauper 
in payment of any such rent, or to retain any portion of such relief for 
the purpose of directly or indirectly discharging such rent, in full or in 
part, for any such pauper. 

Provided always, that nothing in this article contained shall apply to 
any shelter or temporary lodging, procured in any case of sudden and 
urgent necessity, or mental imbecility, or shall be taken to prevent the 
said Guardians, in regulating the amount of relief to be a£forded to any 
particular person, from considering the expense to be incurred by such 
person in providing lodging. 

Art. 6. — Provided always, that in case'the Guardians of any of the said 
Unions depart in any particular instance from any of the regulations 
hereinbefore contained, and within fifteen days after such departure 
report the same, and the grounds thereof to the Poor Law Commissioners, 
and the Poor Law Commissioners approve of such departure, then the 
relief granted in such particular instance shall, if otherwise lawful, not 
be deemed to be unlawful, or be subject to be disallowed. 

Art. 7. — No relief which may be contrary to any regulation in this 
Order shall be given by way of loan ; and any relief which may be 
given to, or on account of, any person above the age of 21, or to his wife, 
or any part of his or her family under the age of 16, under Article 1, 
or any of the exceptions thereto, or under any of the exceptions to 
Article 3, or under Article 4, or under the proviso in Article 6, may, if 
the Guardians think fit, be given by way of loan. 

Art. 8. — ^Whenever the word "parish" is used in this Order, it sliall 
be taken to include any place separately maintaining its own poor,

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Art. 9. — Whenerer the word " Union" is twed in this Order, it shall 
be taken to include not only an union of parishes formed nnder the pro- 
visions of the hereinbefore-recited Act, but also any union of parishes 
incorporated or united for the relief or maintenance of the poor under 
any local Act of Parliament. 

Art. 10. — Whenever the word " Guardians" is used in this Order, it

5th. — ^Where such person shall be a widow, and have a legitimate 
child or legitimate children dependent upon her, and incapable 
of earning his, her, or their livelihood, and have no illegiti- 
mate child born after the commencement of her widowhood. 

6th. — ^Where such person shall be confined in any gaol or place of 
safe custody, subject always to the regulation contained in 
Article 4. 

fth.—Where such person shall be the wife, or child, of any able- 
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bodied man who shall be in the service of Her Majesty as a 
soldier, sailor, or marine. 
8th. — Where any able-bodied person, not being a soldier, sailor, or 
marine, shidl not reside within the parish, but the wife, child, 
or children of such person shall reside within the same, the 
Board of Guardians of the parish, according to their discre- 
tion, may, subject to the regulation contained in Article 4, 
afford relief in the workhouse to such wife, child, or children, 
or may allow out-door relief for any such child or children 
being within the age of nurture, and resident with the mother 
within the parish. 

Art. 2. — In every case in which out-door relief shall be given on 
account of sickness, accident, or infirmitv* to any able-bodied male per- 
son resident within any of the said panshes, or to any member of the 
family of any able-bodied male person, an extract from the Medical 
OflScer's Weekly Report (if any such Officer shall have attended the 
case), stating the nature of such sickness, accident, or infirmity, shall 
be specially entered in the Minutes of the Proceedings of the Board of 
Guardians of the day on which the relief is ordered or subsequently 
allowed. 

But if the Board of Guardians shall think fit, a certificate imder the 
hand of a Medical Officer of the parish, or of the Medical Practitioner 
in attendance on the party, shall be laid before the Board, stating the 
nature of such sickness, accident, or infirmity, and a copy of the same 
shall be in like manner entered in the Minutes. 

Art. 3. — No relief shall be given from the poor-rates of any of the 
said parishes to any person who does not reside within the parish, save 
and except in the following cases: — 

1st. — Where such person, being casually within such parish, shall 
become destitute. 

2nd. — Where such person shall require relief on account of any 
sickness, accident, or bodily or mental infirmity, affecting such 
person, or any of his or her family. 

3rd. — Where such person shall be entitled to receive relief from 
any parish in which he or she may not be resident, under any 
order which Justices may by law be authorized to make. 

4th. — ^Where such person, being a widow, shall be in the first six 
months of her widowhood. 

5th. — Where such person is a widow, who has a legitimate child 
dependent on her for support, and no illegitimate child bom 
after the commencement of her widowhood, and who at the 
time of her husband's death was resident with him in some 
place other than the parish of her legal settlement. 

6th.— Where such person shall be a child under the age of sixteen, 
maintained in a workhouse or establishment for the education 
of pauper children not situate within the parish. 

7th. — ^Where such person shall be the wife or child residing within 
the parish, of some person not able-bodied, and not residing 
within the parish. 

8th.— Where such person shall have been in the receipt of relief 
from the parish, at some time within the twelve calendar 
months next preceding the date of the said Order of the 
twenty-second day of September One thousand eight hundred 
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aaA £irty*oiie, being settled in mdi parish, and not being 
resident within the parish at the time pf the idlowance of the 
rriiel 

Art 4.*— Where the bnsband of any woman is beyond the seas, or 
in custody of the law, or in confinement in a licensed house or asylum 
as a lunatic or idiot, IeiII relief which the Guardians shall give to his wife, 
or her child or children, shall be given to such woman, in the same 
manner, and subject to the same conditions, as if she were a widow. 

Art. S.— It shall not be lawful for the Guardians, or any of their 
Officers, or for the Overseer or Overseers of any of the said parishes, to 
pay, wholly or in part, the rent of the house or lodging of any pauper, 
or to apply any portion of the relief ordered to be given to any pauper 
in payment of any such rent, or to retain any portion of such relief for 
the purpose of directly or indirectly discharging such rent, in fiill or in 
part, foi any such paoper. 

Provided always, that nothing in tbis Article contained shall apply to 
any shelter or temporary lodging, procured in any case of sudden and 
urgent necessity, or mental imbecility, or shall be taken to prevent the 
said Guardians, in regulating the amount of relief to be afforded to any 
particular person, from considering the expense to be incurred by such 
person in providitig lodging. 

Art 6.-^Provid^ always, that in case the Guardians of any of the 
said parishes depart in any particular instance from any of the regu- 
lations hereinbefore contained, and within fifteen days after such depar- 
ture report the same, and the grounds thereof, to die Poor Law Cbm- 
missioners, and the Poor Jjblw Commissioners approve of such departure, 
then the relief granted iii such particular instanpe shall, if odierwise 
lawful, not be deemed to be unlawful, or be subject to be disallowed. 

Art. 9, — Jjjl^Q relief ?which may b^ contrary to any regulation in this 
Order shall be given by way of loan ; and any relief which ni^y be given 
to, or on account of, any perspn aboye thp age of twenty-one, pr to his 
^ife, Qr any part of hia or her family undei the ^e of fifteen, under 
Article 1, or any of the exceptipna th^relp, or under any of ^he excep- 
tions to Article 3, or under Article 4, or under the proyigp in Article 6, 
may, if the Guardiana think gt, be giyen by ^ay pf tovi. 

Art. 8. — ^Whenever in tbis Qrder any Article iis referred to by its 
number the Article of thia Order l^qaring that number ahall be taken to 
be signified thereby.

We, the Poor Law Commissioners, in pursuance of the authorities 
vested in Us hy an Act passed in the fifth vear of the reign of his late 
Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled " An Act for the Amend- 
ment and bptter Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor in 
England and Wales," do hereby order, direct, and declare, with respect 
to the Newtown and Llanidlqes Union, in the County of Montgomery, 
as follows : — 

Artf l.—;p4veiry able-bodied person, male ov female^ requiring relief 
from any parish within the said Union, shall be relieved wholly in the 
workhouee of the Union, together mth s^cb of the family of every such 
ablerbodied persqQ aa may he reaident with him or her, and may not be 
in employment, and together with the wife of every such able-bodied 
male person, if he be a married man, and if she be resident with him; 
save and except in the fpllowing oases : — 

Ist. — Where such person shall require relief on account of sudden 
and urgent necessity. 

2nd. — ^Where such person shall require relief on account of any 
sickness, accident, or bodily or mental infirmity affecting such 
person, or any of his or her family. 

3rd. -^ Where such person shall require relief for the purpose of 
defraying the expenses^ either wholly or in part, of the burial 
of any of his or her family. 

4th. — Where such person, being a widow, shall be in the first six 
months of her widowhood. 

5th. — Where such person shall be a widow^ and have a Intimate 
child, or legitimate children, dependent upon her, and incapable 
of earning his, her, or their livelihood, and have no illegitimate 
child born after the commencement of her widowhood. 

6th. — Where such persori shall be confined in any gaol or place of 
safb custody, i^ubject always to the regulalioti contained in 
Article 4. 

*7th. — ^Where such person shall be the wife, or child, of any able- 
bodied man who shall be in the service of Her Majesty as a 
soldier, sailor, or iparine. 

8th. — ^Where any able-bodied person, not being a soldier, jailor, or 
marine shall not rjBside yrithin the Union, but the wife, child, 
qx children of suchi person shall reside within the same, the 
Board of (juardians of the Union, according to their discretion, 
may, subject to the regulation contained in Article 4, afford 
relief in the workhouse to such wife, child, or children, or may 
allow out-door relief for any such child or children being within 
the age of nurture, and resident with the mother within the 
Union. 

Art. 2. — ^In every ease in which out-door relief shall be given, on 
account of sickness, accident or infirmity, to any able-bodied nxide person 
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lendent irithin tbe Union, or to any member of Uie fiunily of any aide- 
bodied male person, an extract from the Medical Qflter'a Weekly Report 
(if any such officer shall have attended the caae), stating the nature of 
such sickness, accident, or infirmity, riiall be specially entered in the 
Minutes of the Proceedings of the Board of Guardians of the day on 
which the relief is ordered or subsequently allowed. 

But if the Board of Gruardians sludl think fit, a certificate under the 
hand of a Medical Officer of the Union, or of the Medical Practitioner 
in attendance on the party, shall be laid before the Board, stating the 
nature of such sickness, accident, or infirmity, and a copy of the same 
shall be in like manner entered in the Minutes. 

Art. 3. — No relief shall be given from the poor-rates of any parish 
comprised in the Union to any person who does not reside in some place 
within the Union, save and except in the following cases; — 

Ist.— Where such person, being casually within such parish, shall 
become destitute. 

2nd. — ^Where such person shall require relief on account of any 
sickness, accident, or bodily or mental infirmity, affecting such 
person, or any of his or her family. 

3rd. — ^Wherc such person shall be entitled to receive relief from 
any parish in which he or she may not be resident, under any 
order which Justices may by law be authorized to make. 

4th. — ^Where such person, being a widow, shall be in the first six 
months of her widowhood. 

5th. — Where such person is a widow, who has a legitimate child 
dependent on her for support, and no illegitimate child born 
after the commencement of her widowhood, and who at the 
time of her husband's death, was resident with him in some 
place other than the parish of her legal settlement.

Art. 4.— Where the husband of any woman is beyond the seas, or in 
custody of the law, or in confinement in a licensed house or asylum as a 
lunatic or idiot, all relief which the Guardians shall give to his wife, or 
her child or children, shall be given to such woman, in the same manner, 
and subject to the same conditions, as if she were a widow. 

Art. 5. — It shall not be lawful for the Guardians, or any of their 
officers, or for the Overseer or Overseers of any parish in the Union, to 
pay, wholly or in part, the rent of the house or lodging of any pauper, or 
to apply anv portion of the relief ordered to be given to any pauper in 
payment of any such rent, or to retain any portion of such relief for the 
purpose of directly or indirectly discharging such rent, in full or in part, 
lor any such pauper. 
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Provided always, that nothing in this Article contained shall apply to 
any shelter or temporary lodging, procured in any case of suddea and 
urgent necessity, or mental imbecility, or shall be taken to prevent the 
Guardians, in regulating the amount of relief to be afforded to any par- 
ticular person, from considering the eiqpense to be incurred by such 
person in providing lodging. 

Art. 6. — Provided always, that in case the Guardians of the Union 
depart in any particular instance from any of the regulations hereinbefore 
contained, and within fifteen days after such departure report the same, 
and the grounds thereof, to the Poor Law Commissioners, and the Poor 
Law Commissioners approve of such departure, then the relief granted in 
such particular instance shall, if otherwise lawful, not be deemed to be 
unlawful, or be subject to be disallowed. 

Art. 7. — ^No relief which may be contrary to any regulation in this 
Order shall be given by way of loan ; and any relief which may be given 
to, or on account of, any person above the age of twenty-one, or to his 
wife, or any part of his or her family under the age of sixteen, under 
Article 1, or any of the exceptions thereto, or under any of the exceptions 
to Article 3, or under Article 4, or under the proviso in Article 6, may, 
if the Guardians think fit, be given by way of loan. 

Art. 8. — ^Whenever the word " Parish " is used in this Order, it shall 
be taken to include any place separately maintaining its own poor, 
whether parochial or extra-parochid. 

Art. 9. — ^Whenever in this Order any Article is referred to by its 
number, the Article of this Order bearing that number shall be taken to 
be signified thereby.

LETTER RELATING TO THE FOREGOING OrDERS. 

Poor Law Commission Office^ Somerset JSousCy 
Sir, December 21, 1844. 

In consequence of the provisions contained in the Statute of the last 
Session, relative to the relief of able-bodied women under certain circum- 
stances and non-resident poor, the Commissioners have deemed it 
advisable to make some alterations in their General Order, of the second 
of August, 1841, usually known as the General Prohibitory Order. They 
have, as the most convenient course, rescinded that Order, and also 
several Orders containing the same provisions, which had been issued 
to individual Unions since its date, and have issued the former Order 
i^ain, with the slight modifications which appear to them to have been 
rendered necessary. 

Although, doubtless, the Guardians have a general acquaintance with 
the explanation of that Order, contained in the Instructional Letter which 
accompanied the issue of the Order, the Commissioners think it desirable 
to repeat some portion pf thf^r former remarks. 
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SMf€^Aih bodied. 

1. — Articlb l.-r-The pnly remark on the Proliibftory clanse which 
the CommissioT^ers need make is, that the Guardians under this clanse 
are not hound to require any child of an ab1e*bodied person who can 
support itself to accompany its parent into the workhot^se, if it appear 
expedient that such child should continue in employment. 

2. — Article 1. Exception 1.] — By •* sudden and urgent necessity " 
(which words are used in § 54 of the Poor Law Amendment Act) the 
Commissioners understand any case of destitution requiring instant 
relief. 

It is to he remarked further, that this ei^ception does not authorize 
permanent out-door relief in any case. A case originally of sudden and 
urgent necessity, which subsequently requires continued relief, loses its 
character of suddenness and urgency. The relief subsequently required 
will be either ordinary relief and therefore to be given in the workhouse, 
or it may be extraordinary, and given, for example, under the second 
exception to Article 1. 

3. — Exception 2.] — ^The second exception provides for the case of any 
able-bodied man who is himself insane or temporarily sick, or who has 
met with an accident, or any of whose family required to be relieved on 
the ground of insanity, infirmity, accident, or sicKuess. 

4. — Exception 3.] — Under this exception relief may be given to able- 
bodied persons for the funerals of any members of their families, without 
requiring them to come into the workhouse. 

.5. — Exception 4.] — The exception of widows during the first six 
months of their widowhood is adopted with a view of enabling persons 
thus situated to have an adequate interval for the purpose of making such 
arrangements for their support as their altered condition may require. 

6. — Exception 5.] — The exception of widows with children, so far as 
it relates to able-bodied widows in employment, is one respecting which 
the Guardians aught to exercise great circumspection in applying it in 
practice. The Guiirdians when administering relief under it ought to 
take into account, that when small weekly allowances in aid of wages are 
made, they too commonly serve to excuse relations from the payment of 
contributions to a larger amount ; and that the put-door allowances when 
given indiscriminately in widowhood tend to put an end to provident 
habits, in respect of insurances in sick-clubs or otherwise. It should, 
moreover, be Dome ip mind, that allowances made by the parish to able- 
bodied widows in employment do not always confer the advantages 
intended, inasmuch as their wages, as in the case of able-bodied men, 
are commonly reduced in consideration of the allowance from the parish; 
and that such reduction of the wages, combined with the excuse furiiished 
to relations or friends for withholding their contributions, together with 
the pauper habits thus engendered, often renders such allowances to 
widows in aid of wages an injury rather than a benefit to them ; whilst 
in some districts this class of able-bodied widows may be so numerous 
that their labour (thus depreciated at the expense of the rate-payers) may 
be substituted for the more highly paid labour of independent labourers. 

7. — The Commissioners trust, that the Guardians will seldom find 
that the ordinary rate of earnings of able-bodied women is so low as not 
to enable them to support one child at the least; and that the Guardians 
will not adopt any such general rule as that of relieving all widows with 
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one, or with any fixed number ai cbildfen, but will m«ke a cax^ful 
inquiry into every case tliu9 to be relieyed. 

8, — JBhpceptim 6.] — It Bometimes becomes neceisary that tbe Guar- 
diauB should be empowered to give relief to the wife and children in 
cases where the husbiind cannot be required to enter the workhouse on 
account of his being in a place of legal confinement. 

d.-^Mipc^ption 7.] — The state of the law, in reference to married 
women, ej^plained in par. 10, and the peculiar rights and obligations of 
soldiers, sailors and marines, repder it desirable to give great latitude to 
the proceedings of the Board of (jruftrdians in respect of the families of 
persons in these departments of the Queen's service. The seventh 
exception therefore allows of relief of any kind being given to the wife 
or children of a soldier, sailor, or marine, whether in or out of the work** 
house, without requiring the husband to come into the workhouse* 

10. — Exc^Uon 8.] — ^The eighth exoeptibn provides for the case of a 
wife whose husband is absent from her, either by desertion or otherwise, 
and is necessary, in consequence of the state of the law applicable to 
women thus situated. It had been helpl that in such cases relief to the 
children was not relief to the wife ; consequently the wife could not be 
compelled to come with her children into the workhouse, although a new 
provision has been made by the Statute, 7 Vict., c 101, § 25, to be> 
noticed at full hereinafter, in respect of certain women separate from 
their husbands. If, however, under any circumstances she require relief 
for herself, the Guardians may require her to receive it in the workhouse, 
and if she require relief for her childreu, the Guardians may require suoh< 
of them as are above the age of nurture to receive it in the workhouse, 
whether she ^o or do not come into the workhouse. As regards, how- 
ever, children under the age of nurture who may be living with the 
mother, the Guardians cannot remove them frpm her ; so that if she 
require relief ibr ^bem and them o^ly, th$i Gu^rdisns must, except in the 
case hereafter provided for, give out-relief if relief be necessary. 

11. — Articl£2. — The regulation which requires the entry on the 
Minutes of the Medical Officer's Report, or a Medical Certificate in case 
of relief being given to an able-bodied pauper on account of sickness, 
Hccident, Ac, has been introduced in consequence of a tendency which 
has displayed itself in various parts of the country, to make exceptions to 
the Prohibitory Order on too slight grounds, and the Commissioners 
think that this provision will have the useful effect of calling the special 
attention of the Guardians to every sueh case. 

If the pauper should not have been attended by a Medical Officer of 
the Union, a certificate may be given either by the Medical Practitioner 
who may have attended him, or by a Medical Officer of the Union who 
may vi^t him for the purpose. 

Relief of Non-residents. 

12.— Article 3. — ^As respects the portion of the Order which relates 
to the relief of persoiis tio% resident within their Union, the Commis- 
sioners desire to point out tW it prohibits new cases of relief of this sort, 
with the exceptions therein mentioned. 

13. — Under the provisions of this article, the Guardians may relieve a 
pauper residing within the Ui^ion, though not residing in the parish to 
which he belon|^ ; the Commissioners, however, are far from wishing to 
encourage even this species of non-resident relief. It is true that the 
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frauds and evils whicli are incidental to non-resident relief, in conse- 
quence of the want of inspection and the difficulty of transmitting the 
relief, do not occur with reference to paupers resident within the Union, 
who are within the reach of the Relieving Officers; hut, nevertheless, 
the rate-payers of the parish charged with die relief^ who hy means of the 
quarterly lists of paupers, can, hy personal ohservation of those who 
reside in their parish, ascertain whether they are fit ohjects for relief, 
are deprived of this protection where the pauper for whom they pay is 
resident at a distant part of the Union. The relief of paupers out of their 
parish, and out of the relieving district in which the parish is comprised, 
is not unattended with difficulties hoth of a legal and practical nature, 
which are sufficient to make it desirahle that the Guardians should not, 
without sufficient ground, permit new cases of this nature even within 
the Union. 

14. — ^The Commissioners have stated fully their views on the suhject 
of non-resident relief, as respects hoth its legality and expediency, in a 
Minute dated 26th of January, 1841, which is reprinted in the Appendix 
to their Seventh Annual Report, (App. A. No. 1.) 

15. — Article 3. Exception 1.] — The Commissioners have introduced 
this exception in order to meet the cases of vagrants who may hecome 
casually destitute within the Union. It is the duty of the Guardians to 
relieve persons so situated, without reference to the place of their settle- 
ment or residence. The Commissioners have had occasion to address 
several communications to the Metropolitan Boards of Guardians, on the 
duty of the locality to relieve all cases of urgent destitution. [See the 
Commissioners' Fourth Annual Report, pages 154, 155, 156, and 157, 
Appendix A. No. 2. — and Fifth Annual Report, page 87, Appendix A« 
No. 10.] 

The Commissioners have not introduced into this article an exception 
on account of sudden and urgent necessity. [See paragraph 2.] Cases 
of sudden and urgent necessity manifestly require the prompt attention 
and vigilant inspection which can only he exercised hy the Guardians and 
their Officers in the district where the necessity arises.* 

16. — Exception 2.] — ^This exception corresponds to exception 2 to 
Article 1. [See paragraph 3.] The Commissioners introduced this 
exception on account of the difficulty which a want of the power of 
giving temporary relief to non-residents in cases of sickness has heen 
found to create in some parts of the country. The Commissioners, how- 
ever, desire to caution the Guardians against giving temporary relief in 
cases of sickness to persons not resident within the Union, unless they 
are ahle to obtain accurate information concerning the case, and can 
ensure adequate and prompt relief, both medical and otherwise. It may 
be observed that this exception permits poor persons to be sent to estab- 
lishments out of the Union, intended for the treatment of their respective 
infirmities, as hospitals for the sick, asylums for the insane, and schools 
for the blind or deaf and dumb. 

17. — Exception 3*1 — The third exception is intended expressly to 
except from the operation of the Order the cases of relief given to nan* 
resident lunatics in asylums under orders of justices, and to persons under 
orders of removal. 

18. — Exception 4.]— :This exception is similar to the fourth exception 
to Article 1, the reasons for which are stated above in paragraph 5. 

19. — Exertion 5.] — This exception is that which the Legislature 
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baB introduced in the 7 & 8 Vict c. 101, § 26, and upon which the 
CommissionerB have already made their remarks in their Circular Letter 
to Boards of Guardians, dated the I'/th October last. 

20. — EoDception 6.] — This exception removes the restriction upon 
Guardians from sending children to a workhouse or establishment for the 
training of pauper children, which may be situated out of their Union, 
where, but for the prohibition of itlief to non-residents contained in the 
Order, they might lawfully do so. 

21. — Exception 7.] — This exception enables the Guardians to relieve 
the resident family of a non-resident man, provided he be not able-bodied, 
without requiring them to come into the workhouse. 

22. — Exception 8.] — ^This exception permits the continuance of non- 
resident relief to all paupers (not being able-bodied persons within 
Article 1) who were in the receipt of relief from some parish in the 
Union, within the twelve calendar months next preceding the date of 
the several Orders issued to the different Unions set forth in the Sche- 
dule. CSonsequently, it permits the continuance of non-resident relief to 
the infirm through age or any other cause, and to able-bodied widows 
with a child or children, who were in the receipt of parochial relief from 
the Union within that period. 

23.-— Article 4 — ^This article is introduced in conformity with the new 
provision contained in the 7 & 8 Vict, c 101, § 25, in regard to the 
relief of women separated from their husbands, in certain cases par- 
ticularly specified who are by that provision to be treated as widows in 
respect to relief to be afforded to them by Guardians. The Commis- 
sioners refer again to their observations in the Circular Letter of the 17th 
of October last upon this subject. 

24. — ^Article 5. — ^This article is intended to prevent a practice which 
has prevailed in some parts of the country, whereby the poor-rates have 
been made a fund for the payment of rents directly to the landlords. In 
all cases where the pauper is so far destitute as to require a lodging, or 
the means of paying for one, if the Guardians do not deem it expedient 
in the particular case to require the party to come into the workhouse, 
they should supply to the pauper the means of paying for such lodging. 

Cases ofpectdiar Urgency. 

25. — Article 6. — It is possible, although not probable, that cases 
may occasionally arise which present very peculiar circumstances, and 
which do not fall within any of the exceptions contained in the present 
Older. The Commissioners think it desirable in cases of that kind, in 
which the immediate withdrawal or denial of out-door relief might appear 
likely to produce serious evil to the applicant, that the Guardians diould 
give out-door relief, or take a portion of the applicant's family into the 
workhouse, and report the case within fifteen days to the Poor Law 
Commissioners, as a case of peculiar urgency, in order that the Commis- 
sioners may give their opinion thereupon. The Commissioners have 
accordingly introduced this proviso, enabling the Guardians to pursue 
this course with respect to exceptional cases of this description. 

Relief by way of Loan. 

26.— Artkclb 7.— The first part of Article 7 is introduced in order 
to put an end to a misapprehension of the law which existed in some 
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Boards of GuatdlMrt, tiz. :— that although the Prohibitory Order pre- 
vented them ftx»n giving otit-door reliefi they might neverthckte lend 
it. The second part of the Article enabled the Guardians to make all 
the relief wbich may be gitcii td petsons above twenty-one years of age, 
or tbelr families, a loan under the 58th section of the Poor Law Amend- 

aient Aet of 1834; 

21.— Articles 9 and 10.— ThesT Articles are introdnced becanfee 
the Order is addressed to four Unions of Parishes forinfed, nbt under 
the Poor Law Amendment Act, but imder local Acts of Pjtrliariient,

No. 2. 

GENERAL ORDER relating to the Administration of relief 
TO Non-resident and Non-settled Poor. 

To THE Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions and 

Pariidies named in tbe Schedules hereunto anneled ; — 
To the Ghnrehwardens and Orerseers of the Poor of the several 

Parishes and places comprised in the said Unions \ — 
To the Churchwardens and Overseers of the Poor of the said other 

Parifihes ; — 
To the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty Session^, held 
for the Division or Divisions in which all such Psarisfaes i&nd 
Places ate situate : — 
And to all others whom it may concern. 
Whereas it is expedient that certain regulations should be made with 
resi^ct to the mode in which relief is td be transmitted to poor persons 
who reside m Parishes or Unions, but are not settled thereiti, and re- 
specting the accounts to be kept and rendered With regard to such 
relief. 

Now therefore we, the Poor Law Commissiohers, in pursuance of the 
authorities vested in us by an Act passed iti the fifth yeitr of the reign 
of His late M^esty King William the Fourth^ intituled '' An Aet for the 
amendment and better administration of the Laws relating to the Poor 
in England and Wales," do hereby order, direct, and declare^ with 
respect to each and every of the Unions named in the Sch^ule A. 
hereunto annexed, and of the Parishes named in the Sch^dtile B. here- 
unto annexed, that from and after the twenty-fifth day of M&rdh next. 

Art 1. — If any Board of Guardians undertake ot agree to administer 
relief allowed to a non-settled poor person living within the Parish or 
Union for which they aci, on behalf of the Officers, or of the Board of 
Guardians, of the Parish or Union in which such pauper is deemed to 
be settled, every such tindertsdcing or agreement fthall be made itt con* 
formity with the rules and regulations of the Poor Law Commissioners 
in force at the time. 

Art. 12.^— No relieving officer 6r other office of any Boi^ 6f Gtiatdians, 
nor any assistant ehrerseet or 60)leet(tf > i^ftll reoeire money lor the tdief 
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of any non^edttled pauper on behalf of any offifeto^ dr of ike Board of 
Guardiaiia of ah j otber Parish dr Union, nor shall he coiistitate himself 
in any way the agent of the officers or Board of Guardians of such other 
Parish or Unioh, except as prorided in this Order. 

Art 3. — Every reliering officer shall be bound td yisit^ relieve, and 
otherwise attend to non-settle4 poot^ being within his districtj according 
to the directions of the Board of Guardians whose officer he is, and in 
no other way, subject always to the obligation imposed oil him in cases 
of sudden aiid urgent necessity^ and td the rules, orders, and regulations 
of the Poor Law Cotntnissioners ; and every such relieving officer shall 
set apart one or mort pages in his out^doot relief list, in wliich he shall 
duly and punetnally enter up the paymetits made by authority of bis 
own Board of Guardians to non-settled poor, and shall take credit for 
such payments under the head of non-itettled poor in his receipt and 
expeiKliturebook. 

Art. 4.— 'No motley shall be transmitted by any Board of Guardians 
or parish officers to the relieving officer or other officer of any Union or 
any Parish in which the relief is administered by a Bo«rd of Guardians, 
in order to b^ applied to the relief of any non-settled pauper, except in 
conformity with the provisions of this Order; but if any money be so 
transmitted Contrary to the proviftions of this Order ^ such officer shall 
forthwith pay such money into the hands of the treftsutet to the Guar- 
dians of the Parish ait Union whose dfficet he is, and shall report to the 
Board of Guardiatis at their next meeting the fact that such money has 
been so received and paid, and shall make a true entry accordingly on 
both sides of his receipt and expenditure book;. 

Art; 5. — ^If the Board of Guardians of any Parish or Union undertake 
or agree to administer relief through theit officer to any non-settled 
pauper on behalf of the officer or Guardiana of any other Parish or 
Union, the clerk to such first-mentioned Board of (ruafdians shall open 
ah account in their ledger, {o be headed " Non-settled Poor Account," 
and he sliall debit such, account with the cost of all rdief paid to such 
non-settled poor, and shall credit such account by all payments from 
time to time actually made to the treasurer oil account of the Parish or 
Union td which such non-settled poor are supposed to belong. 

Art. 6. — If any Board of Guardians authorize the administration of 
relief by any other Board of Guardians on their behalf to a non-resident 
pauper, the clerk to such first-mentioned Board of Guardians shall open 
ah account in their ledger, td be headed ** Non-resident Poor Account," 
and he shall debit such account with the amoiint of all money actually 
transmitted to any other Paristi or Union in payment of non-resident 
relief, such amount to be credited to the treasurer or other officer by 
whom the same is paid, and the clerk shall credit the feaid non-resident 
poor ielM accoraht with the sums reported to hare been paid as afore- 
toid^ stich i^ms td be carried to the debit of out-relief against the re- 
trpective parishes for which the same were paid. 

Art. 7. — The clerk to every Board of Guardians fehall at the first 
meeting of the Guardians ih each quattto lay befotef the Board of 
GuardiifiSj or some Committee appointed by such Boards the non- 
settled poor account, and the non-tesident poor aceount, posted in his 
kdger to the end of the preeeding quarter, and shiill take the directions 
of the Board of Guardians reapecting the remiltftiiee of eheoks or post- 
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office ordon to the Guardians of any other Union or Parish, or the 
tranamisnon of accounts due from other Unions or Parishes and requests 
for payment. 

Art. 8.*— The clerk shall, within fourteen days from the close of each 
quarter, transmit by post all accounts of relief administered in the course 
of the preceding quarter to non-settled poor to the Guardians of the 
Unions and Parishes on account of which such relief was given ; and 
every acconnt so transmitted shall state the names and class of the 
several paupers to whom the relief in question has been administered ; 
and all accounts for the relief duly administered to non-resident poor 
shall be dischai^ed before the end of one calendar month from the 
receipt of such accounts, by the transmission of the amount due in one 
of the modes prescribed in this Order. 

Art. 9. — ^No money shall be paid to the officer of, any Union or 
Parish in which the relief is administered by a Board of Guardians on 
account of non-resident poor, except in one of the three following 
ways :— 

No. 1. — By post-office order, payable to the treasurer or the banker 
of such treasurer of the Union or Parish to the account of 
which the money is to be paid. 

No. 2. — ^By check or order payable to the treasurer of such Parish 
or Union, or to his order. 

No. 3. — By check payable to bearer (wherd the same may lawMly 
be drawn), and crossed as payable through the treasurer cnf 
such Parish or Union, or his banker, or through the agent 
of such treasurer or banker ; and every such check shall be 
so crossed by the clerk to the Guardians before it is signed by 
the presiding chairman. 

Art. 10. — ^Tlie Clerk to the Board of Guardians shall, in making up 
his account before each audit, include the cost of all relief to non-re- 
sident poor, the payment on account of which has been actually made in 
the cost of relief given by the Board of Guardians of the Parish or 
Union for which he is clerk. 

He shall in like manner enter the non-resident poor, on account of 
whom the cost of relief has been transmitted, in their proper classes as 
paupers relieved by the Board of Guardians for which he is clerk, and 
shall deduct from the number of paupers so relieved all poor persons on 
account of whom any remittance may have been actually received from 
any other Parish or Union in the course of the period to which the 
account refers, notwithstanding that such poor persons may have received 
relief over and above the value of the remittance so made. 

Art. 11. — The clerk to every Board of Guardians shall immediately 
after each audit lay before the Board of Guardians a statement of the 
following particulars, which shall be signed by the auditor in testimony 
that it appears consistent with the accounts audited by him, so far as is 
apparent on the face of such accounts :-^ 

No. 1. — The number of non-resident poor, and of the persons com- 
posing their families, on account of whom money has been 
actually transmitted during the period to which the accounts 
last audited relate, and the sum so transmitted^ distinguishing 
the amount to eadi Parish or Union* 
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No. 2.— •The number of accounts for relief given during the same 
period supposed to be outstanding on account of non-resident 
poor, but not yet received, distinguishing the Parishes or 
Unions from wluch they should have been sent. 

No. 3.— The number of non-settled poor, divided into their proper 
classes, actually relieved in the course of the same period on 
account of other Parishes orjUnions, and the sum expended in 
such relief, distinguishing the amount on account of each 
Parish or Union. 

No. 4. — ^The sum actually received during the same period in re- 
payment of relief to non-settled poor, distinguishing the sum 
for each Parish or Union. 

No. 5.—* The number of accounts for non-settled poor relieved during 
the same neriod, not yet discharged by other I^rishes or 
Unions altnough sent in, distinguishing tne amount due from 
each Parish or Union, and also distinguishing those cases in 
which the account has been sent in more than fourteen days 
before the audit. 

Art. 12. — ^Nothing in this Order shall be taken to discharge any 
Board of Guardians, or any officer of a Parish or Union, from any legal 
obligation now incumbent on such Board of Guardians, or on such 
jofficer, to relieve poor persons destitute in such Parish or Union, but 
not settled therein, and nothing in this Order shall be taken either to 
authorize the allowance of relief to any poor person in any case in which 
such relief may otherwise be unlawful, or to prohibit the allowance of 
relief to any poor person in any case in which the same may otherwise 
be lawfully made, or to affect any repayment of relief administered under 
a suspended order of removal. 

Art. 13. — ^The term nonrretidefU po&r in this Order shall be taken 
to mean all paupers in receipt of relief allowed on account of any Parish 
or Union in relation to which the term is used| but not residing 
therein. 

The term ** nan-settled poor** in this Order shall be taken to mean 
all paupers residing in the Parish or Union in relation to which 
the term is used, but to whom relief has been or is to be 
allowed on account of some Parish or Union other than that 
in which they reside. 

The terms " allowance of relief ^* and "/o aUow relief* in this 
Order shall be taken to refer to the order or authority of the 
Board of Guardians, or other persons, making themselves 
liable for the ultimate payment of such relief, or undertaking 
to repay the same. 

The terms ** administraiion of relief* and ^^ to administer relief** 
in this Order shall be taken to refer to the payment or actual 
giving of relief to the pauper who is to receive the same. 

The word *' Union** in this Order shall be taken to^ include not 
only an Union of Parishes formed under the provisions of the 
hereinbefore-recited Act, but also an Union of Parishes incor- 
porated or united for the relief or maintenance of the Poor under 
any local Act of Parliament. 

The word ** Guardians ** in this Order ah^ll be taken to include

not oiilj Guardians appointed or entitled to act under tl^ pro* 
yisiong of the aaid hereinbefore-recited Act, but also any Gro- 
TemorS) Deputy Governors, Assistants, Directors, Managers, 
Acting Guardians, Trustees of the Poor, or Select Vestrymen, 
entitled to act in the ordering of relief to the poor from the 
poor rate under any local Act of Parliament, and the church- 
n^ardens and overseers of the poor of the several parishes in 
the city of Salisbury. 

The word " Parish^^ in this Order shall be taken to include any 
place maintaining its own poor, whether parochial or' extra 
parochial. 

Whenever in describing any person or party, matter or thing, the 
word importing the singular number or the masculine gender 
only is, used in this Order, the same shall be taken to include 
and shall be applied to several persona or parties, as well as 
one person or party, and females as well as males^ and several 
matters or things, as well as one matter or thing respectively, 
unless there be something in the subject or oontezt repugnant 
to such construction.

I am directed by the Poor Law Oommissioners to enclose a copy of 
an order which they have issued on the subject of non-resident ^eliefi 
which will come into operation on the 25th day of March next. 

The Guardians will observe that the Order in question is entirely 
confined to regulating the agency by which the relief of non-resident poor 
in certain cases, and the mode in which the accounts respecting them» 
shall be managed^ and that it does not permit, or forbid the allowance 
of non-resident relief in any case in which such relief is not now per- 
mitted, or is not now forbidden. 

The Order, moreover, does not prevent the Guardians of any Union 
from transmitting relief to a poor person who is non-resident in cases 
where the same may lawfully be given, through any private channel or 
any means other than the oncers of another Union or Parish, however 
objectionable such a course may generally be. When a course of this 
description is voluntarily resorted to by tne Guardians, they cannot here- 
after complain if cases of imposition and peculation on the part of the 
paupers and of the persons conveying the money should occur. 

All that is done by the present Order is, to require that when the 
agency of another Board of Guardians is employed, certain rules shall be 
adhered to. Whether the Board of Guardians allowing the non-resident 
relief choose to employ that agency is a matter for their own consideratioQ, 
and whether the Board of Guardians of the Union where the pauper 
resides choose to act in the capacity of agents, and direct their officers 
to administer the relief, is again a matter of choice. 

If two Boards do so agree to act togetheri these regulations must be 
observed, since no contract in opposition to them could be enforced by 
one party against the other, and the officers of the respective Unions are 
of course bound to act in conformity with law. 

The Guardians will see that the relieving officer is expressly prohibited 
from acting as the age^t of wy Board other than that whose officer he 
is. The Commissioners are persuaded that the Guardians will have seen 
and felt the inconveniences which have arisen in many jplaces from a 
different practice too well to be surprised at a restriction of this kind. 

These inconvenience^, indeed, form the principal reasons on account of 
which the Commissioners have thought it expedient to issue this Order. 

They have found that relieving Officers were apparently placed in an 
anomalous position, receiving orders as it were from more than one 
Board of Guardians, and often being liable in two ways for the relief of 
the same pauper; that is to say, in their capacity of Agent to some 
distant Board, and in their position as relieving officers of their own 
district in which that pauper resides. 

For reasons, in some measure similar to those which apply to the 
relieving officers, and for others of a more general character, the prohibi- 
tion is extended to assistant overseers and collectors. 

It is always to be remembered, that no undertaking to give relief to a 
pauper residing at a distance has any legal effect in lessening the obliga- 
tion cast by the law on the Guardians and officers of the spot where the 
pauper dwells or becomes destitute. The Board of Guardians at a 
distance may incur a moral responsibility, by promising to provide for 
the case, and may transmit from time to time the means of subsistence 
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but if by neglect or error, or peculatiou, those means fail, or owing to 
any change of circumstances become insufficient, it is on the authorities 
at the place where the pauper is, that the weight of legal responsibility 
will fall. A voluntary act on the part of one person, or one body, does 
not remove the positive legal duty already cast on another. Much of 
the ambiguity on this head will cease when this Order is acted upon, 
since the relieving officer can only act as the officer and agent of his own 
poard, though some misapprehension is inseparable from any system of 
^ion-resident relief. 

A further advantage contemplated, is the removal of those oppor- 
tunities for fraud and for wilful detention of money thus intrusted to a 
distant officer, which have so often acted as a temptation and a snare to 
persons who would otherwise have preserved an honest and trustworthy 
character. And as the money thus misapplied does not come into the 
officer's hands in the capacity of officer of the Parish or Union in which 
he acts, but as a private agent for distant Boards and for Overseers, of 
other Parishes in general, in case of peculation, such money could not be 
recovered from his sureties, since they were answerable for him only in 
the capacity of relieving officer. 

Another benefit will be the avoiding of errors and misstatements of a 
statistical nature which now occur, in consequence of the same persons 
and the same relief being charged in the accounts of two Unions. 

The Commissioners feel satisfied that the regulations will ensure a 
better understanding of the duties and responsibilities connected with the- 
relief of non-resident poor— that they will act as a powerful obstacle to' 
peculation and fraud, and that they will prevent error in the returns of 
expenditure and the enumeration of paupers, which are now unavoidable. 
The relief of non-resident and non-settled poor administered under this 
Order, will of course become the subject of correspondence between the 
Board of Guardians of the Unions where they are relieved and where 
they reside ; and this correspondence will be conducted by the clerks of 
the Unions Concerned. The Commissioners regret that they should 
impose some trouble on the clerk to the Guardians, but they believe that 
the amount of additional trouble is greater in appearance than in reality. 
Wherever non-resident relief is now given, either the ordinary corre- 
spondence with reference to these cases is conducted by the clerk, or 
difficulties arise from time to time, which produce long and tedious 
disputes, by letter, leading probably to appeal to the Poor Law Com- 
missioners, and terminating in no satisfactory result, the matter devolving 
upon the clerk in the more advanced stageS| and when complicated by 
previous misunderstandings. 

The return after the audit of the number and amount of accounts 
outstanding, and other particulars, will enable the Guardians to call the 
attention to any acts of gross neelect on the part of a distant Union or 
Parish, and will probably in the end be the meftns of saving much 
trouble to the clerk.

No, 8.**<-Where the apprentice continues bound after the age of 
seventeen years the master shall pay to such apprentice, for and 
in respect of every week that he duly and properly serves the 
said master, as a remuneration, a sum to be inserted in the 
indenture, or to be agreed upon by the Guardians and the said 
master when that time arrives, or, if they cannot agree, to be 
lettled by some person to be then chosen by the said master 
and the said Guardians ; and until such sum bQ agreed upon 
or settled, not lesa than one-fourth of the amount then commonly 
paid as wages to journeymen in the said trade, or business, or 
employment. 

No. 9.— The master eball, by bimtelf or by bis ftgent, produce the 
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appreDtio6 to the Board of Guardians by whom Buch aj^ientice 
was bound at their ordinary meeting next preceding the end 
of the first year of the binding, and before the receipt of the 
remainder of the premium, if any, be due; and shall, in likd 
manner, produce the said apprentice at some one of their 
ordinary meetings, to be held at or about the middle of the 
term, and whenever afterwards required to do so by the said 
Guardians. 

Provided that, if the apprentice reside out of the Union, by 

the Guardians whereof he was bound, the apprentice 

shall be produced, as hereinbefore directed, to tiie Board 

of Guardians of the Union or Parish, as described in 

Article 14, in which the apprentice may be residing. 

No. 10.--«The master shall not cause the said apprentice to work or 

live more than ten miles from the place or places mentioned 

in the indenture, according to Article 16, without the leave of 

the Guardians so binding him, to be given under their common 

seal. 

Art. 19. — These duties of the master shall be enforced by covenants 
and conditions to be inserted in the said indenture so to be executed by 
him. 

Art 20. — The master shall also covenant not to assign nor to cancel 
the indenture without the consent of the Guardians, under their common 
seal, previously obtained, under a penalty to be specified in the said 
covenant, and to pay to the said Guardians all costs and expenses that 
they may incur in consequence of the said apprentice not being supplied 
with medical or surgical assistance by the master, in case the same shall 
be at any time requisite. 

Art. 21. — The indenture shall be made subject to the following pro- 
visoes : — 

1. — ^That if the master take the benefit of any Act for the relief of 
insolvent debtors, or be discharged under any such Act, such 
indenture shall forthwith become of no further force or effect. 

2. — ^That if, on a conviction for a breach of any one of the aforesaid 
cov^ants before a justice of the peace, in pursuance of the 
provisions of the statute in such case made and provided, the 
Guardians who may be parties to the said indenture shall 
declare by a resolution that the indenture shall be determined, 
and shall transmit a copy of such resolution, under the hand 
of their clerk or the person for the time being acting as such, 
by the post or otherwise to the said master, such indenture 
shall, except in respect of all rights and liabilities then accrued, 
forthwith become of no further force or effect, 

Explanation of Terms. 

Art. 22. — ^Whenever the word Parish is used in this order, it shall be 
taken to include any place maintaining its own poor, whether parochial 
or extra-parochial; and the word Guardians shall include the select 
vestry of the parish of Liverpool. 

Art. 23. — ^Whenever, in describing any person or party, matter or 
thing, the word importing the singular number or the masculine gender 
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only is used in this Order, the same shall be taken to Include and shall 
be applied to several persons or parties as well as one person or party, 
and females as well as males, and several matters*or things as well as one 
matter or thing, respectively, unless there be something in the subject or 
context repugnant to such construction* 

Art. 24. — Whenever in this Order any article is referred to by its 
number, the article of this Order bearing that number shall be taken to 
be signified thereby. 

Art 25.— Provided that nothing herein contained shall apply to the 
apprenticing of poor children to the sea-service.

To THE Guardians of the Pooft of the seyeral Unions and of 
the several Parishes named in the Schedule hereunto annexed, 
and the Officers of such Unions and Parishes ; — 

To the Churchwardens and Overseers of the several Parishes and 
Places comprised within the said Unions, and of the several 
other Parishes named in the said Schedule; — 

To the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty Sessions held 
for the Division or Divisions in which the Parishes and Places 
comprised within the said Unions, and the said other Parishes 
named in the said Schedule, are situate; — 

And to all others Whom it may concern. 

In pursuance of the powers vested in us hy an Act passed in the fifth 
year of the reign of His late Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled 
*' An Act for the Amendment and better Administration of the Laws 
relating to the Poor in England and Wales," and an Act passed in the 
seventh and eighth year of the reign of Her present Majesty Queen. 
Victoria, intituled <* An Act for the further Amendment of the lAwa 
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relating to the Poor in England," we, the Poor Law ComttitaionerB, do 
make the following rules and regulations in regard to the apprenticing 
of poor children of the several Unions named in the Schedule A. here- 
unto annexed, and of the Parishes named in the Schedule B. hereunto 
annexed. 

ThePartiei. 

Art. l.—No child undor the age of nine years shall be bound ap- 
prentice ; 

and no child that cannot read and write his own name. 
No child shall be so bound to a [person who is not a housekeeper, or 
assessed to the poor-rate in his own name ; 

or who is a journeyman , or a person not carrying on trade or 
business on his own account ; 

or who is under the age of twenty-one ; 
or a married woman. 

The Premium. 

Art. 2. — No premium other than clothing for the apprentice shall be 
given upon the binding of any person above the age of fourteen, unless 
such person be maimed, deformed, or sufiering from some permanent 
bodily infirmity, so that the nature of the work or trade which such 
person is fit to perform or exercise is restricted. 

Art. 3.— -Where any premium is given it shall consist in part of 
clothes supplied to the apprentice at the commencement of the binding, 
and in part of money, one moiety whereof shall be paid to the master at 
the binaing, and the residue at the termination of tne first year of the 
binding. 

Term* 

Art. 4.— No apprentice shall be bound for more than eight years. 

Consent. 

j^rt. 5. — No person above fourteen years of age shall be so bound 
without his consent. 

And no child under the age of ^ta;^^^ years shall be so bound without 
the consent of the fibther of such child, or if the father be dead, or be 
disqualified to give such consent, as hereinafter provided, or if such 
child be a bastard, without the consent of the mother, if living, of such 

child. 

Provided, that where the parent of such child, whose consent would 
be otherwise requisite, is transported beyond the seas, or is in the cus- 
tody of the law, having been convicted of 8ome/i?fo»y, or for the space 
of six calendar months before the time of executing the indenture has 
deserted such child, or for such space of time has been in the service of 
Her Majesty, or of the East India Company, in foreign parts, such 
parent, if the father, shall be deemed to be disqualified as hereinbefore 
stated, and if it be the mother, no such consent shall be required. 

Place of Service. 

Art. 6. ^No child shall be bound to a master whose place of business, 

whereat the child is to work and live, shall be distant more than thirty 
miles from the place in which the child is residing at the time of the 

binding.

^niilication to ihemi otherwise permit* 

Preliminaries to the Binding. 

Art 7. — ^If the child, whom it is proposed to bind apprentice, be in 
the workhouse, and under the age of fourteen^ the Guardians shall re- 
quire a ctftificate in writing from the medical officer of the workhouse, 
or from some medical man duly licensed to practise, as to the fitness in 
regard to bodily health and strength of such child to be bound appren- 
tice to the proposed trade, and sl^l also ascertain from the master of 
the workhouse the capacity of the child for such binding in other respects. 

Art. 8.— If the child be not in the workhouse, but in the Union or 
Parish by the Guardians of which it is proposed that it diall be bound, 
a relieving officer or some other person authorized by the poreons pro- 
posing to bind such child, shall examine into the circumstances of the 
case, the condition of the child, and of his parents, if any, and the resi- 
dence of the proposed master, the nature of his trade, the number of 
other apprentices, if any, then bound to him, and generally as to the 
fitness of the particular binding, and shall report the result of his in- 
quiry to the Board of Guardians. 

Art. 9. — If the Board of Guardians think proper to proceed with the 
binding, they shall, when the child is under the age aifawrieen^ direct 
such child to be taken to a medical man duly licensed to practise, to be 
examined as to his fitness in respect of bodily health and strength for 
the proposed trade or business ; in order that such medical man may 
certify in writing according to his judgment in the matter, which certify 
cate shall be produced, previously to the binding, to the Guardians. 

Art. 10. — If the child be residing in some other Parish or Union, the 
Guardians who propose to bind him shall not proceed to do so unless they 
receive such a report as is required in Article 8, from the relieving officer 
or some other officer administering the relief of the poor of the district in 
which such child is residing, and a certificate from some medieal practitioner 
in the neighbourhood of the child's residence to the effect required in 
Article 9. 

Art 11. — ^When a premium is proposed to be given, in a case within 
the provision of Article 2, the Guardians shall require a certificate in 
writing of some medical practitioner, certifying that the person is maimed, 
deformed, or disabled, to the extent specified in such Article, and shall 
cause a copy of such certificate to be entered on their minutes before they 
proceed to execute the indenture. 

Art. 12. — ^When such certificate, as is required by Articles 1, 9, 10, is 
received, or in case from the age of the child no such certificate is required, 
the Guardians shall direct that the child, and the proposed master, or 
some person on his behalf, and in case the child be under the age of 
sixteen^ the parent or person in whose custody such child shall be then 
living, shall attend some meeting of the Board to be then appointed* 

Art. 13. — At such meeting, if such parties appear, the said Guardians 
shall examine into the circumstances of the case ; and if, after making all 
due inquiries, and hearing the objections (if any be made) on the part 
of the relatives or friends of such child, Uiey shall deem it proper that 
the l»ndmg shall be efifiected, they may forthwith cause the ii^entureato 
be prepared, and in such manner and with such sanction as the.bw tball 
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nqnin to \i% executed ; proirided that when the eame shall have heen 
executed by the master and the other parties lawfully authorized, the same 
shall be signed by the ehild, as hereinafter provided. 

Art. 14.— If the proposed master reside out of the Union or Parish on 
account of which the binding is to be effected, but in some other Union 
or Parish under a Board of Guardians, whether formed under the pro- 
visions of the first^recited Act or of the Act of the twenty-second year of 
the reign of King George the Third, intituled *• An Act for Ae better 
Relief and Employment of the Poor," or of any local Act, the Guardians 
shall, before proceeding to effect the binding, communicate in writing the 
proposal to the Guardians of such other Union or Parish, and request to 
be informed whether such binding is open to any objection, and if no objec- 
tion be reported by such Guardians within the space of one calendar month, 
or, if the objection does not sppear to the Guardians proposing to bind the 
child to be sufficient to prevent the binding, the same may be proceeded 
with ; and when the indentures shall have been executed, the Guardians 
who executed the same shall cause notice thereof in writing to be sent to the 
Guanliaas of the Union or Parish wherein the said apprentice is to reside. 

Indenture, 

Art. 15.">^The indenture shall be executed in duplicate, by the master 
and the Guardians, or the persons lawfully authorised to do so, and shall 
not be valid unless signed by the proposed apprentice, without aid or 
assistance, in the presence of the said Guardians ; and the consent of 
the parent, where requisite, shall be testified by such parent si|piing with 
his name or mark, to be properly attested, at the foot of the said indenture, 
and where such consent is dispensed with under the provision contained 
in Article 5, the cause of such dispensation shall be stated at the foot of 
the indenture, by any clerk or other officer acting as clerk to the said 
Guardians. 

Art, 16.*-*-The indenture shall contain mention of the place or places 
at which the apprentice is to work and live. 

Art. 11."-*0ne part of such indenture, when executed, shall be kept 
by the Guardians j the other shall be delivered to the master. 

DuHes of the Master, 

Art. 18. — And we do hereby prescribe the duties of the master to whom 
such poor child may be apprenticed, and the terms and conditions to be 
inserted in the said indentures, as follows : — 

No. 1. — ^The master shall teach the child the trade, business, or em- 
ployment set forth in the indenture, unless the Board of Guar- 
dians authorize the substitution of another trade or business. 
No. 2. — He shall maintain the said child with proper food and 

nourishment. 
No. 3.-r-He shall provide a proper lodging for the said child. 
No. 4. — ^He shall supply to the said child one suit of proper clothing 

every year during the term of the binding. 
No. 5. — He shall, in case the said child be affected with any disease 
or sickness, or meet with any accident, procure, at his 
own cost, adequate medical or surgical assistance, to be supplied 
by some duly qualified medical man, for such child. 
No. 6. — He shall, once at least on every Sunday, cause the child to 
attend some place of divine worship, if there be any such with- 

«2 
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in a reasonable distance, according to the religions pertaasion in 
which the child has been bought up, so. however, that no child 
shall be required by the master to attend any place of worship 
to which his parents or surviving parent may object, nor, when 
he shall be above the i^ oinxteeny any place to which he may 
himself object. 
No. 7. — ^Where such parents or parent or next of kin shall desire 
. it, he shall allow the said child, while under the age of sixteen, 
to attend any Sunday or other school which shall be situated 
within the same parish or within two miles' distance from his 
residence, on every Sunday ; and, if there be no such school 
which such child can attend, shall, at some reasonable hour on 
every Sunday allow any minister of the religious persuasion of 
the child to have access to such child for the purpose of im- 
parting religious instruction. 
No. 8.— Where the apprentice continues bound after the age of 
seventeen years, the master shall pay to such apprentice, for and 
in respect of every week that he duly and properly serves the 
said master, as a remuneration, a sum to be inserted in the 
indenture, or to be agreed upon by the Guardians and the said 
master when that time arrives, or, if they cannot agree, to be 
settled by some person to be then chosen by the said master 
and such Ghiardians, and, until such sum be agreed upon or 
settled, not less than one-fourth of the amount then commonly 
paid as wages to journeymen in the said trade, business, or 
employment. 
No. 9.-— The master shall, by himself or by his agent, produce the 
apprentice to the Board of Guardians by whom such apprentice 
was bound, or to their successors in office, at their ordinary 
meeting next preceding the end of the first year of the binding, 
and before the receipt of the remainder of the premium, if any 
be due, and shall in like manner produce the said apprentice 
at some one of their ordinary meetings, to be held at or about 
the middle of the term, and whenever afterwards required to 
do so by the said Guardians or their successors. 

Provided that if the apprentice reside out of the Union or 
Parish by the Guardians whereof he was bound, the 
apprentice shall be produced, as hereinbefore directed, 
to any Board of Guardians of the Union or Parish, as 
described in Article 14, or if there be no such Board of 
Guardians, then to the overseers of the parish in which 
the apprentice may be residing. 
No. 10. — The master shall not cause the said apprentice to work or 
live more than 10 miles from the place or places mentioned in the 
indenture, according to Article 16, without the leave of the 
Guardians so binding him, or their successors. 
Art. 19. — These duties of the master shall be enforced by covenants 
and conditions, to be inserted in the said indenture so to be executed by 
him. 

Art. 20. — The master shall also covenant not to assign nor to cancel 
the indenture, without the consent of the Guardians or their successon, 
previously obtained, under a penalty to be speci6ed in the said covenant, 
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and to pay to the said Guardians or their successors all costs and expenses 
that they may incur in consequence of the said apprentice not being 
supplied with medical or surgical assistance by the master, in case the 
same shall be at any time requisite. 

Art. 21. — The indenture shall be made subject to the following pro- 
visoes : — 

1, — That if the master take the benefit of any Act for the relief of 
insolvent debtors, or be discharged under any such Act, such 
indenture shall forthwith become of no further force or effect. 
2.-— That if, on a conviction for a breach of any one of the aforesaid 
covenants before a Justice of the Peace in pursuance of the ' 
provisions of the statute in such case made and provided, the 
Guardians who may be parties to the said indenture, or their 
successors, shall declare by a resolution that the indenture 
shall be determined, and shall transmit a copy of such resolu- 
tion, under the hand of their clerk, or the person for the time 
being acting as such, by the post or otherwise, to the said master, 
such indenture shall, except m respect of all rights and liabilities 
then accrued, forthwith become of no further force or effect. 

Explanation of Terms. 

Art. 22. — ^The word Union in this Order shall be taken to include 
any union of parishes incorporated or united for the reliefer maintenance 
of the poor under any local Act of Parliament. 

Art. 23. — The word Guardians in this Order'shall be taken to include 
any Governors, Deputy Governors, Assistants, Directors, Managers, 
Acting Guardians, Trustees of the poor, or Select Vestrymen, entitled to 
act in the ordering of relief to the poor from the poor rate under any 
local Act of Parliament. 

Art. 24. — ^Whenever the word Parish is used in this Order it shall be 
taken to include any place maintaining its own poor, whether parochial or 
extra-parochial. 

Art. 25. — The word Child in this Order shall signify any person 
under the age of 21 years. 

Art. 26. — Whenever, in describing any person or party, matter, or 
thing, the word importing the singular number or the masculine gender 
only is used in this Order, the same shall be taken to include, and shall 
be applied to, several persons or parties as well as one person or party, 
and females as well as males, and several matters or things as well as 
one matter or thing, respectively, unless there be something in the subject 
or context repugnant to such construction. 

Art. 27. — Whenever in this Order any article is referred to by its 
number, the article of this Order bearing that .number shall be taken to 
be signified thereby. 

Art. 28. — Provided that nothing herein contained shall apply to the 
apprenticing of poor children to the sea service. 

Art 29. — And, in pursuance of the provisions contained in the said 
first recited Act, we do direct, that wherever any justice or justices shall, 
under any authority of law, assent or consent, order or allow, of the bind- 
ing of any poor child as apprentice, such justice or justices shall certify 
at the foot of the indenture and the counterpart thereof, ii) t|ie form fin^ 
ffiuiner following ; that is to say : — 
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" I or we, {as the case may be^ Jofttke *or Jtiitices of Uie 
Peace of and in the County \or other jurisdictum^ as the 
cctse may be\ of , who have assented 

to, ordered, or allowed the above binding, do hereby 
certify that we have examined and ascertained that the 
Rules, Orders, and Regulations of the Poor Law Com- 
missioners, for the binding of poor children apprentices, 
and applicable to the above-named parish, [or other 
place, as the case may be^ contained in their Greneral 
Order bearing date the Twenty-ninth day oi January, 
One thousand eight hundred and forty-five, have been 
complied with.

To the Cletk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty Sessiont 
held for the division or divisions in which the p^ishes 
and place* named in the said Schedule are situate ) — 

And to all others whom it may conceru. 

In pursuance of the powers vested in us by an Act passed in the fifth 
year of the feign of His late Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled 
" An Act for the Amendment and better Administration of the Laws re- 
lating to the Poor in England and Wales," and an Act passed in the 
seventh and eighth year of the reign of Her present Migesty Queea 
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Victoria, intituled "An Act for the further Amendment of the Laws relating 
to the Poor in England," we, the Poor Law CommisBioners, do make the 
following rules and regulations in regard to the apprenticing of the poor 
ofaildren of the seTeral parishes named in the Schedule hereunto annexed. 

The Parties. 

Art. 1. — No child under the age of nine years shall he bound ap- 
prentice; 

And no child that cannot read and write his own name ; 

No child shall be so bound to a person who is not a housekeeper^ or 
assessed to the poor-rate in his own name ; 

Or who is a journeyman, or a person not carrying on trade or business 
on his own account ; 

Or who is under the age of twenty-one ; 

Or a married woman. 

The Premium. 

Art 2. — No premium other than clothing for the apprentice shall be 
given upon the binding of any person above the age of fourteen^ unless 
such person be maimed, deformed, or suffering from some permanent 
bodily^'in6rmity, so that the nature of the work or trade which such per** 
son is fit to perform or exercise is restricted. 

Art. 3. — ^Where any premium is given it shall consist in part of clothes 
supplied to the apprentice at the commencement of the binding, and in 
part of money. 

Term. 

Art. 4.*— No apprentice shall be bound for more than eight years* 

Art. 5. — No person above /btirfem years of age shall be so bound with- 
out his consent. 

And no child under the age of sixteen years shall be so bound without 
the consent of the father of such child, or if the father be dead, or be dis* 
qualified to give such consent, as hereinafter provided, or if such child be 
a bastard, without the consent of the mother, if living, of such child. 

Provided, that where the parent of such child, whose consent would be 
otherwise requisite, is transported beyond the seas, or is in the custody of 
the Law, having been convicted of %omt felony ^ or for the space of sit 
calendar months before the time of executing the indenture has deserted 
such child, or for such space of time has been in the service of Her 
Majesty or of the Ea*t India Company, in foreign parts, such parent, if 
the father, shall be deemed to be disqualified as hereinbefore stated, and 
if it be the mother, no such consent shall be required. 

PUu:e of Serricfi, 

Art. 6**— No child shall be bound to a master whose place ot business, 
whereat the child is to work and live, shall be distant more than thirty 
miles from the place in which the child is residing at the time of the 

binding; * r^ t n 

Unless in any particular case the Poor Law Commissioners shall, on 

application to thebii otherwise permit. 

Preliminaries to the Binding. 
Art. 1.— tf the child, whom it is proposed to bind apprentice, be in 
jthe workhouse, and under the age oijbufteen, the Overseers shall icquiie 
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a certificate in writing from some medical man duly licensed to praetiae^ 
aa to tbe fitness in regard to bodily health and strength of such child to 
be bound apprentice to the proposed trade, and shall also ascertain from: 
the master of the workhouse the capacity of the child for such binding is. 
other respects. 

Art. 8. — If the child be not in the workhouse, but in the parish by 
which it is proposed that it shall be bound, the Overseers shall examine 
into the circumstances of the case, the condition of the child, and of hia, 
parents, if any, and the residence of the proposed master, the nature of 
his trade, the number of other apprentices, if any, then bound to him, and 
generally as to the fitness of the particular binding. 

Art. 9. — ^The Overseers shall, when the child is under the age of 
fourteen^ direct such child to be taken to a medical man duly licensed to 
practise, to be examined as to his fitness in respect of bodily health and 
strength for the proposed trade or business, in order that such medical 
man may certify in writing according to his judgment in the matter, 
which certificate shall be obtained by the said Overseers previously to the 
binding. 

Art. 10. — If the child be residing in some other Parish or Union, the 
Overseers who propose to bind him shall not proceed to do so unless they 
receive such a rq>ort as is required in Article 8, from the relieving oflScer, 
or some other officer admihistering the relief of the poor of the district in 
which such child is residing, and a certificate from some medical prac- 
titioner of the neighbourhood of the child's residence to the effect re- 
quired in Article 9. 

Art. 11. — ^When a premium is proposed to be given, in a case within 
the provisions of Article 2, the Overseers shall require a certificate in 
writing of some medical practitioner, certifying that the person is maimed, 
deformed, or disabled, to the extent specified in such article, before they 
proceed to execute the indenture ; and shall cause such certificate to be 
deposited with the books and documents of the parish. 

Art. 12. — When such certificate as is required by Articles 7, 9, and 10 
is received, or in case, from the age of the child, no such certificate is 
required, the Overseers shall direct that the child, and the proposed master, 
or some person on his behalf, and, in case the child be under the age of 
sixteen^ the parent or person in whose custody such child shall be then, 
living, shall attend some meeting of the Overseers to be appointed for such 
purpose. 

Art. 13. — ^At such meeting, if such parties appear, and the said Over- 
seers, afier making all due inquiries, and hearing the objections (if any 
be made) on the part of the relatives or friends of such child, shall deem 
it proper that the binding shall be effected, they may forthwith cause the 
indentures to be prepared, and to be executed in such manner and with 
such sanction as the law shall require'; provided that when the same shall 
have been executed by the master and the oth^ parties lawfully authorized, 
the same shall be signed by the child, as hereinafter provided. 

Art 14. — If the proposed master reside out of the parish on account of 
which the binding is to be eflfected, but in some Union or Parish under 
a Board of Guardians, whether formed under the provisions of the first- 
recited Act or of the Act of the twenty-second year of the reign of King 
George the Third, intituled '* An Act for the better Relief and Employ- 
ment of the Poor,'' or of any local Act, the Overseers shall, before pro. 
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oeBding to effect the binding, communicate in writing the proposal to the 
Guardians of such Union or Parish, and request to be informed whether 
flBch binding is open to any objection ; and if no objection be reported by 
ssich Quardians within the space of one calendar month, or if the objection 
does not appear to the overseers proposing to bind the child to be sufficient 
to prevent the binding, the same may be proceeded with ; and when the 
indentures shall have been executed, the overseers who executed the same 
shall cause notice thereof, in writing, to be sent to the Guardians of the 
Union or Parish wherein the said apprentice is to reside. 

Indenture, 

Art. 15.^— The indenture shall be executed in duplicate by the master 
and the overseers, and shall not be valid unless signed by the proposed 
apprentice, without aid or assistance, in the presence of the said overseers ; 
and the consent of the parent, where requisite, shall be testified by such 
parent signing with his name or mark, to be properly attested, at the 
toot of the said indenture ; and where such consent is dispenscui with 
under the provision contained in Article 5, the cause of such dispensation 
shall be stated at the foot of the indenture by the said overseers. 

Art. 16. — ^The indenture shall contain mention of the place or places 
at which the apprentice is to work and live. 

Art. 17. — One part of such indenture, when executed, shall be kept 
by the overseers, the other shall be delivered to the master. 

Duties of the Master,' 

Art. 18. — And we do hereby prescribe the duties of the master to 
whom such poor child may be apprenticed, and the terms and conditions 
to be inserted in the said indentures, as follows : — 

No. 1.— The master shall teach the child the trade, business or 
employment set forth in the indenture, unless the overseers or 
their successors, or the Guardians of any Union in which the 
parish may hereafter be comprised, or of the parish itself, in 
case it shall be placed under a Board of Guardians, shall 
authorize the substitution of another trfide or business. 

No. 2. — ^He shall maintain the said child with proper food and 
nourishment. 

No. 3. — ^He shall provide a proper lodging for the said child. 

No. 4. — He shall supply to the said child one suit of proper clothing 
every year during the term of the binding. 

No. 5. — He shall, in case the said child be affected with any 
disease or sickness, or meet with any accident, procure, at his 
own cost, adequate medical or surgical assistance, to be supplied 
by some duly qualified medical man for such child. 

No. 6. — He shall, once at least on every Sunday, cause the child 
to attend some place of divine worship, if there be any such 
within a reasonable distance, according to the religious per- 
suasion in which the child has been brought up ; so, however, 
that no child shall be required by the master to attend any 
place of worship to which his parents or surviving; parent may 
object, nor, when he shall be above the age otsixteen^ any 
place to which he may himself object. 

No. 7. — Where his parents or parent, or next of kin shall desiie

it, he BhaU allow the said ehild while under the age of sMun 
to attend any Sunday or other achool which ahall be situated 
within the tame pariah, or within two miles' distance from 
his residence, on every Sunday ; and if there he no such school 
which such child can attend, shall, at some reasonable hour on 
every Sunday, allow any minister of the religious persuasion of 
the child to have access to such child for the purpose of impart- 
ing religious instruction. 
No. 8. — Where the apprentice continues bound after the age of 
seventeen years the master shall pay to such apprentice, for 
and in respect of every week that he duly and properly serves 
the said master, as a remuneration, a sum to be inserted in 
the indenture, or to be agreed upon by the overseers for the 
time being, or the Guardians of the Union in which such 
parish may then be included, or of the parish if it shall be 
under a Board of Guardians, and the said master when that 
time arrives, or, if they cannot agree, to be settled by some 
person to be then chosen by the said master and such overseers 
or guardians ; and until such sum be agreed upon or settled, 
not less than one-fourth of the amount then commonly paid 
as wages to journeymen in the said trade, business, or employ- 
ment. 
No. 9. — ^The master shall, by himself or by his agent, produce the 
apprentice to the overseers by whom such apprentice was 
bound, or to their successors in office, at the end of the first 
year of the binding, and at the middle of the term, and when- 
ever afterwards required to do so by the sud overseers or 
their successors. 
Provided that, if the said parish shall at any time after the 
execution of the said indenture be comprised in any 
Union, or be placed under a Board of Guardians, the 
child shall be produced at such times to such Guardians 
instead of the overseers of the parish. 
I^rovided also, that if the apprentice reside out of the parish 
by the overseers whereof he was bound, the apprentice 
shall be produced, as hereinbefore directed, to any 
Board of Guardians of the Union or Parish, as described 
in Article 14 ; or if there be no such Board of Guardians, 
then to the overseers of the parish in which the 
apprentice may be residing. 
No. 10. — The master shall not cause the said apprentice to work 
or live more than ten miles from the place or places mentioned 
in the indenture, accx)rding to Article 16, witnout the leave of 
the overseers so binding him, or their successors. 

Art» 10.*^These duties of the master shall be enforced by covenants 
and conditions to be inserted in the said indenture so to be executed 
by him. 

Art. 20.— The master shall also covenant not to assign nor to cancel 
the indenture without the consent of the overseers or Guardians, as 
mentioned in the next Article, Or their respective successors, previously 
obtained, under a penalty to be speciB^d i?> the said covenant; and to 
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pay to the said overBeers or Guardians* or their ret pectiye auccesBora, all 
coata and ezpensea ]that may be incurred on account of the said parish 
in consequence of the said apprentice not hetng supplied with medical 
or surgical assistance by the master, in case the same shall be at any 
time requisite. 

Art* 21.— The master shall also further covenant that, if the parish 
shall at any time after the execution of the said indenture be comprised 
In any Union, or be placed under a Board of Guardians, he will discharge 
all the obligations incurred by him under the said indenture, in reference 
to the oirerseers, according to the directions of the Guardians of such 
Union or Parish, as though such Guardians had been the parties to the 
said indenture instead of the overseers. 

Art. 22.'^The indenture shall be made subject to the following 
provisoes t— 

1. — That if the master take the bene6t of any Act for the relief of 
insolvent debtors, or be discharged under any such Act, such 
indenture shall forthwith become of no further force or effect. 

2. — ^That, if on a conviction for a breach of any one of the aforesaid 
covenants before a justice of the peace, in pursuance of the 
provisions of the statute in such case made and provided, the 
overseers who ihay be parties to the said indenture, or their 
aucoesBors, shall declare by a notice that the indenture shall 
be determined, and shall transmit a copy of such notice, under 
the hands of the majority of them, by the post or otherwise, 
to the said Master, such indenture shall, except in respect of 
all rights and liabilities then accrued, forthwitn become of no 
further force or effect. 

Explanation qf Terms, 

Art. 23.^— Whenever the word Parish is used in this order it shall be 
taken to include any place maintaining its own poor, whether parochial 
or extra-parochial. 

Art. 24. — The word Overseers shall include churchwardens, where 
there are any such for the parish. ' 

Art 25.->The word Child in this Order shall signify any person 
under the age of twenty-one years. 

Art. 26. — ^Whenever in describing any person or party, matter or 
thing, the word importing the singular number or the masculine gender 
only is used in this Order, the same shall be taken to include and shall 
be applied to several persons or parties as well as one person or party 
and femaled as well as males, and several matters or things as well aa 
one matter or thing, respectively, unless there be something in the 
Bttbjeot or context repugnant to such construction. 

Art. 27.— Whenever in this Order any Article is referred to by ita 
number, the Article of this Order bearing that number shall be taken 
to be signified thereby. 

Art. 28. —Provided that nothing herein contained shall apply to the 
apprenticing of poor children to the sea service. 

Art. 29. — And, in pursuance of the provisions contained in the said 
first recited Act, we do direct, that wherever any justice or justices shall, 
under any authority of law^ assent or consent, order or albw of the 
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binding of any poor child as apprentice, each justice or justices shall 
certify, at the foot of the indenture and the counterpart thereof, in the 
form and manner following ; that is to say : — 

*' Ii or We, [as the case may be^ Justice or Justices of the Peace of 
and in the county [or other jurisdiction^ as the case may ^] 
of 9 who have assented to, ordered, or allowed 

the above binding, do hereby certify that we have examined 
and ascertained that the Rules, Orders, and Regulations of 
the Poor Law Commissioners, for the binding of poor children 
apprentices, and applicable to the above-named parish, \pr 
other place, as the case may 6e,] contained in their General 
Order bearing date the Twenty-ninth day of January, One 
thousand eight hundred and forty-five, have been complied 
with.

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LETTER RELATING TO THE FOREGOINgOrOERS. 

Poor Law Commission Office^ Somerset Houtei 
January \st^ 1845. 
I AM directed bv the Poor Law Commissioners to forward to yon 
a copy of a General Order which they have issued for regulating the 
proceedings to be taken in the binding of parish apprentices. 

The Commissioners were empowered by the 4 and 5 Wm. TV., c. 76, 
(the Poor Law Amendment Act)^ to make regulations upon this subject, 
which were to be enforced by the justices in the indentures which they 
might allow after the issue of the regulations. But they had not issued 
any such regulations previous to the passing of the Act of the last Session, 
which gives a more precise and summary remedy for the enforcing, 
against the masters, of the regulations which they may prescribe. 

That statute having also taken the binding of parish fl[pprentices away 
from the overseers, and removed the control of the justices over it, has 
substituted the Board of Guardians in the place of those respective 
parties. The Commissioners have, therefore, felt it expedient forthwith 
to prescribe and promulgate the regulations which they think ought to be 
laid down for the control and guidance of the Guardians upon thitf 
subject. 

Their object has been to secure a careful attention, on the part of the 
Guardians who are to bind out the children, to the fitness and propriety 
of the step which is to affect permanently the future condition of those 
children, and a due performance afterwards by the masters of the duties 
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which appear naturally to result from th(i relation of master find ap- 
prentice. 

I am to call the attention of the Gruardians to the fact, that the appren- 
ticeship is a species of relief, and consequently can only be given subject 
to the regulations which may exist in any particular Union or Parish, 
with regard to the relief in such Union or Parish generally. 

In conclusion, I have to observe, that the Commissioners by no means 
desire to express any opinion as to the propriety of the Guardians ex- 
tending the practice of parish apprenticeship. There is no doubt that 
the compulsory apprenticeship of poor children, which has been abolished 
by the 13th section of the 7 and 8 Vic, c. 101, has been found pro- 
ductive of great evils and mischief; and there are not wanting authorities 
of weight against the system of parochial apprenticeship in general. 

That system, however, not having been abolished by the Legislature, 
will doubtless continue to be practised in those districts where it has 
hitherto prevailed ; but the Commissioners do not wish that the Guar- 
dians in those parts of the country where the system has not been 
generally pursued, should infer that they entertain any desire to promote 
its introduction in consequence of their having issued the order above 
referred to.

I,*—* Creation of District, 

Art. 1. — ^We, the Poor Law Commissioners, acting under the authority 
of an Act passed in the fifth year of the reign of His late Majesty King 
William the Fourth, intituled " An Act for the Amendment and better 
Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor in England and Wales," 
and of an Act passed in the eighth year of the reign of Her present

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Majesty Queen Victoria, intitaled " An Act for the further Amendment 
of the Laws relating to the Poor in England," do herehy combine the 
36)llowing Unions, viz., Alcester, Banbury, Chipping Norton, Droitwich, 
Evesham, Foleshill, Northleach, Ptershore, Rugby, Shipston-upon-Stour, 
Solihull, Southam, Stow-on-the-Wold, Stratford-upon-Avon, Warwick, 
Witney, Woodstock, and Worcester Unions, together with the several 
Parishes of St Michael and the Holy Trinity, in the City of Coventry 
and County of the same City, into a District for the audit of accounts, to 
be termed " The Oxfordshire and Warwickshire Audit District," and do 
order and direct that one person shall be appointed as the auditor of the 
said district. 

• II. — Mode of Election. 

' Art. 2. — And we do hereby prescribe the time and manner in which 
such auditor shall be elected, as follows ; that is to say, 

On some day or da3rs b^ween the fifth and thirteenth days of June 
next^ and on some day within thirty days after the happenii^ of any 
vacancy in the said office, an Assistant Poor Law Commissioner, to be 
determined by the Poor Law Commissioners, shall cause an advertisement 
to be inserted in one of the newspapers published in the cities of London 
or Westminster, and in two or more newspapers published within the 
counties in which the said Unions or some of them are situated, giving 
notice of the vacancy, and inviting persons desirous to become candidates 
for the office of auditor, to send to him, at some place to be therein 
specified, their names in full, their profession or occupation, their age and 
residence, within a time not exceeding fourteen days from the first 
insertion of such notice in i^uch newspapers as aforesaid. 

Art. 3. — On the expiration of the said term of fourteen days the 
Assistant Poor Law Commissioner shall cause a list to be made of such 
persons as may have duly offered themselves as candidates, and may 
have forwarded the information hereinbefore required ; and such Assis- 
tant Poor Law Commissioner shall send copies of such list, with the 
other particulars hereinbefore required, to each of the several chairmen 
and vice-chairmen of the Boards of Guardians of the before-mentioned 
Unions and Parishes respectively, and to such other persons as niay be 
qualified to vote at the election of the auditor for the district, and shall 
request each elector to return to him in some writing signed by such 
elector, on or before a day to be specified by such Assistant Poor Law 
Commissioner, being not less than seven days^ nor more than fourteen 
days^ after the date of such list, the name of the candidate in such list 
for whom such elector votes. 

Art. 4.— On the day next after the day specified by such Assistant 
Poor Law Commissioner for the return of such names, the said Assistant 
Poor Law Commissioner shall examine the Returns then received by 
him, and shall cast up the numbers, and shall enter on the said list so 
made out by him as aforesaid, against the name of each candidate, the 
names of the several electors who shall have voted for such candidate. 

Art. 5. — If any candidate shall have obtained the majority of the 
votes of the said electors, the Assistant Poor Law Commissioner shall 
certify in writing, at the foot of such list, that such candidate hath been 
duly elected the auditor for such district. 
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Art. 6. — If no candidate have received the Votes of the majority of 
the electors, the Assistant Poor Law Commissioner shall again send the 
names of the two candidates who have received the greatest numher 6f 
votes to each of the several electors, with a request that each elector 
will return, in some writing signed by him, the name of one of such two 
persons to the said Assistant Poor Law Commissioner, on or before a day 
to be specified, being not less than seven days^ nor more than fourteen 
days^ after the date of such request. 

Art 7. — On the day next after the day specified for the second return, 
the Assistant Poor Law Commissioner shall examine the returns then 
received by him, and shall proceed, as on the former occasion, to cast up 
the number of the votes, and to enter the names of the persons voting, 
and to certify in writing that the candidate who then has the greater 
number of votes is elected the auditor of the district 

Art. 8.— If on the return to the copies of the list first sent out by the 
said Assistant Poor Law Commissioner, it be found that no candidate 
has a majority of the votes of the electors, and that the votes are equal 
iti favour of the three candidates who have received the largest number 
of votes, or in fiivour of any two of such three candidates, he shall forward 
on the second occasion the names of all such three candidates, and shall 
proceed as if the names of the candidates so sent were sent for the first 
time, except that in the event of there being an equality of votes on the 
seeond voting, the election shall be deemed to have failed, and proceed- 
ings shall take place as on a new vacancy. 

Art. 9. — If only one candidate shall offer himself to the Assistant 
Poor Law Commissioner, the name and address of such person shall be 
sent by such Assistant Poor Law Commissioner to all the persons quali- 
fied to vote as aforesaid, and such Assistant Poor Law Commissioner 
shall request such persons to inform him in writing, on or before a day 
to be specified, being not less than seven days^ nor more than fourteen 
days^ from the date of such request, whether such persons assent or ob- 
ject to such candidate being elected as an auditor, and if the greater 
number of the electors then entitled to vote shall signify their assent to 
the election of such person, but not otherwise, the said Assistant Poor 
Law Commissioner shall declare the candidate to be duly elected. 

Art. 10. — The Assistant Poor Law Commissioner shall cause copies 
of the list showing the names of the voters who shall have voted for each 
candidate, or, in case of no contest, of the electors who shall have ex- 
pressed their assent to the election of the person nominated, with the 
name of the person elected as auditor duly certified at the foot thereof, 
to be printed forthwith, and shall transmit to the Guardians of the 
several Unions and Parishes respectively printed copies thereof, and shall 
communicate to the person so elected auditor the fact of his having been 
so elected, and shall advertise the result of the election in some one or 
more newspaper or newsps^ers published in the district. 

III.— Continuance in Office, 

Art 11. — And we do determine that the oflScer so appointed shall 
continue in office until he shall die, or resign, or be removed therefrom 
by the Poor Law Commissioners. And in case of such death, resignation 
or removal, another auditor shall be appointed in manner aforesaid.

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IV.— Duties of the Auditor. 

Art. 12. — ^The auditor shall, twice in every year, that ia to say,a8 80on 
as may be after the Twenty-fifth day of March, and the Twenty-ninth 
day of September, examine, audit, and allow or disallow, the accounts of 
the several Unions and Parishes hereinbefore combined, and of the 
several Parishes comprised in the said Unions, according to the laws 
in force for the time being for the administration of the relief of 
the poor. 

V. — Remuneration of Auditor. 

^ Art. 1 3. — ^And do we regulate the amount of the salary payable to 
such officer, and the time and mode of pa3anent thereof, and the pro- 
portions in which such respective Unions and Parishes shall contribute 
to such payment, as follows : — 

We order that the said auditor shall be paid for the performance of 
his duties an annual salary of 418/., such sum to be paid by equal peri- 
odical payments, to be made after the completion of the audit of the 
accounts of the several Unions and Parishes so comprised in the said 
district, and of the Parishes in the said Unions respectively.

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VI. — Explanation of Terms, 

Art. 15.— WheneyeT the majority of electors is spoken of in this Order, 
it is to be taken to mean the majority of those electors whose assents to, 
or dissents from, a candidate on any list sent out as aforesaid are received 
in due form, and within the proper time. 

Art. 16. — ^Whenever any notice or list, or other document is required 
to be sent, it shall be sufficient if the same be sent by the post, and the 
date of the delivery of the same to the post-office shall be taken to be the 
date of sending the same. 

Art. 17. — If, by any accident, error, or other cause, a majority of the 
whole number of votes to be given has not been received on the day 
appointed for the receipt thereof, the election shall be deemed to have 
failed.

i.— General Orders — Relating to the Election of Guardians. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in 

the Schedule hereunto annexed ; — 
To the Churchwardens and Overseers of the Poor of the several 

Parishes comprised in the said several Unions ; — 
To the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty Sessions held 

for the Division or Divisions in which the said several Parishes 

are situate ;— < 
And to all others whom it may concern. 

We, the Poor Law Commissioners, do hereby, under the authority of 
an Act passed in the fifth year of the reign of His late Majesty King 
William the Fourth, intituled " An Act for the Amendment and better 
Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor in England and Wales," 
rescind all such of the provisions contained in any Order or Orders, 
under the hands and seal of the Poor Law Commissioners, as direct the 
manner of conducting the election of Guardians of the Poor for the 
several parishes comprised in the several Unions named in the Schedule 
hereunto annexed. 

And we do hereby order and direct henceforth in regard thereto, with 
reference to each of the Unions named in the said Schedule, as follows : — 

Art. 1. — The Overseers of every parish shall, before the 26th day of 
March in every year, distinguish in the rate-books, or enter into some 
other book to be provided for the purpose, the name of every rate-payer 
in their parish, who has been rated to the relief of the poor for the 
whole year immediately preceding the eaid day, and has paid the poor- 
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rates made and assesaed upon him for tbe period of one whole year, 
except those which have been made or become due within the six months 
immediately preceding the said day. 

Art. 2. — ^The Clerk to the Board of Guardii^s shall at every future 
annual election of Guardians perform the duties hereby imposed upon 
him, and all other duties suitable to his office which it may be requisite 
for him to perform in conducting and completing such election ; and 
in case the office of Clerk shall be vacant at any time when any pro- 
ceeding is to be taken under this Order, or in case the Clerk, from 
illness or other sufficient cause, shall be unable to discharge such duties, 
the Guardians shall appoint some person to perform such of the duties 
imposed by this Order upon the Clerk as shall then remain to be per- 
formed, and the person so appointed shall perform such duties. 

Art. 3. — The Guardians shall, before or during every such election, 
appoint a competent number of persons to assist the Clerk in conducting 
and completing the election in conformity with this Order, but if the 
Guardians shall not make such appointment within the requisite time, 
the Clerk shall take such measures for securing the necessary assistance 
as he shall deem advisable. 

Art. 4. — In selecting such persons, the Guardians shall choose such 
of the paid officers of the Union as may be willing, and as may appear 
to the Guardians to be able to afford such assistance, without interrup- 
tion to the proper discharge of their other duties. 

Art. 5. — The persons appointed under Articles 3 and 4 shall obey 
all the directions which may be given by the Clerk for the execution of 
this Order. 

Art. 6. — ^The overseers of every parish in the Union, and every officer 
having the custody of the poor-rate books of any such parish, shall 
attend the Clerk at such times as he shall require their attendance, until 
the completion of the election of Guardians, and shall, if required by 
him, produce to him such rate-books, and the registers of owners and 
proxies, together with the statements of owners, and appointments and 
statements of proxies, and all books and papers relating to such rates in 
their possession or power. 

Provided that where any register of owners shall have been prepared 
in any parish containing a population exceeding 2000 persons, it shall 
not be necessary to produce the statements of owners. 

Mode of conducting the Elation, 

Art. 7. — The Clerk shall prepare and sign a notice which may be in 
the Form marked (A.), hereunto annexed, and which shall contain the 
following particulars : — 

Ist. — The number of Guardians to be elected for each parish in 
the Union. 

2nd. — ^The qualification of Guardiiins. 

3rd. — The qualification of voters. 

4th. — The persons by whom, and the places in each parish where, 
the nomination papers in respect of such parish are to be re- 
ceived, and the last day on which they are to be sent. 

5th. — ^The mode of voting in case of a contest, and the days on 
which the voting papers will be delivered and collected. 
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6th, — ^The time and place for the examination and casting up of 
the votes. 

And the Clerk shall cause such notice to be published on or before 
the 15th day of March, in the following manner : — 

Ist — ^A printed copy of such notice shall be affixed on the prin- 
cipal eiternal gate or door of every Workhouse in the Union, 
and shall from time to time be renewed, if necessary, until 
the 9th day of April. 

2nd. — Printed copies of such notice shall likewise be affixed on 
such places in each of the parishes in the Union as are ordi- 
narily made use of for affixing thereon notices of parochial 
business. 

Art. 8. — Any person entitled to vote in any parish may nominate for 
the office of Guardian thereof, himself, if legally qualified, or any other 
person or number of persons (not exceeding the number [of Guardians 
to be elected for such parish) legally qualified to be elected for that 
office. 

Art. 0.<— 'Every nomination shall be in writing in the Form marked 
(B.), hereunto annexed, and be signed by one person only, as tke party 
nominating, and shall be sent on or before the 26th day of March to 
the Clerk, or to such person or persons as may have been appointed to 
receive the same, and the Clerk or such person or persons, shall, on the 
receipt thereof, mark thereon the date of its receipt, and also a number 
according to the order of its receipt ; provided that no nomination sent 
after the said 26th day of March shall be valid. 

Art. 10. — If the number of the persons nominated for the office of 
Guardian for any parish shall be the same as, or less than, the number 
of Guardians to be elected for such parish, such persons, if duly qualified, 
shall be deemed to be the elected Guardians for such parish, for the 
ensuing year, and shall be certified as such by the Clerk under his hand 
as hereinafter provided. 

Art. 11. — But if the number of the duly qualified persons nominated 
for the office of Guardian for any parish shall exceed the number of 
Guardians to be elected therein, the Clerk shall cause voting papers, in 
the Form marked (C), hereunto annexed, to be prepared and filled up, 
and shall insert therein the names of all the persons nominated, in the 
order in which the nomination papers were received, and shall, on the 
5th day of April, cause one of such voting papers to be delivered by the 
persons appointed for that purpose, to the address in such parish of 
each rate-payer, owner, and proxy qualified to vote therein. 

Art. 12.— If the Clerk shall consider that any person nominated is 
not duly qualified to be a Guardian, he shall state in the voting paper 
the fact, that such person has been nominated, but that he considers such 
person not to be duly qualified. 

Art. 13. — If any person put in nomination for the office of Guardian 
shall tender to the officer conducting the election, his refusal, in writing, 
to serve such office, and if in consequence of such refusal the number of 
persons nominated for the office of Guardian for such parish, shall be 
the same as^ or less than, the number of Guardians to be elected for 
such parish, all or so many of the remaining candidates as shall be duly 
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qualified, shall be deemed to be the elected Guardians for such parish 
for the ensuing year, and shall be certified as such by the Clerk under 
his hand as hereinafter provided. 

Art. 14. — ^Each voter shall write his initials in the voting paper de- 
livered to him against the name or names of the person or persons (not 
exceeding the number of Guardians to be elected in the parish) for 
whom he intends to vote, and shall sign such voting paper ; and when 
any person votes as a proxy, he shall in like manner write his ovm 
initials and sign his own name, and state also in writing, the name of 
the person for whom he is proxy. 

Art. 15.— Provided that if any voter cannot write, he shall affix his 
mark at the foot of the voting paper in the presence of a witness, who 
shall attest the affixing thereof, and who shall write the initials of 
such voter against the name of every candidate for whom the voter in- 
tends to vote. 

Art. 16. — If the initials of the voter shall be written against the 
names of more persons than are to be elected Guardians for the parish, 
or if the voter shall not sign or affix his mark to the voting paper, or if 
his mark shall not be duly attested, or if a proxy do not sign his own 
name, and state in writing the name of the person for whom he is proxy, 
such person shall be omitted in the calculation of votes. 

Art. 17.— The Clerk shall cause the voting papers to be collected by 
the persons appointed for that purpose, on the 7th day of April, in such 
manner as he shall direct. 

Art. 18. — ^No voting paper shall be received or admitted unless the 
Rame shall have been delivered at the address in each parish of the 
voter, and collected by the persons appointed or employed for that 
purpose, except as is provided in the following article. 

Art. 19. — Provided that every person qualified to vote, who shall not, 
on the 5th day of April, have received a voting paper, shall, on appli- 
cation before the 8th day of April to the Clerk at his office, be entitled 
to receive a voting paper, and to fill up the same in the presence of the 
Clerk, and then and there to deliver the same to him. 

Art. 20. — ^Provided also, that in case any voting paper duly delivered 
shall not have been collected through the default of the Clerk, or the 
persons appointed or employed for that purpose, the voter in person 
may deliver the same to the Clerk before 12 o'clock at noon on the 
8th day of April. 

Art. 21.— The Clerk shall, on the 9th day of April, and on as many 
days immediately succeeding as may be necessary, attend at the Board- 
room of the Guardians of Sie Union, and ascertain the validity of the 
votes, by an examination of the rate-books, and the registers of owners 
and proxies, and such other documents as he may think necessary, and 
by examining such persons as he may see fit ; and he shall cast up 
such of the votes as he shall find to be valid, and to have been duly 
given, collected, or received, and ascertain the number of such votes for 
each candidate. 

Art. 22. — ^The candidates, to the number of Guardians to be elected 
for the parish, who being duly qualified, shall have obtained the greatest 
number of votes shall be deemed to be the elected Guardians for the 
parish, and shall be certified as such by the Clerk under his hand. 

Art. 23.-— The Clerk, when he shall have ascertained that any can- 
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didate is duly elected as OuardiaD, shall notify^ the fact of his having 
been so elected, by deliyering or sending, or causing to be delivered or 
sent, to him a notice in the Form (D.), hereunto annexed. 

Notice of the Election of Guardians, 

'' Art. 24.— The Clerk shall make a list, containing the names of the 
candidates, together with (in case of a contest) the number of votes 
given for each, and the names of the elected Guardians according to the 
Form marked (E.\ hereunto annexed, and shall sign and certify the 
same, and shall deliver such list, together with all the nomination and 
voting papers which he shall have received, to the Guardians of the 
Union, at their next meeting, and shall cause copies of such list to be 
printed, and shall deliver or send, or cause to be delivered or sent, one 
or more of such copies to the Overseers of each parish, and to the Poor 
Law Commissioners. 

Art. 25. — ^The Overseers shall aflBx, or cause to be affixed, copies of 
such list, at the usual places for affixing in each parish notices of paro- 
chial business. 

Explanation of Terms, 

Art. 26.— Whenever the word " Parish " is used in this Order, it 
shall be taken to signify any place separately maintaining its own poor. 

Art. 27. — ^Whenever in describinfl; any person or party, matter or 
thing, the word importing the singular number or the masculine gender 
only is used in this Order, the same shall be taken to include, and shall 
be applied to, several persons or parties as well as one person or party, 
and females as well as males, and several matters or things, as well as one 
matter or thing respectively, unless there be something in the subject or 
context repugnant to such construction. 

Art. 28. — Whenever in this Order any article is referred to by its 
number, the article of this Order bearing that number shall be taken to 
be signified thereby. 

Art. 29. — ^Whenever the day appointed in this Order for the perform* 
ance of any act shall be a Sunday, or Good Friday, such act shall be 
performed on the day next following. 

Art. 30.— -The word *' Clerk '' shall extend in this Order to the person 
who may be appointed under Article 2, to act as such in the performance 
of the duties hereby prescribed.

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To THE GuARBiANs OF THE PooR of the Beveral Parishes named 

in the Schedule hereunto annexed ; — 
To the Churchwardens and Overseers of the Poor of the said several 

Parishes ;— 
To the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty Sessions held for 

the Division or Divisions in which the said several Parishes 

are situate; — 
And to all others whom it may concern. 

We, the Poor Law Commissioners, do hereby, under the authority of 
an Act passed in the fifth year of the reign of his late Majesty King 
William the Fourth, intituled " An Act for the Amendment and better 
Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor in England and Wales," 
rescind all such of the provisions contained in any Order or Orders, 
under the hands and seal of the Poor Law Commissioners, as direct the 
manner of conducting the election of Guardians of the Poor for the several 
Parishes named in the Schedule hereunto annexed. 

And we do hereby order and direct henceforth in regard thereto, with 
reference to each of the parishes named in the said Schedule, as 
follows: — 

Art. 1. — The Overseers of the parish shall, before the twenty-sixth 
day ofMarch in every year, distinguish in the rate-books, or enter in some 
other book to be provided for the purpose, the name of every rate-payer 
in the parish, who has been rated to the relief of the poor for the whole 
year immediately preceding the said day, and has paid the poor-rates 
made and assessed upon him for the period of one whole year, except 
those which have been made or become due within the six months imme- 
diately preceding the said day. 

Art. 2. — ^The Clerk to the Board of Guardians shall at every future 
annual election of Guardians perform the duties hereby imposed upon 
him, and all other duties suitable to his office which it may be requisite 
for him to perform in conducting and completing such election ; and in 
case the office of Clerk shall be vacant at any time when any proceeding 
is to be taken under this Order, or in case the Clerk, from illness or 
other sufficient cause, shall be unable to discharge such duties, the 
Guardians shall appoint some person to perform such of the duties 
imposed by this Order upon the Clerk as shall then remain to be per- 
formed, and the person so appointed shall perform such duties. 
^^ Art. 3. — ^The Guardians shall, before or during every such election, 
appoint a competent number of persons to assist the Clerk in conducting 
and completing the election in conformity with this Order ; but if the 
Guardians shall not make such appointment within the requisite time, 
the Clerk shall take such measures for securing the necessary assistance 
as he shall deem advisable. 

Art. 4. — In selecting such persons, the Guardians shall choose such 
of the paid officers of the parish as may be willing, and as may appear 
to the Guardians to be able to afford such assistance, without interruption 
to the proper discharge of their other duties. 

Art* 5. — ^The persons appointed under Articles 3 and 4 shall obey all 
the directions which may be given by the Clerk for the execution of 
this Order. 

Art. 6.— The Overseers of the parish, and every officer having the 
custody of the poor-rate books of the parish, shall attend the Clerk at 

I 
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■uch tunes as he shall require their attendance, vntil the completion of 
the election of Gruardiana, and shall, if required by him, produce to him 
such rate-books, and the registen of owners and proxies, together with 
the statements of owners, and appointments and statemoits of proxies, 
and all books and papers idatmg to such rates in their possession or

1st. — ^A printed copy of such notice shall be affixed on the principal 
external gate or door of every workhouse in the parish, and 
shall from time to time be renewed, if necessary, until the ninth 
day of April. 

2d. — Printed copies of such notice shall likewise be affixed on such 
places in the parish as are ordinarily made use of for affixing 
thereon notices of parochial business. 

Art. 8. — Any person entitled to vote in the parish, may nominate for 
the office of Guardian thereof, himself, if legally qualified, or any other 
person or number of persons (not exceeding the number of Guardians 
to be .elected for such parish) legally qualified to be elected for that 
office. 

Art. 9. — Every nominatitm shall be in writing in the Foitn marked (B) 
hereunto annexed, and be signed by one person only, as \h& party nomi^ 
nating, and shall be sent on or before the twenty-sixth day of March to 
the Clerk, or to such person or persons as may have been appointed to 
receive the same and the Clerk, or such person or persons shall, on the 
receipt thereof, mark thereon the date of its receipt, and also a number 
according to the order of its receipt ; provided that no nomination sent 
after the said twenty-sixth day of March shall be valid. 

Art. 10. — If the number of the perscms nominated for the offiee of 
Guardian for the parish shall be the same as, or less than, the lUimber of 
Guardians to be elected for such parish, such persons^ if duly qualified, 
shall be deemed to be the elected Guardians for such parish fx the 
ensuing year, and shall be certified as such by the Clfirk under his hand 
as hereinafler provided. 
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Art 11. — ^Bat if the number of the duly qualified penom nokniBiited 
for the office of Guardian for the parish shall exceed the number of 
Guardians to be elected therein, the Clei^k shall cause voting papers, in 
the Form marked (G), hereunto annexed, to be prepared and filled up, 
and shall insert therein the names of all the persons nominated, in the 
order in which the nomination papers were received, and shall on the 
fifth day of April cause one of such voting papers to be delivered by the 
persons appointed for that purpose, to the address in such parish of each 
rate-payer, owner, and proxy qualified to vote therein. 

Art. 12. — If the Clerk shall consider that any person nominated is 
not duly qualified to be a Guardian, he shall state in the voting paper 
the fact that such person has been nominated, but that he considers such 
person not to be duly qualified. 

Art. 13. — If any person put in nomination for the office of Guardian 
shall tender to the officer conducting the Section his refusal, in writing, 
to serve such office, and if in consequence of such refusal the number of 
persons nominated for the office of Guardian for the parish shall be the 
Mme asy or less than, the number of Guardians to be elected for such 
parish, all or so many of the remaining candidates as shall be duly 
qualified shall be deemed to be the elected Guardians for such parish 
for the ensuing year, and shall be certified as such by the Clerk under 
his hand as hereina^r provided.

Art. 16. — If the initials of the voter shall be written against the 
names of more persons than are to be elected Guardians for the parish, 
or if the voter shall not sign or affix his mark to the voting paper, or if 
his mark shall not be duly attested, or if a proxy do not sign his own 
name, and state in writing the name of the person for whom he is 
proxy, such person shall be omitted in the calculation of votes. 

Art. 17. — The Clerk shall cause the voting papers to be collected by 
the persons appointed for that purpiwe on the sevenl^ dAy of April in 
such manner as he shall direct. 

Art. 18. — ^No voting paper shall be received or admitted unless the 
same i^all have been delivered at the address in the parish of the voter, 
and collected by the persons appointed or employed for that purpose, 
except as is provided in the following Article. 

Art. 19. — Provided that every pei^on qualified to vote, who shall not 
on the fifth day of April have received a voting paper, shall, on appli- 
cation before the eighth day of April to the Clerk at his offiee, be entitled 
to receive a voting paper, and to fill up the same in the presence of the 
Clerk, and then and there to deliver the same to him>

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Art 20.— Provided also, that in case any voting paper duly delivered 
shall not have been collected through the defiuilt of the Clerk, or the 
persons appointed or employed for that purpose, the voter in person 
may deliver the same to the Clerk before twelve o'clock at noon on the 
eighth day of April. 

Art. 21. — The Clerk shall, on the ninth day of April, and on as 
many days immediately succeeding as may be necessary, attend at the 
board-room of the Gusurdians of the parish, and ascertain the validity of 
the votes, by an examination of the rate-books, and the registers of 
owners and proxies, and such other documents as he may think neces- 
sary, and by examining such persons as he may see fit ; and he shall 
cast up such of the votes as he shall find to be valid, and to have been 
duly given, collected, or received, and ascertain the number of such 
votes for each candidate. 

Art. 22.— The candidates, to the number of Guardians to be elected 
for the parish, who being duly qualified, shall have obtained the great- 
est number of votes shall be deemed to be the elected Guardians for 
such parish, and shall be certified as such by the Clerk under his 
hand.

Letter relating to the foregoing Orders. 

Poor Law Commission Office^ Somerset House ; 
Sir, 16th January^ 1845. 

I AM directed hy the Poor Law Commissioners to transmit to you 
a copy of a General Order which they have issued to regulate the election 
of Guardians in parishes now in Union. 

The statute of the last Session of Parliament has introduced some 
alterations in regard to this matter, the most important of which affect 
the scale of voting, and those alterations have rendered it necessary for 
the Commissioners to modify some parts of the Orders hitherto in force 
which regulate the mode and manner of elections of Guardians. 

They have, therefore, deemed it advisable to rescind all those Orders, 
and to issue the present as a General Order, containing the few altera- 
tions which appear to them to he requisite. 

The plan which the Commissioners established several years hack for 
the conduct of these elections, having worked with success, and having 
in a satisfactory manner effected the election of the Guardians in the 
great numher of parishes now combined in Unions, has not heen departed 
from in the present Order, and it will be seen, therefore, that it contains 
little more than verbal alterations, and some few changes in the details. 

The Commissioners have, however, thought it expedient to alter the 
dates on which the several proceedings are to take place, and thus to 
avail themselves of the provision contained in the seventeenth section of 
the 7 and 8 Vict., c. 101, which continues the Guardians in office for 
40 days after the 25th of March, if a new election do not previously 
take place. 

The Commissioners have not set out in this Order any Forms for the 
statement of owners of property, for the appointment of proxies, the 
statements of proxies, and in the register of those statements and appoint- 
ments, which in the Orders now rescinded appeared as Forms (A.) (B.) 
(C.) and (D.) At the same time, as the Commissioners believe that 
it will he convenient if some Forms be suggested for general use, they 
have reconsidered those formerly prepared with reference to the altera- 
tions made hy the late statute, and think that Forms to the following 
effect might be safely used in place of the first three of those Forms.

Election of GuARniANS. 

To THE Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in 

the Schedules hereunto annexed ; — 
To the Churchwardens and Overseers of the Poor of the several 

Parishes comprised in the said several Unions ; 
To the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty Sessions held 

for the Division or Divisions in which the said several Parishes 

are situate ; 
And to all others whom it may concern. 

We, the Poor Law Commissioners, do hereby, under the authority of 
an Act passed in the fifth year of the reign of His late Majesty King 
William the Fourth, intituled, " An Act for the Amendment and better 
Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor in England and Wales," 
rescind all such of the provisions contained in any Order or Orders 
under the hands and seal of the Poor Law Commissioners as direct tbe 
payment of expenses to be incurred in the election of Guardians of the 
Poor for the several Parishes comprised in the several Unions named in 
the Schedules hereunto annexed. 

And whereas by a General Order, under the hands and seal of the 
Poor Law Commissioners, bearing date tbe 16th day of January instant, 
addressed to the Guardians of the Poor of the said several Unions, the 
said Commissioners have prescribed the manner of conducting the future 
election of Guardians of the Poor for the several parishes comprised in 
the said Unions ; and it is expedient that provision should be made for 
the payment of the expenses to be incurred in such elections. 

Now therefore, we, tbe said Poor Law Commissioners, do hereby 
order and direct henceforth in legard thereto, with reference to each of 
the said Unions named in the said schedules as follows : — ^That the ex- 
penses of every future election of Guardians of the Poor of the several 
Parishes comprised in the said Unions shall be defrayed by tbe Guardians 
of the said Unions in the manner hereinafter set forth, that is to say : — 

Art. 1. — The cost of providing the several Forms marked (A.), 
(D.), and (£.), contained in the said Order, being the Notice 
of Election, the Notice to the Guardians elected, and the cer- 
tificate of the Election, shall be defrayed out of the common 
fund of the Union. 

Art. 2. — ^The cost of providing the Form marked (C.) contained in

the person appointed under the authority of the said recited 
Order to act as such in the performance of the duties thereby

— And in the case of every contested election one farthing 
per head on the population of the parish in which the contest 
shall have taken place, if the population shall be more thai* 
five hundred, and one halfpenny per head on the population of 
the parish in which the contest shall have taken place, if the 
population be not more than five hundred, shall be paid to the 
said clerk or other person as aforesaid in addition to such com- 
pensation, and shall be defrayed out of the funds in the pos- 
session of the said Guardians belonging to such parish.

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Fdor Lam» it has appeired to the Poor Law GommiitioneTilto!>edesiTable 
that a short and plain statement of the e£fect of such alterl^tionB, so far as 
they immediately affect the powers and duties of Guardians ai the Poor 
and their paid officers, of the powers and duties of Overseerfe, should be 
circulated for the use of those officers* Accordingly, the Poor Law 
Commissioners have directed the enclosed statement to be forwarded to 
you for the guidance of the Guardians and their paid officers.

I. — ^The Operation an© CoNiSTRtCTiON oftbe Act (7 and 8 Vict.c. 

101) FOR THE Further Amendment op the Laws relating to the 

Poor in England. 

This Act came into operation on the 10th of August, 1844, the day 
after it received the Royal Assent, (s. 16.)' 

It is to be construed as if it and the Poor Law Amendinent Act (4 and 
5 Wm. IV. c. 76) and the series of Acts amendittg and extending the 
latter were one Act. (s. 14.) 

IL*-^RaLtSP OF THE Pooft« 

The duty of relieving the Poor is in no instatice diminished, except 
by the abolition of compulsory apprenticeship, a mode of relief for poor 
cnildren but tately resorted to in later times. Even in those instances 
in which new modes of relief are provided for particular clas&es of poor, 
the duty of relieving such poor in the manner required by the previous 
law is in no case dispensed with, and, in some instances, is expressly re- 
tained. Thus, in places where special provision may be made for the 
relief of houseless poor in asylums, for large districts, the obligation im- 
posed by previous Statutes, or the regulations of the Commissioners upon 
Gruardians, Overseers, Relieving Officers, and Masters of Workhouses of 
the respective parishes and Unions within those districts, to afifotd relieif 
in casea of sudden and urgent necessity, or dangerous illness^ is expressly 
retained, (s. 54.) Thus, also, although it is provided that non-resident 
relief may, in certain cases, be given to widows, it is at the same time 
expressly provided, that the obligatioti to afford relief, previously imposed 
on the places where such widows are resident, shall continue in full 
force, (s. 26.) 

i. — The Classes of Poor, 

Poor children can no longer be put out as apprentices under the 43 
Eliz., or the 8 and 9 Wm. III., c. 30, to parishioners unwilling to re- 
ceive them : all provisions in those Acts, and in all other Acts, general 
or local, for thia purpose being repealed, (s. 13.) 

But poor children may still be bound apprentices to persons willing to 
take them. Overaeers, however, are, after the first day of October, 1844, 
deprived of the power of binding or assigning apprentices where thera is 
a Board of Guardians, and their powera aro tranafored to such Guar- 
dians, (s. 12.) 

The Poor Law Commisaionen^ in addition to theit power to regulate 
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^e appKfitiemg of poor ohildrcn under the 4 and 5 Wm. IV. c. 76, s. 15, 
wluea did not appear to extend to the controlling of the maBters, are 
enabled by the, present Act to prescribe the duties of the masters, and the 
terms and conditions to be inserted in the indentures ; for breach of which 
the masters are made subject to a summary penalty not exceeding 
twenty pounds. (s> 12.) 

Where there are GuardianB» they are to execute the indenture of appren-* 
ticeship which, as a coxporation under the 5 and 6 Vict./c. 57, s. 16, they 
will do by affixing their common seal ; and in this case the dlowance of 
the Justice of the Peace is dispensed with. The Guardians must cause 
their clerk to register all apprentices bound or assigned by them in the 
following formi so far as it is applicable to the case. (s. 12.) It is de- 
sirable that the clerk should sign his name against each entry. 

JFbtm of the BegiHer t^ J^fpr^ntioes bound Or coHgned by the Board 
of Guardian* ^ the ... . . Union. 
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Where there are nd QuardianS) the Overseers mast still obtaui the allow- 
anoe of the JustieeB) and mint in all other respects conform to the lair 
previdufly in force. 

The pf ovisio)fi6 of the Act do not extend to apprentiees to be bonhd to the 
sea service, who must still be bound under the 5 and 6 Wtn. IV. c. 19, 
until the first of January, 1845. After that date they must be bound 
under the 1 and 8 Vict, e. 112, ss. 32 to 36. 

The other provisions relating more particularly to therelief of children 
8t« of a local character. The more important of these are the powers for 
the formation of school districts for the management of orphan or deserted 
children, or children whose parents consent to their being placed in the 
district schoob. The limit as to the size of these districts is such as to 
prevent them from being formed in any but a very few extremely populous 
places, and there only at the discretion of the Poor Law Cbmmismoneri. 
(ss. 40 to 51.) These provisions, therefdre$ are too partial in opertttion 
•to interest the great majority of Parishes and Unions. When school 
districts are formed, however, it will be competent to the Board of GuaiS 
dians of any Parish or Union, any part of which is within 20 miles from 
the district school, by arrangement with the district board, to send the 
children of their respective Parishes or Unions to the district school, upon 
such terttxs as are mutualiy agreed upon. (s. 51.) 
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The provisicms of the Acts 2 Geo. III. c. 22, and *? Geo. III. c 39, 
relating to parish poor children within the city of London, and a certun 
district in its immediate vicinity, wWch provisions had for the most part 
been disregarded in practice, are now repealed, (s. 52.) 

The changes in the law of bastardy, which will be hereafter more fully 
adverted to, make no dificrence in the legal obligation on parishes to re- 
lieve bastard children, whenever their necessities require relief. 

Widows in certain cases are made the subject of a provision entirely 
new to the statute law. The provision is as follows : — 

*• In the case of any person being a widow — 

having a legitimate child dependent on her for support— 
and no illegitimate child bom after the commencement 

of her widowhood — 
and who at the time of her husband's death was resident 
with him, in some place other than the parish of her 
legal settlement, and not situate in any Union in 
which such settlement is comprised— 
it shall be lawful for the Guardians of such Parish or 
Union, if they see fit, to grant relief to such widow, 
although not residing in such Parish or Union." 
(s. 26.) 
It is to be observed that the widow must have been resident with her 
husband at the time of his death, not only out of the parbh of her settle- 
ment, but also out of the Union in which that parish may be comprised. 
The object of the clause appears to be to avoid the disturbance of those 
connexions and mode of life, at a distance from the Union, to which the 
family may have become accustomed, and which existed at the time of the 
husbfuid's death. 

Where all the conditions exist which would enable the Guardians to 
grant non-resident relief, they are still to use their discretion, as to whether 
non-resident relief to the widow is in each particular case desirable. The 
general objections to such relief, such as the difficulty of ascertaining the 
circumstances of paupers beyond the power of inspection of the Guardians 
or their Officers, and the further difficulties attendant on the transmission 
of relief to places where the Guardians have no authority and no official 
agency, will be weighed by the Guardians. 

This power is one intrusted to Boards of Guardians only. Overseers 
acquire no authority under this provision to administer non-resident relief 
to the class of widows described. 

It must be borne in mind by Guardians and their officers that they are 
in no wise exempted from their previous obligation to relieve any widow 
who may be in their Parish or Union requiring relief, by the power thus 
given to the Guardians of ^the place of her settlement to afford her non- 
resident relief. And even when that power is exerted, if notwithstanding 
the relief sent to her by her parish, she or her children require additions 
or further relief, the officers of the place where she is, are still bound as 
heretofore to aJbrd her the relief which the circumstances require. 
(s. 26.) 

Married Women^ whose children required and received relief, were 
not before the passing of this Act liable to any conditions in respect of 
such relief, and could cast off their children upon the parish, however 
well such women might be able to maintain their children, or to contri- 
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bate to their maintenance. Widows, on the other hand, were liable to 
tiie like conditions and consequences of relief afforded to themselves and 
.tibeir children as the fathers of legitimate children are. The present Act 
deckres that while the husband of any woman is beyond the seas, (that is, 
out of Great Britain,) or in custody of the law, or in confinement in any 
Heensed house or asylum as a lunatic or idiot, all relief given to the wife, 
or to her child or children shall, notwithstanding her coverture, be given 
to her, in the same manner and subject to the same conditions as if she 
were a widow, (s. 25.) 

Insane Poor^ in places where the Poor Laws are administered under 
Local Acts, are placed under the control of the Guardians and officers 
.appointed under such Local Acts, in the same manner as if they were 
appointed under the Poor Law Amendment Act. (s. 28.) The Guar- 
dians under such Local Acts will therefore exercise all die duties and 
powers in respect to insane persons as Overseers were previously invested 
with. The Guardians may contract with a medical man to certify as to 
the state of insane persons. The officers who, under such Local Act, ex- 
ercise the functions of relieving officers, must give to the Justices the 
information heretofore required of Overseers. The officer performing 
the duties of clerk to the Guardians, must on the 15th of August, in every 
year, make out two lists of all the insane persons chargeable, and transmit 
one copy to the Clerk of the Peace of the county, and the other copy to the 
Poor Law Commissioners. (5 and 6 Vic, c. 57, s. 6.) 

Houseless Poor are for the first time particularly provided for by the 
general law. The asylums for their reception and relief can only be 
eatablished in the metropolis, and in five other populous cities and towns, 
(ss. 40 to 55.) 

ii. — Modes of Relief 

Belief with the above exception in the case of certain widows, remains 
subject in all cases to the regulation of the Poor Law Commssioners, and 
is to be administered by Guardians and their officers, and the Overseers 
of the Poor, in all respects as before the passing of the Act. 

The administration of Relief in the Workhouse is freed from some 
technical difficulties. Relief in a Union workhouse is to be deemed relief 
in the parish to which the pauper is chargeable. There will, therefore, 
be no further doubt as to the power of executing an order of removal from 
the workhouse, (s. 56.) The punishment for offences in the workhouses, 
or in relation to the property therein, under the 2nd and 5th sections of 
the 55th Geo. III. c. 137, is in the first case made capable of mitigation, 
at the discretion of the justices : and in the last case, if the offence be re- 
peated, may be increased, (s. 58.) Persons convicted before justices of 
any offence in a workhouse, or absconding from any workhouse with parish 
property, could only be committed to the gaol of the place where the 
offence was committed ; that is to say, of the place where the workhouse 
was situated. Now they may be committed to the gaol of the place where 
they were chargeable, (s. 57.) 

Emigration* — ^The Guardians appointed under the Poor Law Amend- 
ment Act, are exclusively to apply money raised or borrowed under that 
Act for the purpose of emigration, (s. 29) 

jBtfHoi.— Guardians and Overseers have hitherto been without legal 
authority to provide directly for the burial of paupers dying out of the 
workhouse. Guardians, and Overseers in places where there are no 
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aiittdi«D% tie how enabled to bury the dead body of any poor penon be- 
ing witbin their Pariah or Union. The chuchjard or other oomecimtad 
buHal-gnmnd belonging'to the pariah, or plaoe in which the death ooturred^ 
ia to be the ordinary pbice of banal, for the bodies, both of pertona who 
hare been chargeable in their lifetime, and of thoae who have ilot. . If, 
howeyer^ a deceased person in his lifetime, or the huaband at wife, ot 
next of kin of de<xaaed bsre otherwise desired, it would appear that the 
Guardians may have regard to such desire, and may arrange and pay for 
the burial elsewhere. In any case where the deceased has been charge- 
able to any] other pariah than that in which he died, the Guardians are 
enabled, either in compliance with any desire expi^essed by the deceascdi 
or by any of hia relations, or for any other cause, to direct authoritatiTely 
that the Dody be buried in the churchyard^ or burial-ground of the pariah 
to which the deceased was so chargeable, (s. 31) see also s. 56*) This 
latter proviaion ia intended for the benefit of parishes where Union work- 
houaea are situate, upon whom the burden haa hitherto fallen of providing 
ground for the burial of the paupers of other parishes dying in the work-^ 
house. 

III. — LlABlLItlEA OP PeHSONS RELlfeVfiD. 

Generally the obligationa of persons to maintain themselves, of parents 
to maintain their children, of husbands to maintain theiif wives^ and 
of such persons, parents, and husbands, to repay the coat of relief to 
themselves^ their childreb, or wives ; of grandfathers and grandmothers 
to contribute to the maintenance of their grandchildren ; and of children 
to contribute to the maintenanoe of their parents^ remain unditninished. 

The estates of insane persons and idiots were only liable in a very 
imperfect manner to the repayment of relief afforded tnemt Now to the 
extent to which their property may be more than sufficient to maintain 
their families, such property is made liable generally to repay the oosta 
incurred by parishes in respect of such persona^ and trusteea and all 
other persons in possession of property belonging to insaue or idiot 
persons, are indemnified for any paymenta they may make to Guardians 
or Overseers^ (s. 27.) 

The Fathers of Legitimate Children remain liable fOr the relief oi 
such children as heretofore, and their liabiUties are continued unimpaired 
in the cases where their wives are made responsible iti respedt of the 
aame relief, (s. 25.) 

Tlie Wife of a man beyond the seas, (that is, out of Great Britain^)' 
or in the cuatody of the law, or in confinement as a lutatio or idiot, in a 
licensed house or asylum, is to receive relief for herself and her ehildrea 
in the same manner, and subject to the same conditions, as if she wefd 
a widow, (s. 25.) Where widows are obliged to receive relief iot 
their children within the Union or within the workhouse^ these married 
women will be subject to the like condition. Relief may be afforded t^ 
such married women or their children as a loan repayable by such 
married women^ notwithstanding the ordinary exemption of married 
women from similar liabilities. 

The Mothers of Bastards^ and the Putative Pathers of Bastards ate 
the subject of the most considerable change in the policy of the law 
effiscted b^ the present Act. (ss. 1--^11.) 

The principle of the laiw for oh^ging the putt^tive fathers of bastard 
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ehildren ii MrboUy different from that of any law which has heretofore 
been in foroe in England either before or since the Poor Law Amend* 
ment Act. Formerly the remedy was intended exclusively for the parish : 
now the mother alone can obtain it, and the parish is expressly prohibited 
from originating any proceedings for obtaining the order or payment 
under it to themselyes* Formerly the chargeability of the childi either 
in fact or in prospect, was the ground of the remedy : now the actual or 
probable chargeability of the child is made wholly immaterial. 

It is very necessary that Guardians and Oi^erseers should make 
themselves ^Uy aware of the nature of so much of this change as 
affects them as officers, inasmuch as. their powers for the enforcement 
of the liabilities of putative fathers are abrogated, and their interference, 
in the matter in which they were formerly exclusively concerned is now 
made criminal. 

All the pre-existing powers for making orders on putative fathers for 
the maintenance of bastard children are abrogated from the 10th of 
August, 1844) (s. 1,) except only in the cases where proceedin|;s before 
justices were pending on that day, in which cases the proceedmgs may 
be continued, and orders made as if the Act had not passed. (s« 9«) 

Orders previously made (and apparently orders aAerwards made in 
cases pending on the 10th of August, 1844) remain valid according to 
their effect. But orders made before the 14th of August, 1834, (the 
date of the passing of the Poor Law Amendment Act,) which had, as to 
the time of their operation, no defined limit, are not to remain in foroe 
after the 1st of January, 1849, at which date the most recent of such 
orders will have been in force more than fourteen years and four months. 
(s. 9.) Orders made since the passing of the Poor Law Amendment 
Act remain in force only until the child attains the age of seven years, 
and the last of these orders must expire some time before the 9th of 
August, 1851. 

The parish is deprived of the power to apply for any Order on the 
putative father. 

The mother alone of the bastard is entitled to apply for such an Order* 

No officer of any parish or Union may conduct any application to 
make or enforce any such Order, or in any way interfere in causing 
such an application to be made, or in procuring evidence to support 
such application, or in receiving money under such an Order. If 
he does so he, is subject to a penalty of iOs, But after the death of 
the mothert or when she becomes legally incapable of receiving money 
under an Order, if a child for whose maintenance an Order has been 
made, becomes chargeable to a Parish or Union through the neglect of 
the putative father to make the payments due from him under the Order^ 
in such a case the Guardians, or, if there are no Guardians the Overseers, 
may so far interfere as is necessary to compel a compliance with the 
Order; but even in this case they must not receive the money, but it 
must be paid to some person appointed to have the custody of the child, 
who is to receive it oti the condition that the child is to cease to be 
chargeable, (s. 1.) 

Any officer of a Union or Parish who endeavours to induce any man 
to contract marriage, by means of threat or promise respecting any 
application for an Order, or enforcement of an Order, is declared guilty 
of a misdemeanour, (s. 8.) 
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The Mothers of Batiards remaiu, as heretofore, liable while unmar- 
ned, or in the state of widowhood, to maintain such bastards up to the 
age of 16, or the previous marriage of their female bastards. (Poor Law 
Amendment Act, s. 71.) By the recent Act such mothers are expressly 
subjected to the punishment of idle and disorderly persons under the 
Vagrant Act, for neglecting to maintain such bastards, and permitting 
them to become chargeable, and to the punishment of rogues and vaga* 
bonds for offending in the same way a second time, or for deserting such 
children, and so permitting them to become chargfuible. (s. 6.) 

rV. PoOR-RaTES, their ASSBSSKENT, COLLECTION} AND 

APPROPRIATION. 

Assessments, — ^The Act referred to makes no alteration in the law 
relating to the assessment to the Poor Rate. The Act 7 and 8 Vict., c. 
40, continues the exemption of stock in trade for another year. 

Collection, — Provisions are made for the better collection of poor's 
rates, with the view more especially of connecting tl\e Gruardians more 
closely with the operation, and of giving them a better security for the 
supply of the funds they require for the performance of their duties. On 
the application of any Board of Guardians, the Poor Law Commissioners 
can issue an Order for the appointment by such Gruaidians of a collector 
of poor's rates, who is to be subject to the laws and regulations appli- 
cable to other paid officers appointed by Guardians. When such Oitler 
is issued, the powers of all other persons to appoint officers to collect 
poor's rates in the same parish are to cease, (s. 62.) 

As regards the collectors and assistant Overseers heretofore appointed 
under the Orders of the Poor Law Commissioners, confirmed by the 
2nd and 3rd Vic, c. 84, any such collector or assistant Overseer may 
be appointed by the inhabitants in vestry, of any parish in which he was 
acting, on the 10th of August, 1844, to discharge all the duties of an 
assistant Overseer, in addition to the collection of poor's rates. Every 
collector and assistant Overseer is to obey in all matters relating to the 
duties of Overseers the directions of the majority of the Overseers, and 
the Overseers' responsibility for the provision and supply of money for 
the relief of the poor and other lawful purposes is, notwithstanding the 
appointment of the assistant Overseers, still retained, (s. 61.) 

If the Overseers of any parish neglect to make or collect sufficient 
rates for the relief of the poor, or to pay such monies to the Guardians, as 
the Guardians may require, and if in consequence any relief directed by 
the Guardians be withheld during a period of seven days, every such 
Overseer is liable to a penalty of 20/. (s. 63.) 

Appropriation.—Hht appropriation of the poor's rates is in no instance 
restricted, though their due appropriation is better secured. On the 
other hand the appropriation to new or extended purposes is authorized 
in several instances by the present Act, as in the case of — 
The costs and fees for burial of poor persons, (s. 31.) 
The providing of district schools, (s. 47.) 
The providing of district asylums, (s. 48.) 

The payment of the salaiies of auditors of districts for schools or 
asylums, (s. 49.) 
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The extension of the amount to be expended on workhouses in the 

Metropolis and Liverpool, (s. 30.) 
Expense of recovering balances on accounts, and of the auditor in 
defending his decisions, (ss. 35, 39,) and, where the court orders 
it, of the party impugning his decision, (s. 35.) 
The apprehension and prosecution of persons under the Vagrant 
Act, being chargeable, or making their families chargeable, (s. 59.) 
or disobeying the regulations of the Poor Law Commissioners. 

(s. 59) 
guilty of ofience or misbehaviour in workhouses, (ib.) 
absconding from workhouses with clothes, &c. (ib,) 
disobeying the lawful and reasonable orders of Justices or Guar- 
dians, or district boards, (ib.) 
obstructing or assaulting officers engaged in administering the 

Poor Laws, (ib.) 
unlawfully obtaining or misapplying property applicable to the 

relief of the poor, (ib.) 
guilty of any offence directly affecting the administration of the 
, Poor Laws, (ib.) 

the apprehending and prosecuting of officers employed in the ad- 

» -' . ministration of the Poor Laws, for neglect or breach of duty, (ib.) 

All these payments under s. 59, are to be made by Guardians 

or district boards, and are to be charged, subject to the 

approval of the Poor Law Commissioners to the particular 

Parishes or Unions concerned, or to the common fund of 

the Union or District, (ib.) 

The making out, preparing, printing, and collecting the lists of 

persons to serve on juries, (s. 60.) 
The perambulation of parishes, not more than once in three years, 
and the setting up and maintaining boundary-stones, (s. 60.) 

In addition to these new and extended purposes, a new mode of appro- 
priating the poor's rate to the purposes of the county, hundred, police, 
and other like rates authorized to be levied in counties, and parts of 
counties, is provided by another Act, the 7 and 8 Vict., c. 33. This Act 
enables justices after the 1st of October 1844, so soon as any vacancy 
occurs in the office of high constable, to issue their precepts for the 
payment of such rates to the Guardians at once, by post or otherwise, 
without the intervention of the high constable. The Guardians are 
required to raise and pay such rates, (s. 1.) If they fail to do so, the 
monies may be levied from the Overseers, with an addition of one shilling 
in every ten. (s. 2.) The provisions of the whole of this Act should be 
carefully examined by the Guardians and Overseers. 

V. — Accounts — Audit — Recovery op Balances. 

Important changes are made by the 7 and 8 Vict., c. 101, for the 
purpose of increasing the efficiency of the Audit, and of the remedies 
against defaulters. 

Accounts.-^The Accounts are no longer required by statute to be 
rendered every quarter of the year ; they are to be rendered as often as 
the Commissioners may direct, but not less than once in every half-year. 
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(■. 38,) The tuhmtiiig OMfH of thq Commwioneii whieh iwiain in 
force, still reqidre the accounts to be rendered qu^iterly, imd until these 
are reyolied, the acQounta must be so r^udered. 

In order to clear the future accounts ftom the embaireivment caused 
by old disputed accounts and by the bringing forwer d of bi^apces found 
before the passbg of the Act, again«t officers now out of offioe, and which, 
in many case^, are not recoverable from the persons who weie originally 
in default, there is a power given to the auditor, with the consent of 
the Poor Law Commissioners, to discharge existing offioera from respon- 
sibility in respect of such balances. Old balances not so discharged are 
to be recover^ as found by the auditor, (s, 34,) and the persons against 
whom Ihey were originally struck, may be proceeded against Ibr them, 
under this Act. 

In future the overseers and other offioers of parishea are required to 
make up and balance their books of account, seven clear days before the 
audit, (s« 33,) of which they will have had notioe from the auditor four- 
teen days before the audit, (ib.) The overseers and other officers are to 
depoait such books at the house of one of the officers of the parish for 
such seven days to be inspected, between the hours of eleven and three^ 
by any person liable to be rated to the relief of the poor. Notice is to be 
affixed ftt the usual places for giving notices, stating the place where the 
books are deposited, and the time and place of audit, (ib.) If any over- 
peer or officer neglect to make up his account, or to give notice of the time 
foid place of. audit or inspection, or alter his account, or refuse to allow it 
to be inspected, he is made liable to forfeit 40«. (s. 33.) 

It will be observed that all these provisions are in force at once, 
without any reference to the appointment of a district auditor or any 
orders of the Commissioners. 

AwUt.-^l&Yery rate-payer is entitled to be present at the audit, and, 
if he thinks fit, to make any objection, (a. S3.) 

The auditor may require any person holding, or accountable for, any 
money or property relating to the relief of the poor, to produce accounts 
and vouchers, and to make and sign a declaration with r^pect to such 
accountfi. (s. 33.) 

If any person required by the auditor to attend his audit fails to do so, 
or to produce his accounts or vouchers, or refuses to make or sign a de- 
claration as to his accounts if required, he is made liable to a penalty of 
40^., and if he make a false declaration, to the penalties of perjury. 

Distrioi Auditors. — 'With the exception of certain places imder local 
Acts, (s. 65,) it is intended that the whole of England and Wales should 
be comprised in more extensive districts of audit, consisting of combi- 
nations of Unions, or of Unions and Parishes. The Commissioners are 
enabled from time to time to form and alter such districts. Thereupon 
the chairmen and vice-chairmen of Boards of Guardians, or, where there 
are no Guardians, the overseers, are to elect the auditor of the district, in 
a manner to be prescribed by the Commissioners, (s. 32.) But auditors 
of districts existing at the time of the passing of the Act may be retained. 
Where districts are altered, the auditor's offiee is not vacated, (a. 370 

Such auditor has full power to audit, allow, and disallow of accounts, 
and is invested with a new and important authority of charging any per- 
son accounting with deficiencies and losses, caused by the negligence of 
such person, or with any sums for which he may be aecountable. (s. 32.) 
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^ The t^uditor k to etvtify (m t)ie £Ma of tlie fteeomittke aumi which he 
finds to be due* (t60 

The person from whom any money is so oerdfi^d to he due, notwith- 
Btaiiding that he may eontinue in office, and would hitherto have been 
still entitled to hold the balance, is now bound, within seven days, to pay 
the money into the hands of the treasurer of the Guardians, where there 
is such an officer. In the case of a Union, the Guardians are to apply 
such sum for the benefit of the parishes respeetively interested in the 
money, (ii.) The importuioe of tnis provision is very great, as rendering 
the audit operative immediately, and preventing officers from still keep- 
ing in ibeir hands the balances found to be due from them. Overseers 
and other officers leaving office must actually pay over the balances due 
from them, and the law can no longer be evaded by a mere entry to their 
credit in their successors' accounts, 

If there is no treasurer, the money certified to be due must be paid 
over within seven days, to the person authorized to receive it. (ib,) 

If the money be not duly paid, it is to be recovered as certified on the 
application of the auditor, or any person authorized to receive it, that is, 
by the treasurer ; or, if there is no such treasurer, by the officer succeed- 
ing the accountant. The expenses of the recoverv* if not obtained firom 
the person accounting, are to be repaid to the auditor by the Guardians. 

If any person refuse to deliver over other property, he is liable to the 
same penalties and proceedings as overseers who negUct to deliver over 
the property of the parish to tneir successors. (t6.) 

In order to prevent the practice occasionally resorted to by parish-officers, 
of msking up from other rates the sums disallowed in the accounts uf poor's 
rate, it is provided, that if any churchwarden, surveyor of highways, 
overseer, or other officer of any Parish or Union, wilfiilly makes any 
illegal payment from any rate or fund of a Parish or Union, or any un- 
lawful entry in his accounts for the purpose of making up to himself or 
any other person, any sum disallowed or surcharged'in account, the offen- 
der, on conviction before two justices, shall forfeit three times the amount 
of such payment, or of the ^um wrongfullv entered in the account, in 
addition to a penalty not exceeding 201. (ib?) 

Any person aggrieved by the decision of the auditor may require the 
auditor to state his reasons for his decision, and may have a certiorari in 
the Court of Queen's Bench, to try the legality of the auditor's decision 
(s. 35) J or in lieu of applying at once for a certiorari, may apply to the 
Poor Law Commissioners to decide upon the question, which they may 
do by order under their hands and seal, and this order may then be re- 
moved into the Queen's Bench by certiorari, (s. 36.) 

In every district for which an auditor is appointed under this Act, 
the power of justices of the peace, and of all other persons to audit the 
same accounts, is repealed, (s. 37.) 



VI.«^Apfointmsnt and Elkction of Parish and Union Officers. 

Oww^wv.— -The power to appoint separate Overseers for townships 
or viUages^ which had not separate overseers appointed before the lOtK 
of August, 1844, is repealed .*(s. 22.) 

Election of Chsardians. — Powers are given for altering the number 
of Guardians to be elected for a parish, (s. 18,) and for dividing parishes 
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for purposes ofdection into wards, (as. 19, 20, 21,) and f<nr addmg pariaheB 
to Unions, or separating parishes ^m Unions, and constituting Boards 
of Guardians for the parishes so separated, (s. 66.) But nothing is to he 
done in these matters un^ orders are issued hy the Commissioners for 
the purpose. 

Considerable changes are made in the conMuency who elect the 

Guardians. 

In the fiwt place as rq^rds the rate-payers — in order to vote th^ 
are not required to have paid any other parochial rates and assessments 
besides the rates made for therelief of the poor. (s. 16.) The periods for 
which they must have been rated, and have paid their poor's rate remain 
unchanged. 

They are hereafter to have the same number of votes in proportion to 
the value of property as owners, (s. 14,) namely : — 

For less than • . • 50/ 1 vote. 

For 50/. and less than 100/. ...» 2 votes. 

For 100/. ,, 150/. • . . . 3 votes. 

For 150/. , , 200/ 4 votes. 

For 200/. , , 250/. .... 5 votes. 

For 250/. and upwards 6 votes. 

The votes of owners of property are reduced in proportion to their 
property, and the scale of their voting is identified with that on which 
rate- payers vote, as just before stated, (s. 14.) 

It is necessary that before the 1st of February in each year, owners 
should make statements containing particulars set forth in the present 
Act. Statements of owners once made will remain good while the cir- 
cumstances described in the statement remain the same. But no state- 
ment will operate during any year unless made before the 1st of February 
in that year. 

The statement must contain — 

a description of the interest or estate the owner has in the pro- 
perty — 

a statement of the amount of all rent service (t. e. rent not being 
rent charges, or rents seek, annuities, encumbrances, &c.) 
which he may receive in respect of the property, and of the 
persons from whom he receives it — 

a like statement of the amount of all rent service he may pay in 
respect of the same property, and of the persons to whom he 
pays it. (s. 15.) 

Owners may appoint j9roa;£e« as heretofore, but no person can vote as 
proxy until 14 days after he has made his claim to vote; and no person 
can vote as proxy for more than four owners of property, unless he be a 
steward, bailiff, land-agent, or collector of rents for such owners. And 
no appointment of proxy is to remain in force for more than two years, 
excepting only in the case where an owner appoints his tenant, baiMff, 
steward, land-agent or collector of rents, in which case the appointment 
will remain in force while such relation between the owner and the proxy 
continues. 

It is important, in order to prevent the disfranchisement of many 
owners, that this information should be conveyed to them by any means 
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which the Guardians can resort to for the purpose. An extract from this 
circular might he affixed to the church-door in every parish ahout the Ist 
January next. 

The statements of owners are to he registered hy overseers as hereto- 
fore : hut in parishes containing a population exceeding 2000 persons they 
must complete the registry hefore the 5th of Fehruary in each year, and 
allow any person to inspect it without fee hetween the 5th and the 10th 
of Fehruary. Any person who has claimed as owner or proxy, and any 
rate-payer, may object to any other person as not being entitled to vote 
as an owner, by delivering to the Clerk to the Guardians notice in writii^ 
of the grounds of his objection. Provisions are made for revising the 
registries in such parishes, and the persons whose names are left in the 
register by the revising oftcer are to be alone entitled to vote as owners 
in the year following the then next 25th of March, (s. 15.) 

The time for the (mmiol election of Guardians is now extended to 40 
days after the 25th of March, (s. 17.) 

Ex^officio Gtiardians, — Justices of the Peace residing in extra-paro- 
chial places, whose boundary line is included within that of the Union, or 
for the greater part coincident with it, are to be declared to be JEx^officio 
Guardians of the Union. Every Justice also residing in any Parish in a 
Union^ although that parish is not within his jurisdiction as a Justice, is 
declared to be an Ex-officio Guardian, (s. 24.) 

VII. — Districts for Administration of the Poor Laws. 

The prohibition of the further division of parishes for the appointment 
of Overseers, the power to divide parishes into wards for the election of 
Guardians, the powers to add to Unions or diminish them, the power to 
combine Parishes and Unions into districts for the maintenance of schools 
and asylums, and for audit, have been adverted to before. 

VIII. — Simplification of Legal PaocEEDiNos. 

Various provisions are made for avoiding formal and technical diffi- 
culties, and occasions for expense, in the conduct of the legal business of 
Parishes and Unions. 

Such is the declaration that the workhouse for all purposes of rdief, 
settlement, and removal, and for the burial of the poor, shall be con- 
sidered as situated in the parish to which the person relieved or removed, 
or whose body is to he buried, is or was chargeable, (s. 56.) 

The clerk, or any other officer empowered by a Board of Guardians, 
is enabled to take, resist, and conduct proceedings on behalf of the Board 
hefore Justices of the Peace acting singly or in Petty or Special Sessions, 
although such clerk or officer is not an attorney, (s. 68.) This removes 
the question which was raised upon this subject in reference to the Act 
for amending the law relating to attorneys, (6 and 7 Vic. c. 73,) so far 
only as relates to business before Justices out of Quarter or Greneral 
Sessions. As regards other business, the right of clerks of Guardians 
who are not professional men, to act for the GKiardians, in legal pro- 
ceedings, remains on the same footing as before. 

Another Act, the 7 and 8 Vic, c. 33, before referred to, contains 
(s. 7) a provision of great importance to Guardians as regards the 
enforcement of their orders on Overseers for the payment of the con- 
tributions of parishes. Any person may apply to any one Justice acting 

L 
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for fk ditifl^on for a notice of a SpedAl Setsiotis to be holden. Sueh 
Justice ma; is^ue sach notice, which, being sent by post, a reasonable 
time before the day for holding the Sessions, to the address of each 
Justice residing and usually acting within the division, the Special 
Sessions may thereupon lawfully proceed in the matter. 

In all proceedings before Jui^tices in Petty or Special Sessions, or out 
of Sessions, any Justices may on the request of a party, summon any 
person to appeifer a« a witness. If the person summoned, having been 
paid or tendered his expenses, do not appear, he may be brought up by 
the warrant of one Justice. Any person before Justices in Petty or 
Special Sessions, or out of Sessions, refusing to give evidence, may be 
committed to gaol for 14 days, unless he previously submits to be 
examined, (s. 70.) 

The evidence of proceedings of the Guardians and of facts in which they 
6re interested, is, in several matters, made more cheap and easy by 69th 
sect, of the 7 and 8 Vict., c. 101. The Guardians' certificate of the 
ehargeability of a pauper is m&de evidence of that fact. Copies of the 
minutes of IJie Guardians under their seal, signed by the Chairman, and 
eountersi^d by their Clerk, are to be received in evidence, without 
proof of the seal being that of the Guardians, or the signatures being 
those of the Chairman and Clerk, (s. 69.) 

The Rules, Orders, and Regulations of the Poor Law Commissioners, 
when printed by the Queen's printer, are to be received in evidence, 
and taken notice of judicially by all Courts and Judges, when so printed. 
(«. 71.) 

Evidence of the transmission of the Rules, Oi ders, and regulations of 
the Poor Law Commissioners to any other person than the Clerk 
of the Guaxdiaiis, (or where there are no GuardiansO to the Overseers, 
is also dispensed with in all civil and crimi&al proceedings, unless 
special notice is given that proof of the transmission will be required, 
(s. 72.) 

IX. — Summary of Duties op Guardians ano their officers, and 

OF Overseers. 

It may be well shortly to indicate the powers and duties which Ghiar- 
dians and their officers and Overseers are called on to exercise and 
•perform nnder the Act, without previous order or intimation from the 
Poor Law Commissioners.

CIRCULAR LETTER of ths Commissioners rblatino to the 

Audit of thk Accounts of Overseers and other Parochial 

Officers. 

Poor Law Commission Office^ Somerset House ; 
Sir, Sth JuLy^ 1844 

I AM directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to transmit to you 
for your guidance, a copy of a judgment pronounced during the last 
Term by the Court of Queen's Bench, in a case of ^' The Queen on the 
prosecution of the Poor Law Commissioners v. The Grovemors and 
J)irectorsof the Poor of St. Andrew Holbom-above-Bars, aqd St. George- 
the-Martyr.*' 

You will observe from this decision that it is your duty to inquire 
into the expenditure by the Overseers, or other Parochial officers, within 
your district, of the whole of the monies raised by them iHider the name 
of the poor-rate, whether the expenditure by them be strictly confined 
to the relief of the poor or relate to any other object, and that if the 
accounts of such expenditure have not hitherto been laid before you, you 
must henceforth require them to be produced. 
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It is right, at the same time, to notice that these officers are not re- 
sponsible for the ^ expenditure by other parties of such suras as they 
are called upon by law to pay out of the poor-rates to such parties for 
specific application ; thus, the Overseers are not answerable for the ex- 
penditure by the Guardians of the contributions which they have called 
for, or by ^e justices, of the sums paid to the county rate, or for the 
application of the sums paid to the Police Commissioners, or to the 
treasurer of the borough where police or borough rates are made. 

In these cases you will only require the production of the proper orders 
upon the Overseers, or other vouchers, by which the amounts paid by 
them are legally demanded.

77ie Queen v. the Governors and Directors of St, Andrew^ Efolbom' 

abovC'BarSy and St. George-the-Martyr, 

JUDGMENT. 

Lord Dbnman. — ^In the case of the Queen against the Governors and 
Directors of St. Andrew Holbom-above-Bars and St. George-the-Martyr, 
and their collector, there were two questions proposed for our consideration ; 
first, whether the defendants, having accounted to the auditor, under the 
local Act of the 6 th of George the Fourth, were also bound to account to the 
auditor appointed under the order of the Poor Law Commissioners ; — se- 
condly, whether if they were bound to account to the auditor, the account 
rendered by them as stated in the case is sufficient. 

With respect to the first question, the powers of the Auditors under the 
local Act are so inadequate to the performance of the duties required of the 
auditor appointed under the order of the Poor Law Commissioners, having 
no power to disallow any of the items in the account, that we are clearly of 
opinion that the defendants were bound to account to the latter auditor, 
although they had already accounted to the auditor under the local Act. 
This part of the case was indeed scarcely contested on the part of the defen- 
dants, and was in efiiect settled by the decision of this Court in the case of 
the Alstonefield Union, in the 11 Adolphus and Ellis, p. 558. 

With respect to the second question, it was contended on the part of the 
defendants that they were not bound to render an account to the auditors 
appointed under the order of the Poor Law Commissioners of all the money 
collected by them under the rate denominated the poor-rate, which is partly 
applicable to other purposes than the relief of the poor, but only so much 
of the produce of the rate as was raised for and applied to the purposes of 
the relief of the poor. 

The defendants made a rate of Is. 2d. in the pound for the relief main- 
tenance, lodging and employment of the poor, which by estimation wouJd 
produce a sum of upwards of 6000/., but of this not much more than half 
was applied or intended to be applied to the relief of the poor, the residue 
was applied and intended to be applied to the police rate and county rate. 
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payment of principal aud interest due in resp^t of delyts ooyitraeted under 
the authority of the local Act, and aalariqs ^d expenses attending the c^ 
rying of the local Act into effect. 

The defendants did account for so much of the money raised under the 
rate as had heen applied and was intended to he applied to the relief and 
maintenance of the poor, hut ohjected to account for the residue which was 
raised for and applied to other purposes, and whether they are bound to do so, 
is in fact the questicm. 

f ' It is not oeoessary to refer to the local Act, as the question turns entirely 
on the PQPr Law Amendment Aot, and applies undoubtedly to every parish, 
in England, where the poor-rate is in part applicable jto the payment q| the 
eounty rates, police rate, or any other expenses than the relief on^ mainter 
nance of the poor. 

$ By the 46th section of the Poor Law Amendment Act, the Commissioners 
may direct the Guardians o^ any Parish or Union to appoint an officer for 
the examining, auditing, and aUowing or disallowing of accounts in suc]^ 
Parish or Union, or united parishes ; and may define, and specify, and direct 
the execution of the duties of such officers, and the places or limits within 
which the same shall be performed. 

In pursuance of this power, the Commissioners did direct the Guardians 
of the Holborn Union, of which the district in question forms a part, to 
appoint an auditor, whose duties were specified to be, among others, to audit 
the accounts of the said Union, and of the several parishes comprised therein, 
at proper times, and to examine whether the expenditure in all cases was 
such as might lawfully be made, and to strike put suph payments and 
charges as were not authorized by some provision of lavf or the order of the 
Commissioners. 

By the 47th section of the Poor Law Ainendment Act, every person having 
the collection, receipt or distribution of the monies raised for the relief of the 
poor, in any Parish or Union, or holding or accountable for any balance 
relating to the relief of the poor, or the cqllectjon or distribution of the poor- 
rate of any parish or Union, shall, where the onlers of the Commissioners 
fhall have come in force, as often as the said orders shall direct, make' 
99d render to the Guardians, auditor, or such other persons as by virtue of 
any statute or custom, or of the said orders, may be appointed to examine, 
audit, ^Uow, qv disallo^nr such amounts, a full and distinct account in writing 
of all monies, matters and things committed .to their charge ; or received; 
hfld, pr expended ty them on behalf of any such Parish or Union ; and all 
balances due from ^ny person having the control and distribution of the poor* 
ratQ, or accountable for such balances, may bejrecovered in the same manner 
^3 any penalties are recoverable under the Act. 

Two thij&gs may be observed in this section ; first, the accounts are to be 
roQdered to a pe^on apppiuted either by statute, custom, or order of the 
poor I<aw Commissioners, to examine, audit, allow, or disallow such accpunts 
and, secondly, that the accpunt is to be made of a// monies, matters, and 
things committed to their charge, or received, held, or expended by them on 
behalf of the Pa^rish or Union, and the balance may be recovered under the 
Act. 

The auditors under the lecal Act do not; as already observed, possess the 
power required for at) auditor under this section : they have no power to 
disallow accounts, hut the auditor appointed under the Order of the Com- 
missioners does possess the power, and is therefore the person to whom the 
accounts should be rendered under the terms of the 47th section. 
. With respect to the acoouuts themselves, the terms of the 46th and 47th 
seqtiops of the Act include all monies held by the parties accounting on 
behalf of the Parish or Union, atid would therefore apply to all money raised 
by the poor-rate. And it is also to be observed,, that in the description of 
th^ persons who are to account, given in the beginning of the early part of 
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tha47lh seotion* penonslieldisg or aoeount^blefor ^y money or balanee r^r 
latiag to the relief of the poor, or the colleetioa or distribatlon of the pooi>rate 
m mentioned. 

It appears to us, therefore, that by the terms of the 46th and 4 7th seotiont 
of the Poor Law Amendment Act, as applied to this case, the defendants 
were bound to account to the auditor appointed under the order of the Poor 
Law Commissioners, not only for so much of the money raised by the poor^ 
rate as was raised for and applied to the relief and maintenanee of the poor, 
but for the whole amount of the money raised by thepoor-rcUet and that the 
auditor may insist on ascertaining the amount of balance of the whole rate 
in the hands of the accoantant 

There is but ena rate levied, and that professedly for the relief, mainte- 
nance, lodging, and employment of the poor ; and even althougii the inquiry 
into the mode of disposing of the proceeds of the rate m^ introduce matters 
foreis^n to the direct and avowed object of the rate, this is but a necessary 
incident in the inquiry, and seems to have been contemplated by the lefd^' 
lature when a remedy is provided for the recovery of the balance in the hands 
of the accountant, obviously meaning the balance of the whole rate levied for 
the relief, maintenance* lodging* and employment of the poor. 

We are, therefore, of opinion, that the verdict which has bee|i entered for 
the prosecutors should stand.

CIRCULAR LETTER op the Coumibsiomrrs relating to Art. 25 

OF THB Workhouse Rules. 

Poor fjaw Commission Office^ Somerset ffouse ; 
Sir, 31*< October^ 1844. 

The Poor Law Commissioners, by Article 25 of their Workhouse 
Rules have provided that — 

'* Any person may visit any pauper in the workhouse by permission of 
^ the master, or (in his absence) of the matron, subject to such condi- 
" tions and restrictions as the Board of Guardians may prescribe, 
** such interview to take place except where a sick pauper is visited, 
** in a room separate from the other inmates of the workhouse, in the 
" presence of the master, matron, or porter." 

The Commissioners find, from a case which has recently occurred 
that the master of an Union workhouse understood the purport of the 
latter clause of this rule (as regards visits to the sick) to be — ^that 
although such visits were excepted from the condition that they should 
take place in a room separate from the other inmates of the workhouse, 
they are still required to be in the presence of the master, matron, or 
porter. 

The Commissioners think it right to explain that this is an erroneous 
view of the intent and eflPect of the Rule. The object of the Commis- 
sioners was to allow communication, with as few impediments as pos- 
sible, between the sick inmates and their friends, especially in dangerous 
cases, and with this view to except these cases from the conditions which, 
for the purpose of preventing visits for improper purposes, the Commis- 
sioners have thought it right generally to lay down. The exception 
applies not only to the room in which such visits take place, but also to 
the presence of the master or other officer. 

The meaning of the Rule appears to the Commissioners so obvious. 
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tliat if an actual case of misapprehennon bad not oocmred, tbey miiild 
hare thought any exphmation on the sohject anperflnona, especiaUy after 
the (nil explanation afforded in the Instructional Letter appended to 
the Workhouse R^ulations. Asyhowerer, it appears to them of impor- 
tance that no possibility of a misanderstanding of the Role in question 
should exist on the part of any workhouse o£Bcers, they request that the 
Board of Guardians will communicate to their officers the real intent of 
the Rule as stated in this Letter.

SIGNER, on the EMPLOYMENT OF THE InMATES OF WoRKHOUSES IK 

Needlework. 

Gentlemen, Dover ^hth Aprils \SAi^. 

I FORWARD herewith a tabular statement of the value of the 
needlework executed for the trade by inmates of metropolitan work- 
houses during the year ended the 25th December, 1844. 

There are 28 metropolitan workhouses under your regulations. 

In 13 of these workhouses such needlework has been discontinued, or 
has never been practised. 

The value of the work done in the other 15 workhouses during this 
year was 683/. 1*. Oid, 

This sum gives 13/. 28, 8c/. as the average value of the work done 
per week, or 9*. 4c/. as the average weekly amount for each metropolitan 
workhouse. 

The sum of 9*. 4c/. may be taken to represent the earnings of two 
needleworkers, or the maintenance of three inmates of a workhouse. If, 
therefore, 56 needleworkers are deprived of employment out of the work- 
house by reason of the work done in the workhouses, 84 needleworkers 
may be maintained in the workhouses by means of the proceeds of that 
work. 

It cannot be reasonably said that the employment of the inmates of 
workhouses in needlework, to the extent to which it is carried, affects 
injuriously the class of needleworkers out of the workhouses. 

It is more probable that the practice of giving small allowances of 
outdoor relief to needleworkers operates to depiess the class. 

Under the circumstances disclosed by this statement, and by the returns 
from which it is drawn up, and which are also submitted for your con- 
sideration, you will probably deem it better to leave Boards of Guardians, 
for the present, at least, to the exercise of their own discretion in this 
matter.

Toar Commitfee have received reports from II parishes out of the 28 
comprised in the Union, namely, Dnnkeswell, Ottery St. Mary, Salcombe, 
Sidmouth, Up Ottery, Gittisham, Payhembui^, SheldoA, Tallaton, Yea 
Ottery, and Honiton, ' ' 

JhmhesweB. — The population of this paosh is 536. In this parish thera 
are six paupers' cottages, containing 22 .rooms, inhabited by 36 persons 
sleeping in 11 bed-rooms with 14 beds. In one house we £nd ijine persons 
sleeping in one room, and four of these are * married couples, and five 
children. Four of the cottages have gardens, hut half of them 4ire without 
privies. Rent is generally low in this parish. In half the eases 4he paupers 
pay rates. ... 

Gittisham, — Population, 376. In this parish there -are 15 panpers* 
cottages, containing 43 rooms, inhabited by '73 persond sleeping in 23 
rooms with 23 beds. Gardens to all the coftages with one exception, 
and privy to each house; all in good repair, tlent very low. * Rates paid 
by owners. In this parish every able-lx>died labourer has an allotment of 
one quarter of an acre of good land at a rent of IQs, a-year including all 
expenses, and on a fixed day in each year the rent is readily and cheerfully 
paid by every tenant. 

Ottery St, Mary, — Population, 4 185. In this parish there are 83 paupers' 
cottages, containing 188 rooms, inhabited by 320 persons sleeping in 105 
bed-rooms with 139 beds. About half the cottaees have gardens and 
privies. Bed-rooms are generally plastered. Rent is very high; and 15 
of the cottages are in a bad state of repair. The floors in many instances 
are merely the bare earth. In about half of these the rates ar^ paid 
by the landlords. There are too many .families of all ages and sexes 
sleeping in the same rooms, and in sQme cases ^ad instances of great want 
of cleanliness. 

Payhembury. — ^Population, 545. In this parish there are 13 paupers* 
cottages, containing 39 rooms, inhabited by 36 persons sleeping: in 19 
rooms with 23 beds. All the cottages have gardens, and as to privies, either 
none or in very bad repair, with but two exceptions. Ued- rooms are plastered, 
with but two exceptions, and in general the cottages are in good repair. 
The rent is moderate. The rates are paid by the owners. All the cottages 
are in repair but three. 

Sakombe' — Population, 525. In this parish there are 10 paupers* cottages, 
containing 28 rooms, inhabited by 59 persons sleeping in 16 bed-rooms 
with 23 beds. Five of the cottages have gardens, and five not. There are 
no privies. Each cottage has a well. Repair indifferent. Rent moderate. 
Rates, where any, paid by renter, with but two exceptions. 

Sheldon, — Population , In this parish there are five paupers' cottages, 
containing 17 rooms, inhabited by 36 persons sleeping in seven bed-rooms 
with 10 beds. Gardens to all the cottages. No privy to any. None of the 
bed-rooms are plastered. Three of the cottages are in a bad state of repair, 
and one particularly so. Occupiers generally pay the rates. 
* Sidmouth, — Population, 3309. In this parish there are 56 cottages, 
containine 156 rooms, mhabited by 321 persons sleeping in 106 bed-rooms 
with 111 beds. Almost all without gardens, and 45 of the cottages have no 
privies ; in some instances five or six cottages have a common privy, which 
is very objectionable. This want of privies must be injurious to the health of 
the neighbourhood. Bed-rooms are plastered. There are 13 cottages ia 
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bftd repair. Rent is yevf high, and in many instances exceeds what in the 
opinion of your Committee, paupers are justified in paying. The rates are 
paid principally by owners. 

TaUaton, — Population, 462. In this parish there are 12 pauper cot- 
tages, containing: 28 rooms, inhabited by 33 persons sleeping m 15 bed* 
rooms with 20 beds. Most of the cottages have gardens, and about 
half of them privies. The bed-rooms are plastered with one exception, 
Rn»air pretty good. Rent is moderate. The rates are paid by the occupiers. 

Up Ottery, — Population, 991. In this parish there are 22 paupers' 
cottages, containing 68 rooms, inhabited by 102 persons sleeping in 31 
bed-rooms with 49 beds. Each cottage has a garden. There are scarcely 
any privies. Not above one-half of the cottages are plastered. There 
are 10 cottages out of repair, and in some cases it is very bad indeed. There 
are two instances in which families, without regard to sex or age occupy the 
same room. The rents are moderate. About half of the rates are paid by 
the owners. 

Ven Ottery — Population, 134. In this parish there are two pauper 
cottages, containing four rooms, inhabited by nine persons sleeping in 
two rooms with five beds. Both cottages have large gardens but no 
privies, and are in bad repair. Bed-rooms not plastered. Occupiers pay 
no rent or rates. 

ffoniton. — Population, 3773. In this parish there are 78 pauper cottages, 
containing 206 rooms, inhabited by 293 persons sleeping in 107 bed-rooms, 
and 163 beds. Many of the cottages in this parish are in a bad state ot 
repair, and although many of them have gardens belonging: to them they 
are generally too small to be useful to the occupiers. The privies are, 
with very few exceptions, exceedingly bad, and in several instances are 
resorted to by the inmates of several cottages, in common, a habit which, 
in the opinion of your Committee, is exceedingly objectionable. Although 
there are instances in which the rent of cottaij;es in this parish appears to 
Your Committee to be too higb, it does not generally exceed the average, 
but it is almost universally in arrear. In more than one instance your 
Committee found examples, as was before observed in other parishes, in 
which, without reference to sex, age or relationship, persons were sleeping 
in the same bed-room, and as might have been expected, the inhabitants 
of these houses exhibited in the dirty and iillhy state of their habitations 
and persons, the inevitable consequence of the loss of that sense of delicacy 
which conduces, next to religious culture, more than anything else, to uphold 
the character and improve fhe habits of its possessor. 

Your Committee would beg to suggest that a copy of this Report be 
forwarded to the Poor Law Commissioners (in the event of its being 
adopted by the Board.) In conclusion, your Committee cannot but ex- 
press their regret that so few of the parishes should have sent in returns, as 
the sole object of the formation of this Committee has been the improve- 
ment of the condition of the dwellings of the poor.

LETTER ADDRESSED TO THE COMMISSIONERS BY THOMAS LaW HODGSSy 

^ Esq,, relative to tbe effect of Emigration on the state of 

THE PARISH OF BeNENDEN, IN KeNT. 

To the Poor Law Commissioners. 
Gentlemen, 

Your Eighth Annual Report (1842) contains Mr. Tufnell's report 
on^Kent and Sussex \ and in pages 242 and^243 that gentleman makea 
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particular! ^illusion to the Parish of Benenden, in Kent, and to the 
evidence f gave before the Lords' Committee in 1831. He also refers to 
a return from the said parish, made in 1835, by Mr. George LansdeU, 
then assistant overseer, and now the relieving officer of the Cranbrook 
Union, comprehending the above Parish. 

In reading Mr. TufnelPs remarks on the above documents and on the 
etate of this parish, I was forcibly struck with several errors into which 
he has been led ; and feeling confident that Mr. George Lansdell's report 
to Sir Francis Head could not really have the meaning which Mr. TufneU 
attributes to it, I beg to give you a copy of a letter received from that 
intelligent relieving officer on this subject : — 

S IR Benenden^ January 3 1 « /, 1 843. 

My attention having been called to a statement of Mr. Tufnell's in the 
last Report of the Poor Law Commisioners, in which I am represented to 
have furnished Sir Francis Head with a return in September, 1835, that 
although we had then no able-bodied men out of work, we had usually from 
50 to 60, 1 hasten to correct the erroneous conclusion which either Mr. 
Tufnell or Sir Francis Head have come to. I feel quite satisfied that the 
question against which I have placed the above numbers referred to the 
number of able persons receiving relief, and I enclose a list of persons who 
were usually in receipt of permanent relief, in consequence of having 
large families. The number you will perceive amounts to 37. These 
men, I would observe, were all (or nearly all) in constant work throughout 
the year, and merely received relief in consequence of having larger families 
than it was then thought they could support by their labour ; and if to the 
above number you add the persons usually employed on the road (we also 
used to'reckon them as being out of work) and those who were occasionally 
employed grubbing of roots and in trenching, the number upon an average 
would veiy nearly correspond with the return above alluded to. I find 
in the winter months of 1833 and 1834 we had about 30 or 35 employed 
on the road, and in trenchine, &c. ; in the summer, during the years 1832, 
1833, 1834, and 1835, we had very few persons out of work. 

I have been, perhaps, somewhat lengthy in my explanations, for I not 
only wish to place before you an exact statement of the facts of the case, 
but to clear my own character from the charge of having intentionally made 
an incorrect return. 

To show the great advantages which have resulted to this parish from 
emigration, I have enclosed a statement of the expenditure from Lady-day, 
182^ to Lady -day, 1835. I believe in many parishes there was consider* 
able reduction in the rates after 1824, but none that I know of so much as 
was the case in this parish. I feel that I am perfectly justified in saying 
that at this time there is not a single parish in this locality in which the 
agricultural labourers generally are in a more healthy condition or their 
homes present more appearance of comfort than are to be met with in this 
parish, and I would ask any impartial person whether this important and 
pleasing change is not more owing to the extensive system of emigration 
which has been adopted than to any other circumstance ; it has certainly 
raised the condition of the labourers from the worst to one of the best 
parishes in the neighbourhood. Having stated thus much of the ad- 
vantages of emigration, I feel it right to acquaint you (although I may be 
accused of some inconsistency) that in the years 1836, 1837, and 1838 
I thought it was useless for parishes to expend large sums of money for 
emigration, finding that so few persons accepted of orders to go into the 
workhouse, but since those years I have seen quite sufficient to alter my 
opinion.

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You will observe that in the extract from my evidenoe^ which Mr. 
Tufnell gives in page 242, I stated in (1831) that 'Muring great part 
of the years 1825 and 1826 there were from 70 to 80 able-bodiied men 
on the parish books for want of employment; since 56 of them have emi- 
grated, it is a rare circumstance to have any out of work except in severe 
weather :" and Mr. Lansdell says, in 1835, previously to the provisions 
of the new Poor Law coming into operation,* usually about 60 able* 
bodied men, with 360 wives and children, and 12 single able-bodied 
men, are on the parish. Mr. Lansdell explains this by stating, what I 
knew must be the real fact when I read Mr. Tufnell's remark upofOi it^ 
that this number of persons were not out of work, but in consequence of 
their large families they were receiving assistance from the parish ; and 
I have been furnished with an extract from the former rate-books, con-^ 
taining the names of those persons so receiving permanent relief in 
consequence of their large families. Some of them were employed b^ 
the parish road surveyor, and were, therefore, classed in our parish books* 
as out of work) that is to say, the parish roads were receiving a far larger 
degree of repair, both as to space and materials, than hitherto hadi 
been the case in consequence of having hands occasionally waating: 
work, and still more, perhaps, from the formers, whose residences^ 
were along these roads, requiring better roads than their forefathers^ 
did, who were content to carry their com to the neighbouring marketss 
and mills on packhorses instead of in carts and waggons as at present. 

Mr. Tufnell also adds a startling remark, '* That in spite of the emii- 
gration, which mostly took place in 1827 and 1828, in seven or eight 
years afterwards this parish had reverted to its old state of pauperism^ 
and the number of unemployed labourers was as great as ever." Mr;. 
Lansdell's letter happily shows how entirely at variance with the seak 
conditition of the parish of Benenden is this remark of the Assistant 
Poor Law Commissioner. 

Mr. Tufnell's reasoning on the effect caused by emigration 'm this 
parish appears very inconclusive. He says, in page 343, '^ ''Since the 
Union, in which this parish is situated, has been brought into operation, 
164 persons have emigrated, or more than previous to the YJnion, yet 
the expenditure on the poor in 1841 was 1342/., the population being 
then 1594, and the departure of these numbers seems to have had com- 
paratively little e£fect on the population, as the number by the Census of 
1821, was 1746 ; in 1831 was 1663 ; in 1841 was 1594:." I think it 
would have been a more prudent course if Mr. Tuinell had paid a visit 
to this parish, and had examined the former rate-books and had made 
himself acquainted with other local circumstances, so necessary towards 
enabling him to form a correct judgment before he expressed so decided 
an opinion. If he had done so he would have found that the amount of 
poor-rates expended in 1825, the year before we began to emigrate, was 
3184/., whereas the amount expended in 1835, the year before the New 
Poor Law Act came into operation in this Union, was 1814/. 9^. The- 
total number of persons who emigrated between 1826 and 1835 was 
161; from 1836 to 1842, 180 more emigrated. It will appear that 
the first number itself caused a reduction of upwards of one-third of the 
whole parish expenditure ; and although, by compaiing the Census or

1821 with Aat of 1841, there appears a difibreiice no^ of only 152 
persons, can it be doubted that if no emigration had taken place the 
841 persons who had gone to the Colonics from this paridi wonid have 
largely added to the parochial population? and what effect this must 
have had on the amonnt of the rates is sufficiently obvious. He wouM 
have found also, in looking through the old rate-books, that the total 
expense, from March, 1826 to May, 1842, to the parish in emigrating 
these 341 persons has been 1796/. 10*. 9J<?., a sum bearing a very smadl 
proportion to the aggregate amount of the annual reduction of the rates, 
and that from the commencement of this system the amount of our rates 
has been decreasing, until at the present time it is about half what it Was 
in 1825, before we began to emigrate, notwithstanding the phsent unfa- 
vourable state of the country. 

The two concluding sentences of Mr. Tufnell's remarks ou the parish 
of Benenden must be. noticed, in order to remove a difficulty in the way 
of any general adoption of the system of emigration, which his state- 
ments may create, unless shown to be unfounded. He says, " The dimi- 
nution of the numbers here has, however, b6en greater than elsewhere, 
under the effect of a similar emigration, owing to the partial adoption of 
what has been termed the clearing system, that is pulling down the eot« 
tages of those who emigrated," and he adds, " but this plan is only 
practicable where a parish belongs, as in this instance, exclusively to ohe 
or two proprietors." Undoubtedly I have taken down some cottages 
that had become untenanted by persons emigrating ; but I believe the 
number of new ones since built, and old ones enlarged by other persons, 
has more than equalled those so taken down, and, therefore, little or no. 
effect can be attributed to this cause. Besides, instead of this parish 
belonging, as Mr. Tufnell intimates, to one or two proprietors, (and I 
conclude he considers me one of them,) there are 58 proprietors of farms 
and lands in this parish, beside myself. 

It is not my intention to make the occasion of this letter an excuse for 
offering any information on parochial emigration, or of troubling you with 
any arguments in its favour, as I have had other opportunities of stating 
my decided opinions on the subject; and 1 should not have taken the 
liberty of troubling you with this letter did I not suppose that, when the 
subject of emigration and colonization comes, as it inevitably must, to 
occupy the serious attention of the Government of this country, a refer- 
ence to the Poor Law Cotnraissiouers' Reports would probably bfe 
made ; and as 1 believe that from no rural parish has emigration pro* 
eeeded, with reference to its populatioti, in a greater degree than from 
the parish in which I live, nor anywhere have its effects on the rates and 
on the general condition of the population been more carefully watched 
and recorded, I have felt it a duty to the public to offer these remarks 
upon the errors of your Assistant Commissioner. In conclusion I will 
only add, that if the beneficial effects of our parochial emigration were so 
trifling as Mr. Tufnell considers them, it is not likely that such a failure 
would be unknown to the rate-payers of the parish ; whereas, on the con- 
trary, there is no subject of parochial management marked with such 
entire unanimity as this, from a consciousness of the benefits which all 
have received from this source, and on which we confidently rely for 
further advantages. It is satisfactory to know that the neighbouring 
parishes have become equally impressed with the necessity ail well as the 
benefits of its adoption. 
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I am far from eantiderin^ ibe conttition of the labourers, ^voi in this 
parish, as being so comfortable as it ought to be and as I well remember 
it to bave formerly been ; but I have the strongest conviction that their 
condition would not have been what it is now, and what Mr Lansdell in 
bis letter truly describes it to be, had not ho many of their fellow-labourers 
possessed the good sense and the spirit to avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunities offered them of seeking independence among their countrymen 
who are settled in other parts of the world.

BIUBRATION FOR THB OffICB OF MedICAL OfFICER TO THE UnION 
WORKHOUBB. 

Poor Law Commission Office^ DtAlin^ 
Sir, \Otk Aprils 1845. 

The Poor Law Commissioners have received and considered Mr. 
Gilbert's report and evidence relative to the appointment of Doctor M ay ne 
as Physician to the South Dublin Union. 

It apears from the evidence that an agreement was entered into be- 
tween Doctor Lees and Doctor Mayne that the former should receive 
100/. on his resignation and 200/. oil Doctor Mayne's election to the 
office of physician. This fact is, indeed, admitted by both (he parties 
coQcerned in the transaction. 

The Commissioners are not aware that tbey have the power, nor are 
they called upon to take any step with respect to the agreement which is 
thus proved to have once existed between Doctor Mayne and Doctor Lees. 
It is distinctly affirmed that the parties renounced such agreement before 
the election of medical officer. 

The Commissioners certainly regret that it ever existed. 

They think it desirable shortly to advert to one point suggested by the 
evidence on this case, and that is, the amount of the salaries fixed for 
the medical officers of the South Dublin Union workhouse. 

The Guardians in January, 1840, proposed a salary of 60/. each for 
the surgeon and physician, and to this the Commissioners assented. 

On the 26th June, 1841, the Guardians expressed a wish to raise 
their salaries to 100/. each. The Commissioners dissented from this 
increase. The Guardians, however, requested the Commissioners to re- 
consider their refusal, and many inquiries were made as to the nature of 
the d uties performed lay the m edical officers. Some protests against the in- 
crease of salary were received ; but after another resolution of the Guar- 
dians, and after, on the 18th February, 1842, receiving a deputation of the 
South Dublin Board, the Commissioners, who were anxious that the 
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remiineratioii should be sufficient to secure proper medical attendance 
on the inmates without being extravagant in itself, finally consented to 
lix the salaries at 100/. a year each. 

Doctor Lees, the person now chained with making the bargain to 
receive 300/. on the election of Doctor Mayne, was one of the medical 
officers benefited by this increase of salary. 

Now, on reviewing all these circumstances, and considering what has 
been admitted by Doctor Mayne and Doctor Lees, the CommissionerB 
are inclined to arrive at the conclusion, that if the place is such that the 
physician elected can affi>rd to pay 300/. for the purpose of obtaining 
the situation, the salary must be too high. It is clear that this payment 
would be in the nature of a fine on taking possession of an office which 
was to yield a certain amount of emolument, and that it represents, in 
fact, the excess of that emolument over and above what would adequately 
remunerate the person accepting the office for the discharge of his duties 
from day to day ; for if he did not pay this sum to obtain the office, it 
is clear that he could afford to discharge his duties with equal efficiency 
for a salary just so much lower in proportion. 

According to this view, therefore, the excess is a charge cast on tbe 
rate-payers not to pay for the attendance of the poor who are inmates of 
the workhouse during the time the incoming officer holds office, but in 
order to benefit some person who ceases to have any duties in connexion 
with those inmates, and who is paid this sum precisely because he ceases 
to have such duties. 

It would seem necessarily to follow that an amount of salary such as 
would enable this payment to be made cannot be justified as a fair and 
proper burthen on the rate-payers of the South Dublin Union. 

The Commissioners will be ready to take the subject into consideration 
as soon as they shall have received the observations of the Guardians 
of the South Dublin Board on the view of the case laid before them in 
this letter.

lliese appear to be cases that have occurred and been provided 
for within the workhouse buildings. A former Return 
stated that 5 had been relieved under the 16th section, up to 
Ist March, 1844 ; and that a room was appropriated for the 
use of fever patients in the hospital of the workhouse. 

No fever ward or fever hospital has been built or hired by the 
Guardians of the Fermoy ITnion, but a portion of the work- 
house hospital has been appropriated for fever patients. 
The number of fever patients relieved since the passing of 
the Irish Poor Law Amendment Act to the 17Ui of April, 
1845, is 80 ; the average weekly cost per head is 2s. 6d. 

Relieved in the workhouse infirmary, appropriated by the 
Guardians to the purpose. 

New fever ward since built, (Table II. p. 249). — Note by 
Clerk of Guardians: *'I beg to -state, in reference to the 
number of fever patients relieved in connexion with this 
workhouse, that no fever hospital being within from ten to 
fourteen miles of Lurgan, the Guardians admitted all cases 
of fever that were sent in by the Wardens since the opening 
of the house, and the idiot wards were prepared for that 
purpose. 

In a former Return it was stated that 12 patients were relieved, 
up to 1st Marchi 1844. The cases were treated in the work- 
house. 

In a former Return it was stated that 30 patients had been 

relieved under the 16th section, up to Ist March, 1844; all 

of whom were treated in a part of the workhouse inflrinary 

set apart by the medical attendant for the purpose. 

An arrangement has recently been made oy the Gnar- 

. dians with the committee of the Nenagh Fever Hospital 

for the admission and treatment of fever patients from 

the workhouse in that hospital. 

Relieved in the lunatic wards, which were appropriated by the 
Guardians for the reception of fever cases.
